and Labour to,illuſtrate bcautife and adorn the place; but though 
it be my way ſometimes to put Caſes, yet ſhould I be injurious to 
have made this Quzry without a reſolve; tor I ſhall Anſwer for 
=_ that though you had your beginning in this-Countrey, yer 
ike a Plant removed, you have cl{ewhere grown up to more com- 
pleat Man, and to that perte&ion which ſpeaks ir ſelf in this 
work, Had you ſtill kept home,its more then probable you had nor 
proſpcred ſo well in your own ſoyl, nor born ſuch pleaſant fruit, 
as herein your Countrey-men may Taſte and refreſh. themſelves

That there 4 0 County in England more famous for a long continued 
Succe ſion of eAntient Gentry, then this of Cheſhire, will not be deny- 
ed ; nor none that can afjord materzalls with ſo little Trouble and Charge, 
for the ſetting forth their Deſcents and memorable Imployments,t2 as much 
as the ſubſtance of all publique Records meerly relating thereto for almoſt 
four hundred Years; are carefully preſerved in the Caſtle at Cheſter 
and that the private Euidences conterntng the particular Families of that 
County are by rc aſon of their long duration, leſſe diſperſt, than thoſe of 
many others be, through the great and frequent changes that have befallen 
them in moſt places; Tt is therefcre to te hoped, that theſe Eſlays of the 
perſons above mentioned, zow coming to the Tiew of the norld, will for the 
reaſoas before expreſt, conſidering the worthineſſe of the SubjeR, ſtir up 
ſuch, whoſe greater cAtilities may, by a more exa8 Survey and ſearch

wales, Cornwall, and Galloway , and divided the Land into {even fides wales and 
Kingdoms ; that is to ſay, Kezt, South-S axon, weſt-Saxon, E aſt-Saxon, Cornwal, 
Eaſt-England, March, and Northumberland, And although that 
of March was the greateſt 5 yet that of weſt-Saxoz, in the end , 
brought all the other to one Monarchy. 
This Kingdome of March, reached from Loxdoz to the River of 
Marſey, which parteth Cheſhire from Lancaſhire ; of which River, 
ſome write it thould take name ; But that cannot] believe ; but 
think rather it was ſocalled, becauſe it marched or bordered upon 
2ll the other, 
It contained theſe Shires following,as they be now called, Buc- 
kingham-ſhire, Oxford-ſhire, Glouceſter-ſhire, Herefordſhire, worceſter- 
thire, warwick-ſhire, Leiceſter-ſhire,Stafford-ſhire, Shropſhire; Cheſhire, 
Darby-'hire, Nottingham-ſhire,Lincolnſbire, Northamptonſhire, Rutland, 
Bedfordſhire, Hunttogtonſhire,part of Hartfordſbire,and part of (\am- 
6ridge-ſhire.

6pponneing evcty houſe, yearly, to pay a peny z which money was 
after named Peter-perce.

And hath 
like power , authority, preheminence , Juriſdiction ; execution 
of Law, and all other Cuſtomes, commodities and advantages 
pertaining to the Juri{diaion of a Charcellor within the faid County 
Palatine of Cheſter : - As the Chancellor of the: Dutchy of Lancaſter, 
hath uſed, had, or ought to have uſed and executed, with the Coun- 
ty Palatine of Lancaſter.

His County Palatine of Cheſter , which in our common 
| {pecch 1s called Cheſterſhirez and by corruption , more 
| ſhort, Cheſhzre, lyeth then on the North-Weſt corner of 
tha. Countrey , which was ſometimes under the Government of 
the Kings of Marcia ; as is before declared ; Whole people were 
called by the Romans Dewar: ; that is, bordering on the River Dee, 
The proportion rhereof,is almoſt three-corner'd, or rather like to 
the Wing of an Eagle,being ſtretched forth at length. Ir hath, on 

the North {ide,Larncaſhire; from the which it is divided by the 
River of Marſey, Onthe North-Eaſt corner, it toucheth upon 
Yorkſhire. On the Eaſt it hath Darbyſhire ; and Staffordſhire on the 
South-Eaſt : from which two ſhires, it is divided by certain Hills 
and Mountains ; and,in ſome places,by Brooks or Rivers, On the 
South it hath Shropſhire, and a part of Flintſhire: On the Weſt, 
Denbylhire, and all rhe reſt of Fliztſhire ; and on the North-Welt

_ The Vale-Royal of England: Which Name, King E4. 1.gave unto 
the Abbey of Vale-Royal, which he founded upon the River of 
YVeewer,in the midſt of the ſame Shire, The ayr is very whole- 
ſome ; inſomuch, that-the _— of the countrey are feldome in- 
fc&ed with Diſcaſes or Sickneſle, neither do they uſethe help of 
The Phyfick te Phyſicians,nothing ſo muchas in other countries : For when 
of Cheſhire, any of them are fick , they make him a poſler, and rye a kerchieff 
on his head; and if that will not amend him, then God be mer- 
ciful to him.

Sponge, which burneth taſt away, and giveth not fo good 2 gli 
or hear,as the other fort which are black and very hard when tticy 
be dryed,and are much better then the other. 

-. Moreover, in thete Mofles (eſpecially in the black) are Fir-rrees, 
found under the ground, ( a thing marvellous! ) in fome places 6. 
foot deep,or more,and in tome places nor one foot ; which Trees 
are of a marvellous length, and ſtraight, having certain (mall 


Pranches,like Boughs,and Roors ar the one end, like as if they hed” 


been blown down with Weather; and yer no man can tell that c- 
ver any ſuch Trees did grow there; nor yer, how they ſhould 
come thirher, $ome hol Opinjon,that they have lain there ever 
fince Noabs Floud. | 
-» Theſe Trees being found (which the Owners do ſearch out with 
2 long Spit of Iron,or ſuch like ) they are then digged up : and 
firſt being {awed into ſhore pieces ( every piece of the length of 
yard) then they cleave t'e {aid pieces very ſmall; yea,cyen as the 
back of a knife, the which rhey uſe, inſtead of a candle burn, 
and giverh a very good light ; It hath a long ſnuff, and yet in

Beſides the Heaths,Mofles,VVoods,and Commons, the reft is In- 
cloſed Ground,both for Paſture and Tillage , bur the third parc 
thereof, in a manner, is re{crved onely for Tillage, which bringerh 
forth corn in great quantiry z (howbeir more in fome places, rhan 
4n other ſome ) eſpecially Wheat and Rye( which they fowe in 
September,and ſo lyeth in the pou all Winter) ;alſo, Oats and 
Barley,Beans,Peafe,Firches, French Vhear,and ſuch like. 

The Paſture Ground is re{crved, eſpecially, for their Kine ; (for 
their Sheep and Horſes commonly go upon the Commars ) The 
cauſe of their keeping of ſo many Kine, is, as well for breeding of 
Cattel, as for their milk z wherewith ( beſides that which they 


ipend in their houſes ) they make great ſtore þoth of Burter and 


heeſe. Inpraiſe whereot,] need nor to ſay much, ſeeing thar ir Pu 


1s well known,that no other Conntrey in the Realm may compare 
therewith, nor yet beyond the Seas ; no, nor Holland in goodneſs, 
although in quantity it far exceed. 

Their young, Cartel,which they breed and bring up, (their own 
rurn being jcrved )they bring the reſt to the Marker to fell, and ma- 
ny times arc brought up as tar as Loxdoz,and further, by Grafiers, 
who buy them there z and, teeding them a certain rime, do then 
ſell chem again. | 

Their Oxen are very large,and big of bone ,and altogether with 


fairand long horns ; ſo that a man ſhall find divers, wnoſe horns

at the tops,are more then three toot wide,or atunder, one from a- 
nother ; with the which oxen, they do all-labour ; as Tilling of 
their Ground, Carting of their Corn,Hey,Turves,and Wood, and 
ſome come to Loxdor, with their Wayns laden with Salt, They 
keep their Oxen all the Winter time in houſe, but not their Kine, 
as they do in ſome other Countries. 

They keep nothing ſomany ſheep;as in other Countries,becauſe 
their ground ſerveth berter to other purpoſes ; for commonly,they 
keep bur ſo many,as to ſerve in their own houſes for proviſion,and 
to ſel ro the Butcher, and that the wool thereof may ſuffice to 
make apparel for their Houſhold, Of which ſheep , tome have 
horns,and ſome not, Some are all black, and the wool thereof 
being ſpun and woven into cloth or kerſey, as it is undyed, is not 
black,but more liker brown;ſ{uch as we call, 4 Sheeps _ 

Horſes and Mares, they keep but ſo many as to {erve their turn, 
to ride on,or to carry corn to the Mill; (Howbeit,in moſt places, 
the Millers have Carriers, which fetch the corn, and when it is 
ground,do bring it home _ As for Horſes and Mares to draw, 
they uſe not any, bur onely one or two, at the moſt, to go before 
their Oxen : except in ſome certain places, and that is commonly 


' amongſt them that dwell on Sandy ground. | 


Swine, Geeſe, Ducks, Cocks, Capons, and Hens, there is like 
ſtore,as in other Countries ; bur all chings much better cheap 
there,then in the South part of Exglard. 

Beſides the great ſtore of Deer,both Red and Fallow, in the two 
Foreſts before-named ; there is alſo great plenty of Hares : In 
Hunting whereof, the Gentlemen do paſs much of their time,e- 
ſpecially in Winter : alſo,great ſtore of Conies, both black and 

ray; namely,in thoſe places, where it is Sandy ground ; neither 
Toth, it lack Foxes,Fulmards,Ottcrs,Baſons,and {uch like. 

Wild-Foul aboundeth there in {uch ſtore, as in no other Coun- 
trey have I ſeen the like z namely, Wild-Geeſe,and Wild-Ducks. 
Of which firſt ſort,a man ſhall ſee ſomerimes Hiying, necr 200, in 
one flock;and likewiſe of the Ducks,4o. or 50,in a tlock, And in 
other kinds alſo ithath like ſtore z as Pheſant,More-hen,Partridg, 
Woodcocks, Plovers, Teels, W idgins ; and of all kind of ſmall 
Birds, So hath it on the contrary fort, Ravens, Crows,Choughs, 
Kites, Gleads,and ſuch like, 

Of Fruits ; as Apples,Pears,VWardens,Plums,Cheries,and ſuch 
like, they have plenty in their Orchards, not onely to ſerve their 
own turn,bur allo to {elland give away. But Quinces havelI nor 
ſeen in any place of the Courtrey,that I remember. 

Likewiſe, doth every man keep certain Hives of Bees ; but no 
pony ſtore, commonly,then to ſerve their own turn : yet ſome do 

ring to the Market both VVax and Honey. 

The Soyl of the Countrey is,in molt places, clay, both black and 
red : in the whichyis found in ſome places,certain veins of Sand; in 
other places it is black Sand,which is ncer unto Mofſes, There is 
alſo found a certain kind of fat clay, called Marle, both white and 


red, 
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and red, which they dig up, and ſpread upon their Arable Ground, 
which maketh it moreranker, and bringerh Cozz in as great abun- 
dance,as that which 1s dunged. |

| The Dee, THE Dee, called in Latine Dea, in Britiſh Pifirdwy ; is not 
| A onely the chicteft River of this Countrey, but alſo of all 
Northwales. ' I may well call it, of this Countrey ; becaule ir 
hath in ſome places, Cheſbrre on both ſides thereof, And of it was 
the City of Cheſter, in times paſt, called Deva, and the people of 
Ic pafſeeh the Countrey, Devari.

which Lake it paſſeth North-caſt , near to a Town called Balz,

= which was begun by Lheoz G aver, a mighty Gyant, 
SW who builded it with Vaults: Wirch whom alſo con- 
ſenterh Rarulph Higden Monk of Cheſter, in his Book called Poly- 
chroxtcon, 

Howbeit in another place, the ſaid H:igder faich, That it is not 
certain, who builded the ſai&Cuy. And therefore fome think, 
that it rook firſt name of the Roman Legions. And not unlike that 
it was builded by P. Oftor:0ou Srapula ; who after he had ſubdued 
CaraFacus King of the Ordouices; that Inhabirted the Countries now 
called Lancaſhere, Cheſhire, and Shropſhire; builded in thoſe parts, 
and amongſt the S:lures, certain places of defence, for'the better 
Herbourgh of his Menof Warze, and kceping down of ſuch 3r:- 
tains as were ſtill ready ro move Rebellion : Hirherto he. And 
afterwards in fol. 58. he hath theſe words following :

chereunto, by way of a Colony, And for as much(ſay they) as we 
read of none other, of any name thereabouts, it 1s ro be thought 
that he planted the ſame in Cheſter, where his Succeſlors did atcer- 
wards uſe to harbour their Legions for the Winter Seaſon, and in 
time of reſt. It is a common Opinion, among the people there, 
unto this day, That the Romazs built thoſe Vaults or Taverns in 
the City under the ground, with ſome part of the Caſtle, And 
verily, as Ra. Higden faith, he that ſhall view and well conſider 
choſe Buildings, ſhall think the ſame to be the Work of Romans 
rather then of any other people. That the Romar Legions did 
make their abode there z no man, ſeen in Antiquities, can doubr 
thereof, For the Ancient Name Caerlheon ar dour Deuy, that is, the

| Be The Gates, 

It hath four principal Gates,the Eaſt-gate-towards the Eaſt ; the 
Bridge-gate towards the South ; the VVarter-gate towards the 
Welt ; and the North-gate towards the North, | 

Theſe Gates in times paſt,and yer ſtill, according to an ancient 
Order uſed here in this City,are in the ptoteion or defence of di- 
vers Noble-men,which hold or have theis Lands lying within the 
County Palatine. As farſt, rhe Earl of Oxford hath the Eaſt-gate, 
the Earl of Shrewsbury hath the Bridge-gate, the Earl of Darby the 
VVarter-gate,who in the right of the Caſtle of Hawarden ( not far 
of ) is Steward ofthe County Palatine z and the North-gate be- 
longeth to the City,where they keep their priſoners. 

Beſides theſe four principal Gartes,there are certain other lefler, 
like Poſtern-gates,and namely St.Fohz's Gate, between Eaſt-gate, 
and Bridge-gare ; fo called, becauſe ir goeth to the ſaid Church 
which tanderh without the walls. 

The Eaſt-gate is the faireſt of all the reſt; from which Gatezto 
the Banes,which are alſo of ſtone, I find tobe 160. paces of Geo- 
metry, And from the Banes, to Boughton,almoſt as much. 


The Bridge. 

The Bridge-gate 1 at the South parr of the city,at the entring of 
the Bridge, commonly called Dee-bridge z which Bridge is buil- 
ded all of Stone,of eight Arches in length ; Ar the furcheft end 
whereaf,is alſo a Gatc; and without thar, on the other ſide of the 
water,the Suburbs of the city,called Hond-bridge.

Conduits of Freſh water. 

There are certain Conduits of freſh water. And now of late 
(following the example of Lozdon) they have builded one at the 
High Crofle in the middeſt of the City,and bring the water to it, 
from Boughton.

Ouching The Biſhoprick of Cheſter : Some have lately 

written, That it was erected to a Biſhops Seat, by King 

Heiry 8, And that all the Biſhops that were before that 

time (although they were commonly called Biſhops 

of Cheſter) were Biſhops of Lichfield, and had but their Seat, or 
moſt abiding in Cheſter.

After Sexulf, one cAldwin was Biſhop of Lichfield ; and next R. H.195, 
him Eadulfw#, who was adorned with The Archbiſhops Pall, having 
all the Biſhops under K. Offa his Dominions, Suffragans to him ; 
as, Denebertw B, of worceſter, werebertu B. of Cheſter ; Eadulfus B. of

cd to their Regiments thereupon,called Comztatzs, now Counties : 
there can be ng other reaſon alleadged,as I conceive,why any ſhire 
carries fuch a name, but onely becauſe it ts a County that betong- 
cd to ſuch a Comes,or Earl, that had his denamination from ſome 
City, Town,or other placezas pleaſed the Prince to create that ad- 
dition to his Title of Honour : which Title, afterward, grew to be 
rather meerly of Honour,then of Office ; and then the == Earls 
were named of the Counties,and not the Counties of them, 0 
| thcre- 
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thcrcupon Lam induced to believe,thar the County ot Chepter,with- 
out queſtion,hath no othep Foundation, bur trom the name of the 
City : whereof now I will tet down, what I find in the Authors I 
have met withall. 

It hath bcen an ambitious humour in all the Writers of the an- 
tient Foundations of Citics, to derive their beginnings, it it were 
poſſible,trom Gods or Goddeſles.Or, it Chriſtianity eave reſtraint 
ro that folly , yet it bath been thought a matter of grave Dignity 
and Worth , to bring them from Times necreſt ſublequent , to 
Noahs Floul; or from ſome perſons that were Acors inthe War 
of Troyes deſtruftion,or ſome of their Progeny. Bur our late lear- 
ned and judicious Writcrs have worthily ditcovercd thoſe fables; 
and where they find grounds,for more probable Conjectures, have 
{er down their Opinions, VVhere they fee not the reafon of ſuch 
Originals,cithcr of Names,or Places, they ingenuouſly reter ir ro 
ſuch beginnings,as lye hidden in the boſome of Antiquity : whence 
it is,that Mr.Cambden himſelf, in doubts of that nature, will nos 
itick to ſay,pentitis me latet. 

That there hath been ſo much wraſtling and firiving to find ous 
the anticnt Names, and the firſt Original of the City of Cheſter, is 
to me one Argument of the antientneſs thereof z for,where there is 
no certainty known, how can it be but beyond the reach ot all in- 
tell igence,that the laborious Writers of all Ages have endeavour- 
cd after ; Whereypon I hold it for a concluſion, that many Monu- 
ments in this Kingdome , whereof there can be found no memory 
of their Foundation, are more anticnt, then-thoſe who have their 
Foundations cither certainly known,or probably conjectured. 

And to come briefly to our purpoſe in hand : Although tor my 
part, I ſee not- any but very weak grounds for their conjeQures, 
who would bring our City ot Cheſters toundation from beyond all 
poſſibility of Records; yet I will not prejudicate any in their ſur- 
mizes,nor defraud them of the prailes that any ſhall think good to 
ro upon thoſe who have laboured in Colle&ions of thar 

ind, 

The firſt Name, that I find this City to have been ſuppoſed ro 
have born, was Neomagus ; andthis tlicy derive from Magus, the 
{on of Samothes,,who was the firſt planter of Inhabitants in this Iſle 
after Noahs Floud, which now containeth Exgland, Scotland, and 
wales ; and of him was called Samothea ; and this Samothes was ſon 
ro Japhet, the third ſov of Noah ; and of this.Aages, who firſt buil- 
ded a City even in this place,or nccr unto it, as 1t is ſuppoſed, the 
ſame was called Neomags, This Conjecture I find obſerved our 
of the learned Knight Sir Thomas Ellzot, who ſaith dire&tly, thar 
Neomagus ſtood where Cheſter now ſtandeth, int, Yol. Chronic de De- 
ſcriptione,Britan.pag,2, 

Whether it carryed that name for any long time of continuance; 
or whcn it loſt the ſame}] find no certainty, 

Ranulphus, a Monk of Cheſter, and Author of the old Polychronacon, 
hath an other foundation from a Gyant, forfooth, called Leop G av- 
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7 » which Gaure Marius calls the Vanquiſher of the Pi8s,who laid 


the firſt Foundation of this City, as.it were, ina kind of rude and 


diſordered faſhion ; which afterward,by Lezr King of Brittatz,was 
brought toa more pleaſant faſhion of Building, which is beſt ex- 
preſled inthe Verſes of Henry Bradſhaw , another Monk of Cheſter, 


who writ the life of St,yerbury,and therein theſe Verſes, 


The Founder of this C:ty,as ſaithPolychronicon, 
was Leon Gawer,a mighty ſtrong Gyant ; 


q which builded Caves and Dungeons many a one, = 


No goodly Building ge proper ne pleaſant. 


But King Leir,a Britain fine aud valiant, 
' Was Founder of Cheſter by pleaſant Building, 
And was named Guer Leir by the King. 


Touching which Foundation,ſfuppoſed by this Leor Gamer, I do, 
by ſo much leſle, give approbation, by how much me thinks that 
Opinion of Mr. Cambdens ſeems moſt probable,drawn from the an- 
tient Britiſh Language, of whom it hath been called Caerlegion 
Careleon vaur Carleon ar Dufyr dwy,as the Saxons called it, Which 
Names are derived from Gar Legion of the Romazs, called, Yuceſſc- 
ma Vifirix, which were firſt placed here in the ſecond Conſulſhip 
of Galba,with Titus Vinius ; and afterwards eſtabliſhed under the 
Government of Jultzs eAgricola,appointed by this City ; being, as 
he thinks,not long before that time, built in this very place, and 
intended for a oak to the, 8c. And, faith he,the very Name may 
ſerve to confute ſuch Pleberan eAntiquaries,as would derive it from 
Lean Var,a Gyant,ſecing Lean Yar, in the Brittiſh Language, ſigni- 
fieth nothing elſe but The great Legron. 

By whom,or howſoever the ſame City had her firſt Foundation, 
it is manifeſt enough, that ir is exceeding antient;z and even the 
doubtfulneſs of the firſt Foundation,makes it, as before I touched, 
of undoubted Antiquity, 

» The Names thereof,tndeed,have been variable,and diverſe; but 
thoſe which the Br:ttazzs, upon the Plantations of the Romare Le- 
gions,have faſtned upon it, Thold moſt authentical,as thoſe Names 
before mentioned of,Caer,per excellentiam,amongſt the antientVVri- 
ters ; and thoſe which the Saxozs afterwards took from the additi- 
on of {aſtra,which might ſignifie either Caſtles,or Camps of ſoul- 
diers , and thereuponait is like they made the Name, Many other 
Cities or Towns yer retaining that part of the Name ; namely, Ca- 
ſter,or Ceſter,or Cheſter z -with Tome difference added, either to the 
beginning,or end thereof, But this our City,being the firſt City, 
made famons by that renowned Legion atore-mentioned, called, 
Virix was more properly or primarily called Ceſter,or Cheſter,be- 
ing indeed an abbreviation of Legeceſtr1a; which Name, it _ 
ne 
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ned , by the entertaining of thote Legtons un the VV uiter- trac, 
which firſt Fulzas Ceſar rhe Emperour ſent, whey he purpoſed $he 
winning of /reiazd; and after which, Claudius Ceſar placed here, 
when he intended the ſurpriſing of rhe Orcades : And hence it Th 
that we- may well affirm that old Verſe to be as antient, as- the

And that this my Conje&ure of the name of this City , isnor 
without Authority, Iſuppoſe that the mention of one ather City 
of Legions, together with this, which the fore-cired Author hath 
in the life of St,yyerburg,/ib,2.cap. 3.will give ſome ſatisfaction,

As well the Authorities of Ptolomy,aud Antonrm,who placed here 


that Legion w® was called Yiceſs-mamand by them entiruled, Brz- 
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nieamyValeriam, and Yictricem ; as allo tome old picces of money 
here found ſtamped by Septzmm Geta, do approve it: upon rhe Re- 
verſe or Back-fide whereot, is this Infcription, Col. Ditaza leg, xx. 
Viirix, 

But for other Tokens,or Monuments, to teſtific the Romars mag» 
nificenciez Time, the devourer of all things, hath eaten up almoſt 
all, of which there remains onely in theſe late Ages, fome Pave- 
ments of four-ſquarc Checker-work ſtones ; - but. in former times 
were many more,as we may beſt rake view of, in the words of the 
fore-named Monk Razulphus Ceſtrez : There be here,ſaith he, wa Ys 
under ground; vaulted marvellouſly with ſtone-works, Chambers 
having arched Roofs over head, huge ſtones engraven, with the 
names of antient famous pcrſons. Here are alto ſometimes pic- 
ces of money digged up, coyned by J:l:us Ceſar, and other Empec- 
rours,or men of Famc,and ſtamped with their Inſcriptions. And 
co this may be added, the Report of another Author, called Roger 
of Cheſter,in his polzchre:4coa;When TI behold, ſaith he,the ground- 


work of Buildings in the ſtreers,laid with main ſtrong huge ſtones, 
1 ſeemeth,thar ir hath been founded by the painful labour of #0- 


mans,or Gyants,rather then by induſtry of Britains, 

The Scituation of the Ciry,is not the leaſt matter for the com- 
mendations thereof, which made Luczaz a Monk, that lived nccr 
che.time of the Normans Conqueſt,to write this : Cheſter 1s built as 
a City,the ſight whercof inviteth and allurerh the eye; which be- 
ing ſcituate in the Weſt part of Br:ttazz, was, in times paſt, a place 
of reccir to the Legions,tent from far to repoſe themſelves,and ſcr- 
ved ſufficiently ro keep the keys,as I may fay,of relard;for the Ro- 
mazs to preſerve the limits of their Empire. For being oppoſite 
ro the North-Eaſt part of Ireland, it openeth way for-paſlage of 
Ships and Marriners,to fprcad their fails, paſſing not often onely, 
bur continually ro and fro ; as allo, for the Commodities of ſun- 
dry ſorts of Merchandize : Which Deſcription, I find thus com- 
prized in [amden, 

Cheſter 1t ſelf,is a place of reccit for the 7rſþ, a Neighbor to the 
welſb,and plentifully ſerved with corn by the Engliſh ; fincly tca- 
red with Gates anciently built, approved in hard and dangerous 
difficulrics, in regard of the River z and Proſpec& of the Eyc, wor- 
thy, according to the cyc, to be called, A 
Watch of Holy and Religious men z and, through the mercy of 
our Saviour, always fenced and fortified with the mercitul afliſt- 
ance of the Almighty, | 

I have purpoſc]y here omitted,what divers Writers have dcli- 
vered touching other names, which they fay this City hath bcen 
called by,ſome of them being like Originally ro thoſe afore-men- 
tioned ; and ſome of them either meerly barbarous and unfignifi- 
cant,or fantaſtical and frivolous,being conſcious to my cl, that ] 
herein intended no Hiſtorical Narration, but a plain Topographi- 
al Deſcription of this Noblg City and Shire ; whcrein, notwith- 


fanding in ſuch paſſages as ſerie beſt for the Illuſtration of the 
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Foundation and worthy eſteem of the tame, Where tne Hiitoricall 
Narratioas of my Authors,will beſt expreſs the truth thereot , 1 
hope to had pardon iu ſuch Recitals z and inthar hope will crave 
parience tor {ome little further ſtay upon the ſtate of this Tity in 
tormer times,betore we come tothe preſent Survey. | 

VW.- tind that che ſame City hath had many variable changes z 
fomectimes in flouriſhing,and other whiles in depreſſed condition: 
yet at no time vrought ſo low, but, by Gods goodneſs and mercy, 
hath again recovercd all loſſes and impeachments, Which lady 
appeareth,as well in ttioſe rimes of the Romare Government touch- 
cd bctore, as more ſpecially 1n the times of thoſe variable Juril- 
dictions ot Saxws, Dares,and Normans ; and alfo,of latter times. 

Tae truch wnereof will be manifeſted in the next part of our 
Deſcriprion,wi:ica thall be of the Walls ; for, albeir, much may 
be tound in antient Relations,beyond the mention of the Walling 
of this,or any other City in this Kingdome, except the Walls of 
Turt,or Earth, betore tine invention of Stone-Walls ; which Mr. 
Stowe aicribetn to-one Bennet, a Monk of werral,in Anno 680.11 his 
Survcy of Lozdon,fcl.g. Yet,that which aur Writers tell us of our 
Cuics walling, both firit and laſt, ſhall be all that I will offer to 
my Readers in this kind,and that in their own words. 

Lue Walls of this City were firſt built by Maru, King of 
Brittain,who raigned about the year of our Lord,73. But Edeſfeda 
tliat Noble Mercian Lady,about —_ 908. greatly repaired 
and enlarged t'1is Ciry,making the VValls thereof anew,and com- 
paſling in the Cattle z which,as itſeemeth before that time, ſtood 
without the Walls : All which,the tore-mentioned Monk, Hezry 
Bradjhaw thus expteſlcth,

Of which famous Lady,1I will ſomewhat further, though ir be 
with ſome iteration, imitate myAuthor, in proſecuting her praiſes, 
and that ſtory,which ſeems much pertinent to our purpoſe. 

This Edelfleda ( ſaith he ) after the death of her husband Ethe- 
tred,ſhe ruled the Kingdome of the Mercrars : She was a vertuous 
and a valiant Queen, and inclined her ſglf to do good in the Com- 


mon-wealth ; ſhe repaired Stafford, warwick, Tamworth , Shirsbury, or ' 


Shrewsbury,builded up new R#zcorn,and Eaesbury - Shetranſlated 
the body of St.Oſwald,King and Martyr,from Bradney to Glouceſter, 
where the builded a Monaitcry,in the honour of St. Peter, over St. 
Oſwalds body,and ſhe was there buried, Ano Dom. 919. 

My Author proceedeth further z and Mr.Stowe, it ſeems,follow- 
cd him in theſe words,in his Summary, fol.16, Letl the Son of Brute, 
Gredſhield, that deſtroyed the Gyant out of his Land, being a Lover of 
peacegin his time butlaed Caerleil,that now is called Cheſter : The firit 
Founder whereof,{aith Randal Higdon, was Leoz Gaur of Neptunus 
Progeny , a mighty ſtrong Gyant, which builded the ſame City, 
with Cavcsand Walls under the Earth : But this King Lezl, of 
whom we have ſpoken before,was Founder thercof, with pleaſant 
Building,and fair Houſes,and named Caerlez/:; Since that time, by 
the Romans, this City was re-edified, when a Legion of Romaze 
Knights and Souldiers was ſent thither, and by them named, The 
(ity of Legions,which now 1s.called Ceſtria, of the antient Building 
with Vaults and Towers, each houſe like a caſtle, which were 
ſometimes of great pleaſure: And in the ſame, fol. 26, he ſaith, 
that in the 73. year of Chriſt, that Marius, the fon of Arviragm, 
repaired,walled,and fortified the city of Carrleoz, now called Che- 

er, 

And fol.37. in Anno 918. Elfleda,wife to the Duke of 17-rc1a,re- 
paired Cheſter,with other Cities and Towns ; and that ſhe builded 
a town and caſtle in the North-end of wales upon the River Merſey, 
that is called Ruxcorn; and ſhe builded a Bridge over Severs, cal- 
led Brimsberry bridge : She was, as is aforeſaid, a great Repairer of 
Cheſter : With others more, which antient Chroxzcles do ſpeak of ; 
as Aruiragus, Marius,and others, 

To this,let me now add that which was cited out of the Doomes- 
day Book, made by william the Congquerour, in theſe words, by Mr. 
Camden; < The Earles of the Normazs Line,fortificd the city of {he- 
<« ter both with Walls and caſtle , for as the Biſhop held of the 
<« Kinz,that which belonged to the Biſhoprick ; ſo the Earls, with 
<< their men, held of the King, wholly,all the reſt of the city ; Ir 
< paid Gild or Tribute for 50.Hides,and 431. Houſes were g11d- 
< able,and 7.Mint-maſters, 

Afterwards,when the King himſclt, in perſon, came thither, c- 
very Carucata yielded unto him 200, Lzeſias, and one Tun of Ale, 
and one Rwuſca of Butter ; And for the re-cdification of the Vall, 

and 
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and tec Bridgetuc Pro. ot gavc waring by an Edict, Thar out of 
cvery Hide 1n the county,one man ſhould come; and look whofe 
man came notzhus Lord and Matter was fined in 40 s, to the King, 
and tic Earl, bs 

The aturc-mentioned Aarimlaith Grafton, in his Alridoment, 
did fo much c{tcem of the city of Cheſter, that he repaired,wallcd, 
fortified, and grea-ly enlarged the ſame z and when he had raigned 
there 53.ycars,he was there buried, 

And, Fab1as in his Chror.pag.5.cap.15, faith, this city was of no 
ſmall reſpea,when as King Yortiger being depoſed from his King- 
domezand his ſon Yortigey placed in his ſtead, was, during the lite 
of nis {aid ſon,kept under rule of certain Tutors, to him aſſigned 
in Caerlegio-., now called Cheſter z and all that while fo demeancd 
himſclt rowards his fon, both in counſcl, and otherwayes , that 
therevy ue got the love of the Brittazzs 3 and atcer the death of his 
ſon YVortger, was rettored again to his Kingdom, | 

In H olle. ſhea!'s Chronclezof the Hiſtory of Irelaxd,it is ſaid, That 
the /71[þ-m2, made their appearances, anddid homage unto King 
eArthur at C aerlegioc.,now called Cheſter, And Mr.Fox, in the A8s 
and Monuments, faitii> That about the ſame time,this city was a 
place of grear account ; and that both Grammar and Phulofophie, 
with rhe Tongues, wcre tizere taught. 

VVnart we find in Mr. Hardzrgs old Chrozzcle;is not to be omitted, 
conccraing a Parliament,with Coronation of ſome Kings, which 
{er torch the dignity of this place : 'which , rake in his own 
words, S

hic,avus bic,Proguus jacet iſitc.But it is like,ſaith Mr. Rogers,that it is 
more true, which Gerald {aith in 7t:nerario wallie,how,aftcr he had 

ifoned his carnal Father,and his ſpiritual Father the Pope,with 
his Cardinals, after that he was reconciled, and wilfully exilcd, 
leaving Mzud his witezthe Kings Daughter of England, and lived 
an Hermits life at Cheſter ten years, where he might live ſo as no 
man might know him,8&c. 

And thar afterwards, at his Death, he confeſfed himſelf to be 
that ſame Herry,the 4th.Emperour of Almaine : which Fame run 
abroad , filling not onely Cheſter , bur the Countries aſſo beyond 
the Seas. 

Many the like Notes to theſe,do offer themſelves, that might 
well manifeſt the Dignities and account of this City in former 
Apes;bur by wading further into that. Sea, I ſhould forget my in- 
eended brevity : d therefore ſome of them being moſt perti- 
nent, I will refer to be {poken in thcir. proper places, where the 
mention of che Earls, and other occaſions of their Governours, at 
Goyernment,of the ſame City,will give opportunity. And now L 
will deſcribe the ſamezas it is at this day 1n our view. 


The City of Chefter,is built in form of a quadrant, and is almoſk 


a juſt ſquare, incloled with a fair ſtone-wall,high and ſtrong built, 


with fair Battlements of all the four ſides ; and with the 4. Gares, 
epening to the four Winds : Betides ſome Poſterns, and many 
ſeemly Towers,in,and upon theſaid Walls, The four Gares,are, 
the Eaſt-gate, the North-gate, the Water-gate, andthe Bridge- 
gate : Without the firſt two of theſe Gates ; namely, the Eaſt and 
North Gates : The City extends her ſclf in her Suburbs, with very 
fair ſtreets,and the ſame adorned with goodly. Buildings, both of 
Gentlemens houſes , and fair Innes for entertainment ofall Re- 
forts, 
- And the Bridge-gate = into an antient part of the City, 
beyond the water,over the Bri Fe z or rather that part which ſome 
fuppoſe was once the City it ſelf, now called 1land-bridge ; and 
the Warter-gatc onely leading forth to the tide of the River Dee : 
Which River, even there, falls into the mourh of the Sca, having 
firſt as it were purpoſely turn'd it (elf aſide , to lcave a fine ſpact- 


ous piece of ground of great pleaſure and delight, called The Raod- 
Eye; 


__ 
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Eye; tor the Citizens both profit and rc-palt a very delighttull 
Meadow place,uſed for a Cow-paſture in the Summer-time; and 
all the year for a wholeſome and plcaſant Walk by the fide of Deez 
and for Recreations of Shooting , Powling, and fuch other Excrci- 
ſes, as are performed art certain times by men; and by running 
Horſes,in preſence and view of the Major of the City,and his Brc- 
chren ; with ſuch other Lords, Knights, Ladies, Gentlemen , as 
pleaſe at thoſe rimes,to accompany them for that view. 

Thar which we may call the chietctt paflage into that City, gi- 
ving entrance to all comers 'irom the moſt part of that County of 
Cheſter,and the great Roads from other Shires, is the Eaſt-Gatec, a 
goodly great Gatc,of an antient fair Building, with a Tower upon 
1t,containing many fair Rooms within it : At which,we begin the 

- Circuit of the Wall;which from that Gate, Northward, extendeth 
to a Tower upon the ſaid wall. 

Theſe Towers, whereof there are divers upon the {aid walls, 
were,as I ſuppoſe,made to be Watch-Towers in the day,and lodg- 
ing places inthe night, and in the time of ſtorms, for the watch- 
men that kept watch upon the walls, in thoſe times of danger, 
when they were {o often beſieged by Armies of Enemies , and in 
fuch perilous ſurprizes; though now ſome of chem be converted to 
other uſes. | | 

The North Gate of the City is of a reaſonable ſtrong fair buil- 
ding,and uſed for the priſon of the City,in the charge and keeping 
of rtheSheriffs ſucceſſively from yearto year ; where' be impriſo- 
ned,as well all MalctaQors for capital Offences taken within the 
Libertics,and County, of the Ciry ; and there receiving their Try- 
als before the Major and his:Bretiiren, - by due courſe of the com- 
mon-Law of Ezglazd ; as alſo,all other, for Treſpaſſes;Mifdemca- 
nours, and other cauſcs wharſocvcr, totte ſame Priſons, by the 
Magiſtrates of the City Jawtully committed ; which Priſon hath 
alwayes one ſufficient well reputed Keeper, or Goaler., to rake 
charge of all Priſoners thirher brought; and for due performance 
of his Office therein, ſtandeth always bound to the Sheriffs of the 
Cay for the time-being, -at the appointment of the ſaid She» 
riffs, | 19 | 

From the North-garte, ſtill Weſtward, the wall extendeth to 
another Tower;and trom thence to the turning of the wall South- 
wards ; at which corncr,ſtandeth another fine Turret, :called, The 
New Tower,and was pitcht within the channel of Dee water; which 
New Tomerwas built,as it is reported, in,or neer tothe place in the 
River,which was the Key whereunto Veflels of great burden, as 
well of merchandizezas others,came cloſe up ; which may the ra- 
ther ſeem probable,as well by a deeper Foundation of Stanework, 
yet appearing-from the toor of that Tower, reaching 'a' good di- 
{tance:in the Channel ; as alſo, by great Rings of Iron; here and 
there faſtned in the ſides of the faidTower,which if they ſerved not 
for rhe faſtening of ſuch Veſſels, as then. uſed-to approach to the 
ſame Key,I cannot learn what othcr y{c they ſhould be for, E 
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From this corner of the New Tower,the wall gocth South to the 
Water-gate ; which Gare 1s leſs then any of the other three, ſer- 
onely forthe paſlage to the fRood-Eye , formerly mentioned, 


in 
| __ ro the Bank of the River, where are brought into the City all 


fach commodities of Cole, Fiſh, Corn, and other things; which 
Barks, and other ſmall Veſlels bring up fo far, upon the water of 
Dee, 

And ſtill South from the ſame Water-gate , reacheth the wall 
in a ſtraight linc,before it hath gotten beyond the Caſtle,and then 
turns it ſelf rowards the Eaſt. FrE 
| From that turning,is the Bridge-gate,ſcituate at the North-end, 
of a very fair and ſtrong Stonc-bridge ; with another fair Gate ar 
the Sourh-cnd of it. 

The River of Dee doth here incline to enlarge it ſelf, having got- 
ten ſo near the Sea , bur that ir is ſoundly girt in oncither fide, 
m_ huge Rocks of hard ſtone , which reſtrain the pride of its 

OICc, 

This Bridge-gate being a fair ſtrong Building of it ſelf, hath of 
late been more beautified-by a ſcemly Warter-work of ſtone, builr 
Steeple-wiſe,' by the ingenuous induſtry and charge of a late wor- 
thiy member ofthe City, John Terer Gent; and hath ſerved ever 
ſince,to great uſe,for the conveying of the River-water from the 
Ceſtcrn,1in the top of that Work,to the Citizens houſes, in almoſt 
ali the parts of the City, in Pipes of Lead and Wood, to their no 
{mall contentment and commodity. 1 . - 

The Wall thence continueth along the River ſide Eaſtward, to 
another remainder of a Turret , and then” turneth it (elf North- 
ward ; and certain Paces from thence, is a Poſtern, of old, called 
roolfield gate ; but of latter-times,named New-gate,which in Azzo 
I 609. was augmented and adorned with a fair Building,and made 
for a paſſage,both for Horſc and Carts, ſerving to = uſe; and 
for a more compendious way to all Paſlengers,Horlſe,Foor, Carts, 
or Coaches, which either deſire not to behold the beauty of the 
middle ſtreets of the City,or delight not to be ſeen of many Eyes, 
but make more ſpecd in their travel,then ſome do; and from this 
gate,our wall having another Turret now unto it,called wall-Tower, 
ftretcheth ſtill along,rill ir mecteth with the Eaſt-gate,art which ir 
began. 

This wall is fo fairly built, with Battlements on the outward 
part,as was {aid before, and with a foot-pace, or floor, a yard or 
tour foot under the Notch of the Battlement, that with the help of 
fome ſtairs,to paſs the breadth of one of the great Gares ,you may 
go round about the walls,being a very delectable Walk , feeding 
the Eyc,on the one ſide,with the ſweet Gardens,and fine Buildings 
of the City ; and on the other fide, witha Proſpect of many miles 
into the County of Chefter, into wales, and into the Sea, And this 
wall,although it ſerveth-not ſo much in theſe dayes, for defence 
and ſafety,againſt the Invaſions of Enemics, and dangers of Sicge, 
as 1n antient times it did : yet —_— Citizens here,by continual

care, and no {mall charge maintained the ſame in {ound and good 
Reparations,for the ornament,credit, and eſtimation, of the City : 
the ſpecial care whereof, belongeth to certain Officers yearly, ei- 
ther new elc(cd,or confirmed,called rhe: Maringers, being, uſual- 
1v,of the moſt antient Aldermen ofthe ſaid Ciry,who have the res 
ccipt of the Cuſtoms and Tolls for the moſt part of the {aid City , 
c{pecially in Shipping,and Sea-matrers 3 out of which is defraid 
the charge of the Reparation of the Vall z and that Toll hath bin 
alotrcd to this very purpole. | 

I find this Recotd in Azz0 14. Edw, 2: The cuſtome of Murage 
was granted tothe City, tor two years, to the reparation and 
amendment of the walls of the ſaid City, and for the paving of the 
ſtreets : In which Grant,there is {ct down fome particulars,which 
are tobe paid thus,vzz. For every Cranock, of all kind of Corn;a 
half-peny ; and of all Mcal and Mault,a Farthing. And tor whar 
was not inthe ſaid Grant exprefled, there ſhould be: paid for the 
vrlue of every 2 s. a Farthing, which was two pence halt penny a 
pound. Bur of theſe Cuſtoms and Tolls, it may be,we ſhall have 
more occaſion to ſay ſomewhathereaftcr. Ws 

Upon the South-1ide of the Ciry,neer unto the ſaid water of Dee, 
and upon a high Bank,or Rock of Stone, is mounted a ſtrong and 
ſtatcly Caſtle, round in form; the Baſe-Court likewiſe incloſed with 
a circular wall, which, to-this day,retaineth one teſtimony of the 
Romans magnificence , having therein a fair and antient ſquare 
Tower ; which, by teſtimony of all the Writers, I have hitherto 
met withall, þeareth the name of Julius Ceſars Tower : beſides 
whichzthere remain yer many goodly pieces of Building; whereof 
one of them containeth all fir and commodious Rooms , for the 
lodging and uſe of the Honourable Juſtices of Affize,twice a ycar, 
Another part is a goodly Hall, where the Court of the Commor- 
Pleas, and Gaol-delivery ; and alſo the Sheriffs of the Counties 
Court; with other buſineſles for the County of Chefter,are conſtant- 
ly kept and holden : And isa place, for that purpoſe,of ſuch ſtare 
and comelineſs, that I think it is hardly equalled with any S$hirc- 
Hall,in any the Shires in Ezglazd, 

And then next unto the South-end of the ſaid Hall, is a lcſs,bur 
fair,neat,and convenient Hall, where is continually holden the 
Princeſs Highneſs moſt honourable Covrt of Excheque;z with other 
Rooms,fitly appendant thereunto,tor keeping of rheRecords of that 
Court. Within the Precin&s of which Caſtle, is alſo the Kings Pri- 
ſon for the county of Cheſter, with the Office of Protozothory, Con- 
venient Rooms for the dwelling of the Co-ftables, or Keeper of 
the {ſaid Caſtleand Goal,with divers other Rooms of Stabling, and 
other uſes, with a fair Draw-well of water,in the middeſt of the 
Court; divers {weet and dainty Orchards and Gardens; beſide 
much of the antient Building,for want of ule, fallen to ruine and 
decay. And which, we may well conje&ure, were of great ſtateli- 
neſs,and great uſe,confidering,' that the ſame Caſtle was, as hereM- 
ter will appear, the Palace of many worthy Princes, _ kept 
therein 
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chcrein,no doubt,oreat and moſt brave Retinues, And 1 hind, tiac 
the caſtle , with the Precincts thereot,were rclerved our of rhat 


Charter of King 11.7, by the which,the city was made a county of 


1t ſelf; and accordingly , hath ever ſince been uſed for the Kings 
Majeſtics (crvice ofthe County ot Cheſter,and eſtcemed a part there- 
of,and not of the County of the City, 2 
To ſtep therefore from thepce, into the city it ſelf ; The ſtreets, 
for the moſt part,are very tair and beautitul, rhe Buildings on e1- 
ther {1de,eſpecially rowards the. Streets,of ſeemly proportion, and 
very ncatly compoſed ; whether of Timber, whettof che moſt ate 
builded ; or of Stone, or Brick ; and for a ſingular property or 
Praiſe to this city , whereot I know nor the like of any other, 
though there be rowards the ſtreet fair Rooms, both for ſhops and 
dwelling houſesz to which there js rather a deſcent,then an equal 
height with the floor or pavement ot the ſtreet : Yet the principal 
dwclling houſes and ſhops for the chiefeſt Trades, are mounted a 
Story higher ; and before the Doors and Entrics,a continued Rowe 
on either fide the ſtreet, for people to paſs to afid fro all along the 
{aid houſes, our of all annoyance of Rain, or other foul weather, 
with ſtairs fairly built,and neatly maintained,to ſtep dowri out of 
thoſe Rowes imo the open ſtreers, almoſt at every ſecond houſe; 
and the ſaid Rowes built over the head, with fach of the Chatn= 
bers and Rooms,for the moſt part, as are'the beſt Rooths ih every 
of their faid houſes : . Which manner of building, howſoever ir 
may {cem to have had beginning from ſome other cauſe ; yet, in- 
deed,approves it ſelf to be of moſt excellent uſe, both fer dry and 
cafie paſlage of all ſorts of people, vpon.their neceſſary oecains ; 
as allo , for the ſending away of all, or the moſt Paſſengers 
on foot,from the paſlage ot the ſtreer, amongit laden and empry 
Carts,loadenand travelling Horles, lumbring Coaches, and Beet- 
eatts,Beaſts,Sheep,Swine,8 all annoyances, which what a confu- 
{cd trouble it makes inorher Cities, eſpecially where great ſtir- 
ring is,there's none that can be ignorant : Yer may Inotler paſs, 
what I find to be conjetured, of the beginning of this matiner 6t- 
building with Rowes, Oe ESR 
It is not onely apparent by the writing of the moſt Antient,con- 


 certling the Cities beginning,but alſo by the very Workmanſhip 


of thoſe parts of it,which are of greateſt Antiquiry,that at chefirtt 
they partly wone them Habitations out of rhe very hard Rock, 
and partly by thcir own indufiriovs Building attifictally wirh 
ſtone,they made their chicteſt abodes,rarher under,then even with 
the upper face of the Earth ; a Proot whereof,I gather trom daily 
Reports, which, even at this day, many of the Citizens give from 
that which they experimentally find,that have occaſion to dig ci- 
rhcr in their Houſcs,Gardens.Back-ſides,Orchards,or in the ſtrects 
of the City,meeting with great and huge Foundations of ſtone;and 
tioſe,, for the molt part , - artificially hewen and faſtned roge- 
cr, 
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Now we may well think;that as they grew in ſtrength and force 
able ro defend themſelves, and in time, no doubr, enlarged them- 
ſelves, both for more ſafe, and more pleaſant beings; then ſer they 
new Additions upon the former Foundations, which might be 
more comfortable,and of convenienter uſe,for trength,for health, 
and for delight z and becauſe their conflis with Enemies conti- 
nued long time, it was needful for them to leave-a ſpace before the 
doors of thoſe their upper buildings,upon which they might ſtand 
in ſafety from the violence of their Enemies horſes, and withall 
defend their houſes from ſpoyl, and ſtand, with advantage, toen- 


' counter their Enemies when they made Incurſions. 


That this is no naked aſſertion of my own, I confirm itby that 


which Mr. Rogers ,. out of his reading, hath colle&ed in theſe 


words. : 


This City,which in time of Wars in this Kingdome,was a place 
of great Retuge and ſervice far befotewales was ſubdued, Cheſter, 
was of no {mall force to keep them-under, -And, in thoſe times, 
many of the Inhabitants of this City did build Rowes and Walks 
before their Houſes, that thereby; when the Enemy entred, they 
might avoid the danger of the Horſe-men , and might annoy the 
Encmies,as they dthrough the ſtreets. ow - 

The City is als: adorned with many fine and decent Churches, 
there being within the Walls eight Pariſhes, and Pariſh-churches, 
St.Oſwalds,or —_— Peters;Triatty Church,Se. Martmns,St. Maries, 
St.Ol aves,St.Michaels,and St,Brrdgets. And in the-Suburbs without 
the Walls, St.7ohz: the Baptiſt ; beſides little St. Fohz, without the 
North-gate : All which Churches,or the moſt of them,as they are 
of a very ancient, ſo arethey of a very comely Building, and have 
their Scituations ſo in the open view of the ſtreets wherein they 
ſtand,andareſo well maintained, both for their fit and decent Re- 
parations without, and their clean and handſome keeping within, 
that they are ſo many beautiful Ornaments to the Ciry, But here 
I thus paſs by themyuntill by coming particularly tothem in their 
places,and order,l ſhall have more occaſion to deſcribe them, _ 


As I led you even now about the Walls of the City, which was 
no very long walk ; ſo now I defire,you would be acquainted with 
the Streets and Lanes by name ; which,me thinks,it 1s not any di(- 
order to view them as they lye, before we order them in their fe« 
veral V Vards,or Pariſhes,as we purpoſe forthwith.

The Eaſt-gate ſtreet, is the fair ſtreet, where the City opens ie 


- ſelf ro your Eye, as ſoon as you enter within the Eaſt-gate, and 
_ reacheth ina ſtraight level.and a fair broad ſtreer,beaurified with 


Rows,and very fine Buildings on both fides,to the High-Crofs at 
St, Peters Church. 

T he North-gate ſtrect beginneth neer the upper end of the afore- 
ſaid Eaſigatettreet,urning where the Milk-markert is kept, North- 
ward ; which,after it hath led you to the Common-Hall of Pleas, 


. of the City,it then ſpaciouſly opens itſelf ro.a goodly Corn-mar- 


ket place, ſcituate before the fair Gates of the ancient and famous 
Abbey , and now ulcd for the Palace of the Lord Biſhop of this 
Dioceſs,and fine dwellings of the reverend Dean and Prebend of 
that Foundation ;3*- having alſo in the midit of that Corn-marker, 
a fine Shambles for a Fleſh-market,. lofted: with a Store-houſe for 
Corn, and other. Commodities:as occaſion ſerves, 

From thence,narrows it ſelf again to:the North-gate,on the one 
ſide, with fair Houſes 5 and the other, with the wallof the Ab. 
bey. | | 

The Bridge-gate ſtreet likewiſe begins at the Bridge-gate, and 
aſcendeth leiſurely to a fair broad Level, which,in a ſtraight line, 
extends it ſelf from South ro North, even. up to the High-Crofs, 
afore-mentioned, being inthe upper end thereof , for rhe beauty 
and ſcituation, a ſpecial parr of the comely ſplendor of rhe City, 
and boaſteth ir (elf,with the ſhew of four or five of the Churches, 
Crofle-conduir, and greateſt Traded Shops,very fecmly to all Bc- 
holders, 

_ .. The VVater-gate ſtreet beginneth at the water-gate , and ſoin 
the like ſtraight line,though not in breadth,an{werable ro the for- 


' mer ; yet a very comely fireet,and well furniſhed with Buildings, 


borh-ancient,and new,up to the (aid High-crols. 
[The Fore-gate ſtreet is that which begins ar your going torthof 
the Eaſt-gate, and fo rcacheth direaly Eaſt, in a fair continued 
ſtreer,to another Gare of ſtone,called,the Bars : without which,the 
Liberties of the City diſperſe themſelves intothe ſeveral wayes, 
that give paſlages into many Countries, 
The ſtreet without dom gran likewiſe a fair ſtreet, giving 
paſſage Northward towards the Sca-coaſt; and reacherh in length 
from the ſaid Gate, | 


Peper, 
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Peper,or Pepur-itrecc, which ljudgecto be ftonamed , as many 
ſtreers cl{c-where have heen, by ſome-chict Inhabitant : I will no 
otherwiſc deſcribe, then they have uſually deſcribed it, who are 
loath any old Tale ſhould be loſt, though the martcr be nor very 
weighty. Thus, Pepper ſtreet goeth out of the Pridge-ſtreer, on the 
South fide of St,Aichaels church, and butterh on tlic Flcth- mongcrs 
Lanezo VWoolt-gate,now called, Newgate ; which fomcrime had 
a hollow grate, with a Bridge for l:o11c and man ; and it butterh 
upon Sewters Load,and St. Jobs's ſtreet: And tis Gate, was , in 
timcs-paſtzcloſed up,and thut, becautc a young man ſtole away a 


Maior of Cheſters Daughter , through the fame Gate, as ſhe was 


playing at Ball with othcr Maids,in the Summcr-time, in Pepur- 


{trecr, 


St, Nicholas ſtreet being'an ancicnt Neigt.bour to the Seats of 
thoſc Friars, black whitc Gray,Nuns, and ortcr Socictics, which 
had none of the leaſt reſort to their dwellings, ſcems ro have becn 
in thoſe daves of greatcr requeſt then now it is, though 1t be-yer a 
ſcemly paſſage from the Water-gate ſtreer near to T719ity Church, 
and goes dircctly along by St. Martzns Church, and by the Nunzes 
Wall to the ſtreet, which Butrs upon the Weſt end of the Caſtle 
Lane, | 

' Fleſhmongers Lane meets with the Eaſt end of Pepper ſtreet, and 
thence goeth ſtraight up to the South ſide of Eaſt-gate ſtreer; rhe 
nameof it without doubr riſing at firſt either from the dwellings, 
or elſe from the Shops of thar neceflary Trade of 'Vidtuallers of 
the City, but now containeth many handſome dwellings onely 
for Inhabitants. Mect over againſt the North cnd of this Lane 
lyes another Lane upon the othcr fide of Eaſtgate ftrecr, called 
St. perburg Lane: the paſſage our of the fame firect into the 
Church oft'St. werturg Church-yard, and tothe Minſter, 

Our ancient ſurveyes deſcribe two other Lanes on the ſame ſide 
of Eaſt-gate ſtrect, going towards the forclaid Church-yard,' one 
called Peer Land, and the other called Goaſtal's Lane, and they are 
bounded by the names of the dwellers in rhe Tenements next to 
them ; which names, together with the Lanes themſclves, are 
quite worn out of Uſe, but the places where they were, are now 
the ſoyl of other Tenements, Yet let me not omit to remember, 
that the ſame Godſtall er Inosſcall Lane was ſuppoſed to be fo cal- 
ted of that Emperour of Almazze, that lived here in this City' a 
vcry holy life, but unknown who he was, till aftcrward his life 
and buriall in the Abbcy Church made the City more ta- 
mous, 

A little without the Eaſt gate on the South ſide of that ftrect 
rurneth down a fair Street; though our Authours have lett it bur 
the name of a Lane, and called it St. Fohz's lane, which I had 
rather deſcribe it in my Authours own words, becauſe 1 would 
do Antiquity all the rightI can. This Lane, faith he, gocth our 
of the Fore-gate ſtreet rowards the Church where the Colledge 
was, And inanold written Parchment book called S2z#a Priſca, 
being 
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being an E vidence belonging to the-Dean and Chapter of Cheſter, 
chere 1s mention made of a itreet called /remenger-iircet, in theſe 
words, Inter terram, que fuit Adg de Paris,et terram Hoſpitii Hoſpi- 
talis Santi: Joharnis ; and from that at the corner of the Manhion 
place of the Petty-Cannons, there is a Lane after the wall of the 
Church-yard,and it is named,The Yickars Lanezand it butteth upon 
Barkers Jane and Love lane, and at the cnd of this ſtreet there go- 
eth a Way down tothe water of Dee, which Vay is called, The 
Souters Load, By this we may ſee what alterations therime and 
the changes of the places which were members of thoſe founda- 

tions, have made both in Streets and Lanes, For as the ſeverall 

parts of them have come into the hands and poſſcfions of other 
Owners, they have turned their VWayes and Lanes, made Gar- 
dens where there ſtood houſes z planted Orchards, where were 
ſtreets; laid and builded houſes, where before were none : in re- 

gard whereof, 1 hold it the fitteſt courſe briefly to ſhew whar 

other Lanes are now in uſe, as they lye at this preſent, without rc- 
ſped of former names, or ancient uſes, 

A little further without Eaft-gate on the Notth ſide of the Fore- 
gate-ſtreer, lyerh the Lane ſometimes called Cooles-Lane , now 
Cowe-Lane, which after you have gone certain paces, opens into a 
void place, which (for what reafon I find = they call Henwalde 
Lowe,: where now they uſually keep the Horſe-Fair, _ 

And about the middeſt of che ſaid firect towards the Bars on 
the South fide lyeth Zove-Lane, abbutting upon the end of - Barkers 
Lane, which then ſhooteth Eaftward towards the Fields, and 15 
alio.a paſlage to St. Joh»'s Church, | 

Immediately without the Bars turns down a lane called Peezes 
lane, leading Southward towards the River of Dee. | 

And not much further, anorher on the North ſide called Starre- 
lane, that opens it {elf into the aforeſaid Henwaldes Lowe, 

In the Northgate ſtreet on the South fide of the Abbey is a turn- 
ing into the Welt end of the Minſter ; and over againſt the Abbey 
gates on the Weſt {ideof the Corn-Market is the Eaſt end of the 
Parſons Lane, which butteth upon Berward ſtreet. 

Nearer tothe North-gate on the ſame fide lyeth Barn-lane,from 
which goeth another rowards the Weſt wall of the City, called 
Oxe-lane, and from it toward the North gate is Bagg-laze. 

Withour the North gate on the Welt fide of the ſtreet is Dee- 
lane going towards the water fide, and our of that curnech Norrh- 
ward another Lane towards the Stone Bridge that leads towards 
Blacon. 

Upon the Eaſt fide of the North-gate firect meet without the 
Gate turneth Sandy Way towards Heawaldes Lowe, and out of that 
turneth Beſſome Lane towards the VVind-mall, 

At the end of the North-gate ſtreet are rwo VVayes, one upon 
the Eaſt ſide,called,7he leading to #pton ; and: the other on the Welk 
tide, leading to MHolington, 
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The Warter-gate ftrect hath firſt upon the North fide near unto 
St. Peters Church, a Lane called Goſlaze. 

And upon the ſame {idea little further Weſt, a lane called ger- 
zard's Lance, butting upon the North end of it upon Parſons 
Lane, | | 

And beneathyjuſt at the Eaſt end of Trzzzty Church, there lyes 
Treaty lane. 

And upon the other {ide of the ſaid ſtreet,lyes St. Albans Lane, 
which butts upon Forſter-lane. 

An old Lane which hath ſometimes been called Berwards ſtreet, 
lyeth at the lower end Weſtward of Parſons Lane, and out of ir 
in ancient time went a Lane to St. Cedds Church,now ruined and 

one, callcd Chadds Lane, and from that Church there did go a 
Jane to the Walls, which was called Dogg-lane. 

As you deſcend from the High Croſfle down the Bridge-gate 
ſtreet, upon the Wet fide lyes a Lane anciently called Normans 
Lane, and many yet call it Commoz- Hall-Lane, becauſe it was ſci- 
cuate at a great Hall, where the Pleas of the City, and the Courts 
thereof, and meetings of the Maior and his Brethren were there 

holden, and it butteth upon St, Albar's Lane. 

More Southernly on the ſame ſide lyes Poznts-Lanc, which was 
alſo a Way to the ſaid:Common-Hall. 

Beneath which on the North fide of St. Br:dgets Church ; 
ou enter into Foſters-lane, but now commonly called white-Fryers 
ane, and this butteth upon St. N*cholas ſtreet. 

And beneath the ſame, and on the other ſide of the ſaid Church, 
lyeth Cupprng-lane, which butteth upon Nunzes-lane, and our of 
the middeſt of that Towres Southward Buxzes-lanc, which butts 
upon Caſtle-lane, 

Over againſt St, Olzves Church lyeth the Caſtle lane leading to 
the Caſtle, out of the South ſide of which lycth another lane, that 
gocth to St. Mares Church, 

And on the Eaſt fide of Bridge-ſtrect by St. Olaes Church, lyeth 
St, Olaes Lane, | 

Beneath which, on the ſame ſide, is Claitoxs or Claxtonus Lane, 
which Butts upon the Walls of the ſaid City. 

And on the other fide, over againſt Claztons Lane lyes a Way 
out of the Bridge ſtrect, that leads to St, Mares Church, and 
anciently alſo was the way to Shippe-gate, which was then a fair 

ate in the Wall belonging ro the Ferrey, at which, before the 

uilding of the bridge over Dee, both horſe and man had paſſage 
into the City. 
.- Having thus gone through the Streets and Lanes, I ſuppoſe it 
will be objected, I ſhould ſet down ſomewhar of the Churches, 
how anciently their foundations are, in part mentioned in our Au- 
thour, and how they have'continued in theſe dayes : In which 
deſcription I have had a great deſire, that as Mr. Stowe and his 
oncatban havegiven an additionto thoſe worthy remembrances 


of many tamous Perſons in former and lattcr times deceaſed, by 


reciting 
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membrances of their Lives and Deaths, as they remain in the 
Churches of Loadon and weſtminſterz . So tholc tew in our Chur- 


ches both of the _ and County, which either ſcarcely remain 


undefaced,: or are like to fall into future decay by cMuxion of a 
few years, that I might adde this my poor help ro continue their 
memory. VWhich who knowes whether it may not bea more 
laſting memorial for them then theſe other Monuments that are fo 
ſubject to the ruincs of Time, old age, weather, duſt, the worms, 
and rottentcfle, 

Nor many Countries of the Chtiſtian world can ſhew more an- 
cicnt tokens ot-tt& Ct:tiftian Faith and true Service of God then 
this Nation of E-zland, as all our beſt Hiſtorians make it mani- 
teſt, So witEin tiis Kingdom we find, not any part of it may boaſt 
of greater Antiquities then this City of Cheſter, in which it the 
beit Aurti.ours have tound out the truth; whom our beſt Autiquarys 
the forenamed Bradſhaw, Monk of this City, with great care and 
faitafuinefle ſearched in thoſe matters as Gitowerl, in his Narra- 
tions, whcrein appeareth , that the Chriſtzan Faith and Baptiſme 
came into Cheſter in King L#CIMHS time,a King of the Brittazns, 
which is within lefſe then 140. years of the ſufferings of our Sa- 
viour Chriſt, and that then a Church was here builded, and ar

By Richard de Rullos had they the grant of Greneſby in wirhall, 
and divers other lands from ſundry private perſons, the mention 
whereof for brevity I omit ; wherewith being ſo plencifully en- 
richt, about the reign of King Edward the third, they rebuilt their 
Charch, as the form of the Ground-Plar, and its Architc&ure 
plainly diſcovereth. 

And thus in great glory, as the greateſt ornament of that City, 
and the parts thereabouts, ſtood this opulent Monaſtery, till the 
30, of K, H.8, his reign, that all the great Houſes went to wrack, 
and that by a publique Inſtrument the then Abbot, and his Covent

of the Churches, I will, with our intended brevity, deſcribe theſe 
Churches in their preſent condition, 

The next in time to this mother Church, the Church of Saint 
Johas without the Walls of the City may juſtly claim to be eſtee- 
med, which an ancient Authour afirms ro have been founded in 
Anno 689, in thele plain words,

As ſaith my Authour, a Brittatz, Geraldus, 

King Ethelred minding moſt the bliſſe of heaven,

with the help of Biſhop Wulfrice and good exhortation,

. King Ethelted minding to build a Church, was told, That where Þe

And, to omit ſome other ſuppoſitions cither of 1cſle, cr of no9 
moment at all worthy the trouble of my Readers, I comprchend 
the beginning of the othet Churches, with a concluſion in my ſaid 
Authours own words, thus ; «After thas many Pariſh Churches were 
builded in Cheſter. And aftcr addeth ; 1 the time of Offa King of 
the Mercians, who dyed Anno Dom, 797. divers Pariſh Churches were 
erefted in Chefter, Which he ſhutteth up in this Meeter, 


Churches were edified with fervent devotion, 
In ſundry places of the ſaid Town, 


To wade no further therefore into the times of the foundations 
of our Churches, wherein I might ſpend a great deal of unpro- 
firable diſcourſe both in the doubttull Colle&ion of other men, 
and ungrounded conjectures of my own framing z which the Rea- 
der would happily think time ill beſtowed upon, I wzll onely de- 

Lots as now we find them, 

For the firſt of them, which is the Minſter, which bath, as you 
ma? partly gather, already received many alterations, augmen- 
rations and changes, Ir is now in this manner : The whole Body 
makes (as many of your ancient Modells of Churches do) the 
form of a Crofle, the Steeple being in the middle Junure of the 


Croſſe, as likewiſe we ſcero be the faſhion of the great Church of 


St. Pauls in London: in the furtheſt end of the ſame Eaſtward,it is 
inlarged into a fineſquare Chappell; for fo it hath been called 
by the name of our Laazes Chappell, adorned with a fair Window 
tothe Eaſt of very curious workmanſhip in glafle, which hath 
been the ſtory of the bleſled Virgin her diſcent trom the Loines of 
Jeſſe, im the line of David; rhough now, through injury of Time 
and Weather, the ſame ſtory is much blemiſhed. 

The Chappell it (elf long ſince converted to be the place of the 
Conſiſtory Court of the ſaid Lor.l Biſhop of this Dioceſle z; which 
fiat it was fo in the daycs even of Queen Mary, the proot is yet 
in the memorics of ſome, becaulc in that place DoCtor Geo. Coates 
then Biſhop of Cheſter, gave {cnrence of condemnation againſt Geo: 
M.rſh ablefſed Martyr and Suffercr for Chriſts truth, and turned 
Þ athes ip Cheſfer, Anrzo Dom, 1555. 
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The Quire it felt is moſt finely beautificd, firſt over the entry 


thereof, with a moſt ſtately Gallary furniſhed with a very deep 
'and Tuncable Organ , ſervihg for the daily Church-Muſick ar 


Divine Service ; and then on cither fide with very fine Seats or 
Ralls with falling Benches for the Lo: Biſhop, the Reverend Dean, 
the Chaplains, Prebends, Queriſtcrs, and others on a fide , and 


adorned with fair and curious carved work, and of as excellent 


proportion as almoſt 1s poſſible to be made by the hands of Work- 
men. 

Many have been the Monuments of Burials within the ſaid 
Quiery, whereof Time hath devourcd the memory; and want of 
care in former Ages to preſerve their Inſcriptions, hath obſcured 
them. There onely remains now that Shrine of Sr, werburge tor- 


. merly mentioned, one fair ſtone in the middeſt of the Church, 


where was late buried one Vorthy Biſhop of the ſame Dioceſſe, 
called Biſhop Downham , the Father of thoſe well deſer- 
ving ſons, of whom we cannot with ſufficient reverend eſtimation 
make mention, George the now Lord Biſhop of London-Derry in 
Ireland, and Johz Downham Bachelour of Divinity , a moſt pain- 
full and Learned Writer of many excellent Works of the true 
and ſound practick knowledge of true Religion. Upon a Plate of 
Braſle on their {aid Fathers Tomb, is this Inſcription,

And upon the other fide of that leis a fair ſquare Tomb of Ala- 
baſter without Inſcriptions alſo, but believed to be that Empe- 
rours Tomb, Hez. the fourth, of whom we made mention before; 
which Tomb as now it ſtands, though it carry not a ſhew of grear 
Antiquity as from the time of his death, yer that lers nor bur ir 
may be his Monument, repaired either once or oftner, by others, 
for the memory of ſuch a famous perſon ; or happily his body 
removed from ſome other place to that, after ſome alteration of 
the Churches building. 

In the ſpace betwixt the Quire and Conſiſtory, are divers fair 
Grave-ſtones , whereok ſome have had Pictures and Platcs of 
Brafle and borders about, which have either been of Biſhops or 
Abbots, or other famous men ; bur through the injuries of Time, 
or of light-fingers , all the Plates, Pictures , and Borders are 

one. 
, One late Monument there is of Sir George Beverley, Knight : A 
Pariſhoner of St. werburge Pariſh,his coat-armour there fixed, and 
this Vriting upon his Grave-ſtone :

In the North Ile behind jthe Quire lye buried many of the pet- 
ty Cannons, and others that have been members of the Minſter, 
with others ; but few of their Inſcriptions now to be ſcen. 

The Body of that Church, from the body to the Weſt-cnd, is a 
very fair, ſpacious,and ſtately Edifice, diſtinguiſhed into a broad 
middle Ile,and two lefler Iles on either fide : Though many Buri- 
als have been in it,yet the memories of them;for the moſt part,all 
obſcured, Amongſt which it were to be wiſhed, that the ſurvi- 
ving Friends of a famous Abbot of that Abby,S:morRypley,who di- 
ed abour an, 1492.had better recordedthe memory of him havin 
been a great BenefaQor of that Houſe, and a bountiful Repairer Ky 
that Church ; as by the Letters of his Name, yet appearing in the 
Pillars of the great lle,is manifeſt : which two Letters, are now a 
better Monument for him, then that which, in thoſe days, they 
thought was a laſting Remembrance, painting his Effigies onely 
upon the wall of the lowcr end of the Quire, and ſome Verſes un- 
der the ſame ; but now,both Picture and Words, ſo defaced with 
Agc,as we cannot ſo well record them, 

In the middelt of the broad Ile is the Coat-armour of a worth 
late C:tzzen, and three Marble-ftones, placed with theſe Inſcripti»

Larely, the lowerend of that Ile is graced with the beginning 
of ſuch a Monumezt,as may, to our Poſterity, be of more tame and 
worth then all the reſt in this ancient Fabrick, if eirner the Rignr 
Revercnd Father, Doctor Fohz Br:dgeman, the now Lord Biſhop, or 
his Succefſors, do finiſh that Preaching Place which his Lordihip 
hath already begun,with the Erection of as fair a Pulpit of carved 
Work in Wainicot, as I have any where ſeen ; and if ever it be 
accompliſhed with convenient Pews,and Proviſions for the Audi- 
rors,As 1s alrcady for the Preacher , it is like ro bea moſt ſtately 
place,for the publike Sermons of the Ciry,and an Ornament to the 
whole Dioceſs, Andzas no doubr,his Lordſhip was moved to this 
Intendment,by beholding the frequency, and great concurrence of 
the People,to the publike Sermons here. And how they be ftraight- 
ned in the Churches in our great Aſſemblies ; ſo the after-ages ſhall 
have cauſe to praiſe the God of Heaven for his Lordſhips godly 
care, who, ſeems, is perſwaded ſuch goodly ſpacious Poildicgs of 
our Fore-fathers , ſhould not ſerve onely tor idle Walks for our 
feet, and gazing Objects for our eyes ; but for the ſcrvice of the 
great King of Heavenand Earth ; to which, all places of decency 
and conveniency,ſhould,by all means,be employed and dedicated 
in one degree or another. 

Ac the upper end of che Body of the Minſter, out of the North - 
quarter, is the entrance into the place now uſed,and ſonamed, by 
tne name of the Chaprer-houſe, and ſpecially ſerve tor the Dean 
and Chapter, appropriated and fitted for the meetings and buſt- 
nefles of that Society. 

And this piece of! Building,of all others, within the Precin& of 
that Foundation, ſheweth the moſt venerable face of Antiquity, 


both for the moſt ancient faſhion of Vaulting over head, and of 


open Walls within-fide , diſtinguiſhed with ſuch Partitions, as 
whether they were at the firſt intended to beſtalls for -- of men,or 
Images of God ; or whether ic was ſome imitation of the manner 


of 
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of Jewith Synagogues;as fome,upon what grounds I know not, do 
{uppoſe. Ir is moſt certain;it is as 01d a fathion for building with 
ſtone, as Ithink can beſhewed in any place that hath ſtood in irs 
own Native Form, withour alteration or reparation : And,if I be 
truly informed , ſome of the moſt approved Artiquaries of this 
Realm,who have come to this City; that have ſurveyed the anci- 
ent Monuments herc,have confeſſed, that they neither had read of 
the firſt Original,ot this manner of Building ; neither had ſeen any 
pieces that had ſhewed more probability of ancient continuance. 
It is alfo ſuppoled,and indeed moſt likely, that many of thoſc fa- 
mous and renowned Earls of Chefter , have been buried in this 
place,though there appear no proof thereof by Monuments; where- 
of;it may be,there were but few ere&ed, or elſe nor well preſer- 
ved : onely, there are ſome Grave-ſtones in the floor thereof, and 
one of them ofa very ancient manner of making ; with an Inſcri- 
ption abour the Border of it, That 


On the ſame fide of the Church likewiſe, arc ſeveral Entrances 
intothe Cloyſters; that lead into the ſeveral patts of the Abbey, 
which are many, and now are diſpatted to ſeveral ufes and em- 
ployments; the principal part, of the whole, being alleted unto a 
tair and ample Pallace unto the Lord Biſhop, who hath a fair and 
convenient reſidence therein,for himſelf and his Retinue. Another 
part, proportionally fitted for the Deane there, with his atten- 
dants ; and,in like mannersfor all the Prebends,Canons, the Free- 
{chool;the fervants of the Houſe, and other needful uſes ; To all 
which,the Foundation hath yiclded ſufficient Room ; beſides,much 
of it,tor want of employment,is gone to ruine. 

The chicf entrance into which Abbey , is out of the North-gate 
ſtreet,where the Corn-market is kept : the fair Gates whereot cn- 
ecr into a gtcat ſquare Court , and the ſeveral Buildings of the 
Houſe, on allthe four fides,makes it a place that gives theeye a 
good contentment 3 and may ſhew the devotion of thoſe former 
Apes, that provided all the ſtatelieſt and fightlieſt Habitations,for

thoſe Monks and Frycrs, that then had the pleaſure and the profit 
of the beſt entertainment that could be made for them:which they 
lofing, through their idle and unworthy demerts, have left to be 
lince employed to better uſes, 

The South-end of the model of the Minſter, as we ſaid, is that 
part of it , which cither had been the Fabrick it ſelf , orclſe the 
place of the Church,which was firſt dedicated tothe memory of the 
Apoſtles, as Peter and Paul; and afterwards altcred to the bleſſed 
Trinity,and St.Ofwald,King and Martyr ; and atter that, again, to 
St,Oſwald,and St.zerburge ; and after all thar, the reſt of the Mz 
ſter joyned tothe North-end of that, this Church ſtill retaining her 
Dedication to St, Oſwald ; and, as I conceive, the rather, becauſe 
here was the Charch, by which the whole Pariſh had the name of 
St,Oſwalds Pariſh ; and that the Abbot, and the Covent,after their 
Inveſtiture into this great Dignity and Endowments, with _ 

arge 
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large and fair Poſſefſions, to retain their whole ©2177, ſter to them- 
ſelves,then erccted for the Pariſhioners ; wt.o, tor tl.c mofl part, 
were all their own Tenants and Servants, a fair Chappel ar the 
South-welſt end of the Aznſter , and a ſuſficient dittance from 
the ſame,which they entituled,St, Nicholas Chappel, allowing a Vi- 
carage thereunto , whereunto the ſaid Pariſhioners rc paired, as 
their Pariſh-Church ; which ſo continued unto the time, thar upon 
a new compoſition,the Pariſhioners prevailed again to have their 
Divine Service, in the aforeſaid South parr of tne Miſter, called 
. ſtill by the name of St.Oſipalds,and St.Werkurge's Church, The Ma ;ot 

of the City joyning with the Pariſhioners of St.yerburge,and com- 
pounding with S:m9z Ripley, Abbot of Cheſter,abourt the ycar of our 
Lord,1488.as by an Inſtrument,yer remaining upon Record; doth 
appear, 

= ſeems,that Chappel of St.Nycholas ſerving to little uſe,the ſaid 
Citizens purchaſed ir unto themſelves, and made thereof a two- 
fold ule of great conveniency ; and dividing the ſame by a floor 
in the middlethercot , the lower Room was appointed for the 
ſtowage of Wool,Corn,Cloth,and other commoditics, to be ven- 
red and fold by Forreiners and Strangers,at times allowable in the 
City. And the upper room tor a ftarely Scnate houſe,for the Af- 
ſcmblies,Elc&ions,Courts of his Highneſs, Coron.moot for Plcas- 
of the Crown,kept there before the Major, Recorder, and Alder- 
men,that are his Majeſties Juſtices of the Peace,cvery fix Weeks; 
and for the Portmote of Common-Pleas, every Fortnighr ; and for the 
Court of Record for the City,called the Peztice-Court, held before 
the Sheriffs thrice a week, except ſometime other buſineſſes will 
not permit z and the County Court, for the County of the City, accor- 
ding as the Law appoints, | 

In this Pariſh Church, now St.Oſwalds,or St.werturge;far rhe moſt 
part,is the great Aſſembly both of the ajor, —_ Sheriffs, 
Peers,and the whole City ro hear the Sermons on the Lords Day, 
and other Feſtivals,eſpecially in the Fore-noon, being indeed the 
moſt ſpacious and fit place for that occaſion. .” 

Many Burials have beca in the body of this Church 5 and now 

thoſe of ſpecial note, arc within a little Chancel, on the Eaſt fide 
the Church, which arc theſe following : Firſt, a very fair Monu- 
ment,a good height upon the Wall, made of Alatlaſter, in a fair 
polithed ftone,with Pillars, Arches, and a Table, with this Inſcri-

The Church of Sr. 3aries vſually called ſuper montem, for it 
ſtandeth upon the brow of a bank that riſerh from the Weſt {ide 
of the Bridge ſtreet ; and not far from that Gate, the Weſt end 
of the Church affronting the Caſtle wall, the Caſtle ditch onely 
talling between them. Ir carryeth the ſame ſhew of Antiquity 
with the reſt of the Churches, and being in all likelihood erected 

in 
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in thart place for ſpeciall ulc of the Earls, when they held ther 
re{idencic in the Caſtle, and for that Parith which extends it felt 
divers wayes into the Country out of the City, 

And the Churci it felt, rnough not the Cattle, alwayes accoun- 
ted within the Libcrrty of the City. 

Upon the South fide of the Chancel of this Church ſtandeth a 
fair Chappel, which is reported to be there ereed by the An- 
ceſtors of a great and worthiptul race of the Troutbecks of great 
reputation in this County of Cheſter, and of whoſe Lands many of 
the Gentlemen of the Shire have now no ſmall portion, though 
the chicteſt of the ſame are now in the poſſeſſion of the right Ho- 
nourable the Earl of Shrenſcary, | 

In which Chappel the bodies of ſome of them, and by all 
likelihood the Founders of the Chappel lye in a fair Vault m the 
middeſt of the Chappell, and for two of them two very fair Tombs 
of Alabaſter, the one over the ſaid Vault, the other by the wall on 
the South fide, at the upperend of the Chappel/, with the Statues 
of them both, and their Wives, upon the {aid ſeverall Tombs ar- 
rificially pourtrayed, whercot one of them is for Sr. Henry Trout- 
beck himſelf in his compleat armour, and his Lady lying on his 
left hand, his head upon the bulk of a Moors head: and body neat- 
ly wrought with a Wreath of Trouts round about it ; and the 
other 1s Pr Sir Adam Troutbeck and his Lady, which ſheweth thar 
ſhe was a Counteſſe, her Statue lying upon his right hand, and 
her Coller of SS, finely adorning her bare neck, his head ſuppor- 
ted like the others, and many Eſcuchions of their Arms, . were 
fairly engraven about both of their ſaid Tombs , which might 
ſhew all their marriages and deſcents, bur that the ſame by length 
of time are grown {o dimme, as they cannor be well ditcerned, 
Near unto the ſame Tomb that ſtands over the Vault, lyeth the 
body of a late Gentlewoman of that progenie, with this remem- 
brance 1n a brafle plate upon her ſtone : 


Here lyeth Eglanbie, Daughter to William Troutbeck, and 
late wife to Rich. Leigh of Cheſter, who dyed the 11th. of 
March, Anno Dom, 1596. 


At the upper end of this Chappell lycth the body of a late fa- 
mous Citizen Rebert Brerewood Alderman, and thrice Major of this 
City, of whom I find no other Morumezt there, ſave onely his 
coar, Creſt and ſtreamer advanced over him ; the words whereof 
are, Labore, prudentia,-quitate, which were well fitted ro him., in 
whom tholec vertues were all eminent,. And I ſuppoſe that I can 
here lay a foundation for as laſting a Monument of him as can be 
made of mertall or ſtone to make it more known, that he was 
the happy Father of a well known ſon, that learned Edward Brere- 
wood of Oxford, whoſe ſurpaſſing progreſle in the ſtudies of all 
manner of learning, the Univerſity doth yer, and for ever will 
ring loud of z and Greſham Colledge in Loxdon, where he was

of : whom, by an untimely death, it pleaſed God to deprive the 
world of, betore he had finiſhed, or at leaſt betore he had taken 
order for,preſervation of ſuch learned Labours of his, as, it they 
were publiſhed abroad, ſhould make the world beholding to Ch: - 
fter, rhe Nurſe of ſuch a Fathcr which begor ſuch a Son.

But what needs a Monument, when as this Inſcription above 
recited, was but an addition to as fair and beautitul a Tomb (creet- 
ed in that very place for his eldeſt Son Tho, Gamull, Eiquire, late 
Recorder of this City, and a learned Lawyer, deceaſed before his 
ſaid Father) as can be deſired > or it that fon had not yer been 
intombed, which were to be wiſhed, when as his vertues and re- 

utations live ſtill in a ſecond ſon of his yer living, who borh in 
his own time, and fince, hath born the chict Magiſtracie in this 
City with ſuch general applauſe, as is not expedient {cr me to 
publiſh, And I,well knowing his modeſt diſpoſition, dare nor 
give liberty to my pen to do him all his rights; but thus I return 
to his Brothers Tomb again. 

Very curiouſly all of Alabaſter is this Tomb wrought,with tte 
Statues of him and his loving Witc upon hisright hand, his row 
onely ſon kneeling at his feer upon his knee, his Prayer-book Iy- 
ing open upon his other knee ; his three other children in their 
order pourtrayed in that arched fideof the Tomb, holding Skele- 
tons in their hands, being all deceaſed in their Infancy, and the 
Tomb compaſled with a ſtrong piked grate of Iron, and at the 


lower end of the Tomb, this Inſcribed ;

This Lady in her life-time was a good benefaQor to the City, 
and repaired ſome part of the Wall where it was ruinous, and art 
her deceaſe,gave many chatitable gifts, which I willingly would 
for example have mentioned in this place 5 but having no perfe&t 
Inſtructions,ler this ſuffice.

of a Worſhipful Family of the B:z&ezheads his Stone , having his 
and his wifes Pi&ures well cut in Braſs,and this Inſcription,

Almoſt in the middle of the Watergate ftrect, on the North 
fide of it, ſtanderh the Church dedicated to the blefled Triniry;

Workmanſhip,ſecmerh ot lirtle lets antiquity then that of St, Pe- 
zers, betore-mcntioned ; ſome part of the Pariſh extending ir (elf 
into the ficlds without the City, and the Rectory belonging to the 
patronage of the Right Honourable the Earl of Der4y, 

In the body of the Church is an ancient Grave-ſtone of Marble, 
with a fair Picture of himſclt, and his wife, with a bordcr of all 
braſs ; ſo much of the Inſcription as remaineth,being thus :

Neer thereunto is a very ancient Tombe of white Stone, with a 
Statue lying upon it in Arms, his Shield exprefly ſhewing it ro be 
an Axceſtor of the whitmores ; whereof remain yet Familics of good 
Worſhip in this County of Cheſter : but who this was, appcareth 
not : and if there were any Inſcription,the ſame is utterly extingui-

| Therearealfointhe Body of the Church ſome memoriall cf 
two other late well-deferving Aldermen; the one, R:ichard Rathone, 
who alſo had been Maior : .the other, Edward Kitchiz Merchant, 
and ſome good remembrances.of the Sares, men ir thould ſeem of 
good account, and benefactors of the Church , as appears inthe 
glazing thereof, 


Ic remaineth,that we ſpcak ſomewhat of the River Dee, to which 
watcr no man cah now expreſs how much this ancient City hath 
been beholden nay, (I ſuppole ) if I ſhould call ir the Mother, the 
Nurlſe,the maintainer, the advancer , and preſcrver thereof, .I 
ſhould nor greatly crre ; For the ſame River ,. atter that it ap- 
proacheth the County of Cheſter,and receives fome watcrs on either 
ſide, which makes it take the more ſtate upon 4it, and to rouz up 
it ſelf to prepare for her meeting with the Sea z in which reſpect, 
our V Vraiters ſay of it, that it rather ruſheth, then runneth out of 
wales into Cheſter , and then addreflerh it {elf ro rhe ſaid meeting; 
Even there, where the.Sca hath determined that Creek, which 
ſhoots in between Fliztſhireand rhe V Veſt {ide of werral Hundred, 
was founded this beautiful Cirty,and made the Receptacle of mer- 
chandize from all-Kingdoms and Nations, wi1o traded into the 
Brittain,or Iriſh Ocean,and became the very Key or In-let, where- 
by not onely the Romazs, in their time, made their paſſageto and 
from Treland,and the othee V Veſtern and Northern Ilands; bur all 
other Kings and Princes , ever ſince', upon all necdful occaſions. 
And becaule that I find, that from the name of this River Dee, the 
water of this {aid Creek,from the firſt narrowing thereof, betwcen 
the Dominions of Exgland and wales,hath carryed the {ame rame 
and appellation of the water of Dee; andzthar thence it is,that the 
changing and ſhifting of the water, gave ſome occaſion to the Brit- 
tarns,in that Infancy of Chriſtian Religion, to attribute ſome di- 
vine honour and eſtimation to the ſaid water : though I cannot be- 
lieve thatto be any cauſe of the name of irz bur rather ſubſcrive 
to M.Camders, no doubt,truc conje&ure,that it hath the Name Dee 
from the Britiſh word Duoy,which ſignifieth two z this water ari- 
{ing from two Fountains in wales; namely,in Meriozeth ſhire, in,or 
neer the Countrey, called,Pexthliz ; _ But they bave obſerved, that 
according to divers entercourſes of the Waters running, cither to 
the Engliſh, or to the welſh (ide, their Victories hapned to concur, 
which might otherwiſe accidentally come to paſs, Therefcre, as 
theNatures of men arc eaſily drawn to ſuperſtition,they wcre pcr- 
{waded ſome Divinity was 1n the water : which errour, the ſame 
worthy Author alleagethto have prevailed with divers other Pco- 


ple,of other Nations,touching othcr waters z as of the Theſsalor- 
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Rene ; but Time, and long Obſervations, hath now taught us the 
occaſion of this alteration of the Channel, 

The mouth or opening of this Rivct into the Sea, lies ver 
bleak upon the North-Eaſftern, VWeſtern, and South-Weſtern 
Winds ; and the ground or botrome of the Creek 1s altogether of a 
loolc,light, white,skittering $and,which upon any powertul drifr 
of Windor Watcr,will give place like dritts of Snow ; and when 
a ſtrong wind,at ſome low water, hath opened a gap never fo lit- 
tle in one of the huge Banks,or Bars of Sands, which have long ga- 
rhcred and increaſed to be, as one would think, very firm and 
{ſtrong s Thenext Tidc-water violently ruſhing into that gap,and 
the wind continuing for many Tudes together, to add more and 
more ſtrength to that violence, the Channel that was the main 
paſſage betore,wil now wreke up,as forſaken by the great ſtream; 
and the other new made, will more and more prevail, untill the 
like viciſfirnde happen the other way. 

From whence t 1s, that theſe mighty heaps of ſand, by conti- 
nuance of time,brought by fierce and ftrongwinds up into the nar- 
rowneſle of the Creck, for which there is no return back again , 
ncither wind nor water being able to recule them 3. that the Ha- 
ven which in times palt received Ships of great burthen up to the 
Cuy skirts (as hath bcen touched) ſcarce now hath Sca-room for 
{mall Barques, which onely at higher watcrs do bring in'thcir un- 
ladings of great Veſlels from the Keyes and Stations which can 
receive them, 5.0r 6.0r 10,miles off, And hence it is, that cven 
within this few years there hath bcen ſuch loſſes and gainings be- 
twcen the ſhores of Cheſhire and Flintſbrre near unto this City, 
that if Tſhould cſtunate the ſame according tomy own Judgment, 
I ſhould ſcarcely be believed, of ſuch as do not behold that with 
their eyes. 

And from hence let me behold, even with ſome Records, or 
tales or ſurmizes or probabilities whatſoever, which have miſ- 
led the Writers of former ages to think, That the crection of the 
Mills at Dee Bridge ſhould be any let or hindrance to the Haven, 
that was once the new Tower ; or that the Cauſey, which holds 
up the freſh water for the uſe of the wheeles of thoſe Mills,ſhould 
hinder any force or ſtrength of that ſtream or ebbing of the Sca- 
water, to rccule back again thoſe Mountains of Sand ; which in- 
deed it would rather help then hinder : let me, I ſay, clear this 
neceſlary and profitable ſtructure of the Mills, from that imputa- 
tion of hindering the Haven, which none that eithcr know, or will 

vouchſate rortake a view of the place, can be drawn to aſhrm, ex- 
cept they be ſuch as be led by reports of ſuch, as was that old 
Deponent , mentioned by old Mr. Latemer, that bcing 
£©© give his reſtimony what he thought might be the caule of the 
breach at Goodnin Sands , {aid, He knew not, except it was the 
eighth of Texterder Stceple, 

And whoſoever will Impartially weigh and conſider the like 

power 
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power and torce that the wind at certain times rageth withall, to 
the driving forth a power of waters from ſome Lakes, (from 
which, and through which, this River hath bis paſſage) together 
with the fulncſle and {uddenneſfle of that watcr (upon ſome cau- 
{cs not well known,for ought I can leatn,to any of t}.cnear Neigh- 
bouts to it overflowing thereby, ahd ſurrounding the Grounds 
and Meadowes adjoyning, far diſtant from the fad Cauley, y 
into theCountry:and contidering likewiſe, that the ſame warer ar 
rhe very Cauley it (elf, never riſeth upon any of thoſe Land-floods 
ro any extraordinary height ; bur ſo falleth and paſſerh away, as 
at all other times, except when a Spring-tide from rhe Sea coun- 
terchecks it, may eaſily be induced to believe,thar the ſame Cau- 
{ey doth as little occation too much water the one way, as roo 
urtle the other : bur this I leave to my betters to meddle in, ho- 
ping no man will rax me for delivering {o much as with my eye I 
do obſerve, or by cnquiry learn. | 

Two things one of greater, and one of leſſer conſequence, here 
offer themſelves ; wherein,if I filly wretch, the meancft of a thou- 
{and, may ſhew my deſire,it may be,I hope, pardonabke ; and if no 
notice be taken thercof,it ſhall not to my Readet be much trouble- 
ſome. 

The firſt is,that men of Place, Judgment,and Skill, would but a 
little, in their wiſdome,confider, whether the matter were not as 
eaſie,or as likely, as ſome Artiſts, and experienced Wits ſcem to 
g£1ve out, that this Haven might be won again to as much advan- 
tage of Trade, or Traffck to this City, as ever it was; and that 
with no great ado,in compariſon of thoſe wonderful atchievments 
which have been effected in the Havens of Dover, Plymouth, Har- 
wich, Yarmoathzthis being bur the turning of a Brookto any of them. 
And ſo to the augmentation of his Majeſties Cuſtoms, the honour 
of the whole Kingdome,and the eſpecial advancement of the Prin- 
ces Highneſle , this his moſt renowned and fameus Earldome of 
Cheſter:the particular Inducements to which motion, I dare not ad- 


venture to openztill better occaſions do incite hercunto. 


The other is, that the ſaid greater matter of renewing the Ha- 
ven,lying as it doth afleep,and not ſoon to be hoped to be effected, 
the worthy Citizens of this time would take into their conſidera- 
tion how caſily,and to good purpoſe, they may even now provide 
a better Key and Dock for entertainment of ſuch Veſlels, as can 
come up the water to the City, and may do it now, with the gain- 
ing clear of a moſt fine Circuit of firm Land, to be added to that 
Rood-Eye they have already , without prejudice of any place or 
perſon , and without ſtepping one foot out of their own Liber- 
tics, And now, for the preſent, I will leave whar further might be 
purſued,in deſcribing more particulars of thisCity,or diſcourſing 
of other memorable things therein, unro that part of our intended 
work , which aftcr our paſſing over the other parts of the whole 
County,in their order, we ſhall have occaſion to ſer down the pcr- 
fons,that have had the Rule and Government borb of the Ceun- 
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+ ry,andtheCiry ; and ſuch other marters, as thall molt fitly ariſe 
thereupon, 
For our proceeding then with the reſt of Broxtoy Hundred,which 
we made but an entrance into,we will rake occaſion to leave Hax- 
bridge,that ancient part of this City, lying cloſe to the South-end 
of the Bridge, and take view of that part of the Hundred, which 
lies on that fide of the (aid River of Dee, and betwcen it, and the 
Confines of Flntſhirc, 


LACH, 


The firſt is the Lordſhip of Lach, whereof a great part hath in 
times paſt been the Lands of the famous and honourable Earls of 
Oxerford ; of whoſe Revenues, in theſe parts, many at this day, of 
other names,be the owners; and the chiet houle, in this Townſhip, 
ic now the Lands, and holding of George Marley Gent, and no 
{mall portion of the Townſhip, the Lands that belonged to the 
Nunnery in Cheſter , and now belonging to the Breretons of 
Handford,Eſquires. 

More then a mile from this,towards the Eaſt, ſtanderh Eccleſtor 
Church,and by it the Town ſo called, whereof the chief Lordſhip 
and Capital houſe thercin, is the Lands of the Heir of the Yeza- 
bles, Baron of Kinderton, at this preſent the Kings Majeſtics Ward: 
the ſame Lordſhip being accounted a member of that great Fee or 
Baron of K:zdertoz, and doing their {uit and ſervice to the Courr 
thcre accordingly ; the Patron thereof is the {aid Baron. 

Down lower towards the South, in a fine Level, lies Doddleftor, 
a goodly Lordſhip,the Demeaſne and capital Houſe whereot, be- 
longs now to the Right Honourable the Earl of Bridgewater ; and 
the Church there may juſtly vaunr ir felt ro be the burying place 
of the late moſt wiſe and worthy Lord Elleſmere V icount Brackley, 
and Lord Chancellor of Exglazd, who having managed the grear 
affairs of this Kingdome in that honourable place, with ſingular 
wiſdome,and high eſtimation, longer time trnen any of his Prede- 
ceſlors thercin ever did ; yet by his own appointment, his courſe 
being finiſhed, his body was brought down to reſt in the Church 
of Dodadleſton, 

This ſaid Lordſhip adjoyneth to X:zartor, and next to that lies 
Burtonzand turning towards the South-eaſt,trom thence you come 
roPulford,a greatLordſhip of the right worſhiptul Peterwarkurton of 
Areley E\quirc,who is Patron of that Rectory, 

This ſtandeth upon the River Alex ; which coming from the 
middeſt of Cheſhzre,leads you on full Eaſt unto Poolton, fomerimes 
the ancient Seat of the Mizleyes Geirt.now belonging as a member 
to the houſe of Eatos at Eaton-boat, the Manſion of the worthy Fa- 
mily of the Groſuenors ; which name, Mr.Cambden derives from the 
name of Great Hunter ; and faith,now it is corruptly called Grave- 
zcr, The Heirs of which houſe, as in many their propcr vertues, 
ſo in their marriages and alliances, have bcen happy for many diſ- 
cents, and have linked many Families together of great dignity 


and 
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and repute : The late owner thereot Richard Groſueror Etq; decea- 
ted, by a Daughter of the Worlhipful houſe of ch;e Brookes of Nor» 
t0z,had many Daughters; of which, ſome being married, arc very 
worthily beſtowed according to their degree : bur his Heir and 0n- 
ly Son,now Sir hard Groſcezor, Knight and Baronet, cnjoycs the 
Seat,and ſhewes his own worthinets, better then I wcre able, it I 
would attempr,to do it; having alto knit unto his houſe orher 
great houſes of Worlhip,by his own marriages : As his Father, fo 
his Grandfather, had many daughters, by whoſe marriages, that 
houle ſtands in neer Aliance to many of the greateſt Gentlemen of 
theſe parts, 

Returning then a little back to the Liberties of Cheſter, our way 
is to paſs over the Bridge; and if we go along the wall Eaſtware, 
we {hall ſoon be at the Forgarte ſtreet ; which being done,you pre- 
ſently goto Spzttle Boughton, (0 called, of an ancient Hoſpirall gcre 
{cituate, 

Neer unto which,lies Bozghtoz it ſelf, a Townſhip well repleni- 
ſhed with Gentlemen, and Freeholders houſes : but becauſethe 
courſe of Dee comes Sourhward, I will turn me that way 5 which 
waccr.cven as it turns it ſelf rowards the City, falutcth rhar fais 
new Water-work, even now in finiſhing, by the coſts and indu- 
ſtry of Joh Tirrar Gent. fon of him thar Jvited and pcrtected the 
other Water-work in the City,formerly mentioned. And this be- 
ing of the like hope; to bring the water of a fine Spring neer it,un- 
to the middeſt of the City,to a Ceſtern ſcituate by the High-croſs, 
at St, Peters Church,which 1s like to be a thing pleaſant and come 
modious. 

By the River fide,a mile further Southward, lies Huntington, 2 
Lordſhip ; whereof the Capital Mannour is a very neat houſe of 
Timber,and belongsto the Heirs of Sir George Beverley Knight,lare 
deceaſed, 

From thence,we ſoon come ro Churchen-heath, where ſtands a 
Chappel belonging to the Parith of St. werburgh of Cheſter, afore- 
ſaid ;andnext to ir lies a richand fertile Deane,and a fair ancient 
Timber munſion houſe of the great Family of the Caluehes; which 
now by the late deceale of Sir Geo, Caluely Knight, is his being in 
Wardſhip to his Majeſty ; which houſe, had, in times paſt, one 
addition of honour, when the owner thereof Sir Hugh (aluely was 
captain of Caleys,and married the late Queen of Aragon; and ano- 
ther by the late preſence of our gracious Soveraign King James, in 
Anno 1617. who in his Royal Progreſs,and return out ot Scotland, 
came thither from the city of Cheſter, and advanced there tic {aid 
Sir George Calvely to the degree of Knighthood 5 who, « both for his 
noble dif{cent of his Anceſtcrs, and for his noble matches in mar- 
riages,was worthily thought capable of that his Majeſties munifi- 
cence, 

Beneath this Demean, comes that water which began not farre 
from Beeſton Caſtle z and here,not far off,mcans ro empty itſelf in- 


to Dee,we mult therctore ſtep over a fair ſtone-bridge at Aldford ; 
; anc 
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and fo by the Church there of Aldford, in which Ihave no intelli- 
scnce of any thing worth relation , and a fair Demean of the an- 
cient inheritance of the Phzttos of Gomſworth, we go along by Hal'- 
hall;and fo by the goodly Corn-ficlds ro Chartoz, where 1s {cituate 
rwo Gentlemens habitartions of the Bar,ſtoys,and the Boſtocks;and fo 
leaving Alderſey on our left hand, a place that gave beginning ro 
Gentlemen of that Name there; and from whence came many 
Alderſeysthat have been famous, and ſome, Citizens of Lozdon,and 
Aldcrmen of the City of Cheſter , and whoſe Pofteriry dothere 
ſt1]] flouriſh. 

We come to Farndon, where is a fair new Church, and the 
Town it ſelf a handſome continued ſtrcer;for a good tength, reach- 
ing down to the foot of an exceeding fair ſtone-bridge, built (no 
doubt) together with that old ſubſtantial Caſtle in rne Holt, the 
Bridge being the onely partition between the two Towns ; and the 
River Dee here dividing a corner of Denby-ſhrre, from the County 
of Cheſter. 


In purſuing the courſe of our River,and leaving, about a mile, 
or mote,Northward,the Town of Barton, fcituate, and vulgarly 
called, upon the Hill , we come ſtill Eafterly ro Crew and Carder; 
whereof both have given Names to Gentlemens Families,though 
now almoſt failing;this latter being now the manſion of Job, Leech, 
Gentleman,a man of a good diſcent,and cxtendeth to the next,cal- 
led;Calcot, where a Gentleman of the ſame name hath yer a fine 
ſcat,and good reputation, 

There is alſo another ancient ſcar of a houſe,the Poſleſſors where- 
of were the Terdleys ; which being divers years ſince purchaſed by 
the Lady (holmley ,is by her, as is ſaid, paſſed to her Son Hugh 
Cholmley Eſq; ſecond Brother to Sir Robert Cholmley Baronet, a Gen- 
tleman much beloved and reſpected, 

Next,we come unto T?{foz, which ſtandeth now in the Neigh- 
borhood, by a fair Demain-& Manſion houle, herctofore the Inhe- 
fitance of the Xaſs:es of Grafton,ot good account ; but lately pur- 
chaſcd, new builded and greatly nlanged by Sir Peter Warburton, 
Knight,one of his Majcftics Juſtices of the Common-Pleas; a man, 
for ]carning in the Law, and wiſdome for adminiſtration of Ju- 
ſice,of ſingular note; and for integrity and uprightneſs in his 
place,of great fame ; who left his onely Daughter and Heir, the 
now Lady Grofuezor ; and by her former husband, was Lady 
S tandley of Alderley, and Mother toa very towardly young Gentle- 
man,Thomas Stazdley,Eiq; and many beautiful Daughtcrs,whercot 
one 15 married to the Heir of Sir Joh Dove, Knight, 

Upon our-lett hand from hence, licth adjoining Hortoz, which 
was anciently a {eat of the Golbozas,Gentlemen ; and Ortoz ano- 
ther Lordſhip : And paſting thence,(till Southward, by the Town- 
ſhip,or Hamlet of Charieto;;, we come preſently to the Lordſhips 
of Shoclach,beirg rwo z of the name whereot, one ts called Church» 
»ocl;rþ,having a little Church in jr,ot which I can ſay little 3 and 

as 
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as for the Caitle which Mr.Cambdes faith hath been here; though 
| can ſay lefs, yet I deſire I could ſpeak the deſert of that fair and 
goodly ſcat,which was gf late years the Manſion of a great aud fa- 
mous Knight, Sir Razdol Brereton, whoſe Daughtcr and Heir , by 
her marriage,brought it unto the poſſeſhon ot a moſt worthy and 
many ways ennobled KnightzSir Richard Egerton,the Heir and Suc- 
ceſlor of the houſe of Egerto;s of Ridley ; to whom, for (ingular re- 
ſpecs of due merits, I would I could ſufficiently utter the full tri- 
bute of my duty. 

From thence we come to K:4:2gtonzthe uttermoſt confines;South- 
ward,both of this Hundred,and ot the County ; in which there is 
alſo a fine ſcat of one ancient branch of thoſe Breretozs. 

And then neer unto it,a Brook,ot Riverct,that comes more Eaſt 
to fall here into the Vater of Dee,and to divide us from the Pariſh 
of worthlurgh;and from an out-nook of Fl:intſhire,we turn full Eaſt- 
ward to Old-caſtle, which ir is like got name,and it may be,ftom 
that very Caſtle,which our Writers ſpeak to have belonged to the 
Arderns,or to the Ormsbees, 

And looking turther Eaſtward, this Hundred ſheweth nothing 
clſe that way, but Chadwich Chappel, a member of the next great 
Pariſh,«.from whence turning yout face Northerly , upon a very 
high hill, is ſcituace the Town and Church of Malpas, one of the 
Baronies of the Earls of Chefter z which by Hugh, the firſt Earl of 
Cheſter, was firſt given to Kobert Fitz-Hugh; and having paſled 
through the poſſeſſion of divers Lords of onal ſirnames; as of 
Patricks,Suttons,Sampiers, Clerks, came at laſt ro the renowned Fa- 
mily of rhe Breretoxs, ang the greateſt part now reſts in Sir wi{lzgns 
Brereton of B/ereton,Knight,and no ſmall porcion in the Heirs of Sir 
Raxdol Brereton of Shocklach,atore-mentioned; beſides,divers other 
branches of that Noþle Stem, here and ghere diſperſed. Some of 
thoſe firſt Batons,no doubr,adorn'd the ſame Baron with a Caſtle. 
which 1s now rajned and decayed, and with a goodly Church, 
which yet ſtands eminently mounted on the higheſt part of the 
Town,from whence rhe Proſpe& isevery way molt pleaſgng z and 
the ſame Church well ſupplied, for the furtherance of Gods ſer- 
vicez there remaining two ReQories, and none of the meaneſt 
maintenandce,tor the rclidency of two Tivines, akernately pertor- 
ming all Paziſh duties,and the Patronages thercot belonging to 
che Knights of Brereton and Shoclacheither of them one. 

In the Church are Memorials of Sir Hugh Cholmley, of Cholmley, 
the elder ; aud Sir Hugh Cbolmley the yaunger,Knights 3 andof me 
Lady Mary Cholmley,Wife of the ſaid Sir Hagh the younger,Mother 
of the ſaid Sir Robert Cholmley Baronet ,now Uving, Fbick is there E- 
rected of Alabaſter, cut and richly adorned, according to the de- 
grces and deſerts of thoſe worthy perſons, 
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© Townichs, Ihad purpolc here to have inſerted ſuch a Remem- 


brance of that fir Hugh Cholmley the elder, as at his deccale was 
compoled, and then intended to have been preſerved, for better 
preſcruation of his worthy memory ; but it would be thought now 
unſcaſonable, and my ſelf (perhaps) becenſured as too indulgent 
ro the Muſes, that then preſented it to his ſon then {ir Hugh Cholm- 
ley, who benignly accepted it,and bountifully rewarded the Writer 
of ir, Therctore,I will onely record thus much of ir, That it con- 
rained the honourable courle of his life, the great Employment of 
his-place,having been five years high Sherift of the County Pala- 
tine of Cheſter, tomerimes of Fliztſhire, long time one of the two 
oncly Deputy Licutenants of Cheſhzre, and a good ſpace V ice-Pre- 
ſident of the Marches of wales, under that moſt honourable and fa- 
mous fir Hezry Sydaey Knight, Lord Deputy of 7reland, rogether 
with brave atchievments1n his Youth, fetching his Khighthood, 
by his {\word,from Lzeth in Scotland,in his younger dayes;his grear 
providence and care toadvance his eſtate and revenues; and his 
admirable gifts of VWiſdome, Temperance, Continency, Liberali- 
ty,Hoſpitality, and many vertues of his lite , and godly depar- 
ture at his end 3 with the comforts which were offered unto us by 
the loſs of him , becauſe he lefr ſo o_—_ a Succeflor the Heir 
of all his vertues and dignities, then fully ripened, and Poſſeflor 
of the ſame; his {aid ſon,Sir Hugh Chotmlzy the Younger ; ſo that it 
was then thought, the Writer concluded well in the end of thar 
Enconmwm:

Not to omit the name of cAfalpas , becauſe all Writers have 
thought ir ob{crvable,as coming from Mala platea, a name it bor- 
rowed from a foul narrow combrous way that led into it, called 
Ilftreet ; and even inthe Brittzſþ language was called Depeabach, a 
word of the ſame fignification, which gave occaſion to Geraldys 
Cambrenſis, to record the pleaſant ſtory,how a Jew travelling this 
way towards Shrewsbury,in company ot the Archdeacon of 4falpas, 
whoſe ſirname was Peache ; which word ſignifies finne , 
and of a Dear, named, Devil; which Archdeacon was telling 


the Dean,that his Archdeacorry began ar 7lſtreet, and reached as far - 


as Malpas towards Cheſter. onder it is,quoth the Jew, and my 
tortune, indeed, good, if ever I get ſafe out of this place, where 
ſinne is the Archdeacon, and Devil the Dear, 1//ireet the entrance, 
and Malpas the paſlage out of the Archdeaconry. 

So returning now turther Northernly,we come next to a Town- 
ſhip, called Hampton, well known by a fair houſe there ſcituate, 
being the ſear of the Bromleys, and now Hugh Bromleys, Eſq ; lear- 
ned in the Law, and alſo by a well known name of Hampton-Poſt, 
ſo called of an old Tree,ſtanding in the Road of Cheſter way, from 
whitchurch,and reckoned for a mark for Paſſengers;travelling thar 
way,and another way,which there croſſerh that, and leadeth from 
Malpws,into the other part of Cheſhire. 

Along that way to Cheſter, we come to ſee Edge,a fair Lordſhip, 
and now the Marſioz houſe of Edward Dod Eſq; Baron of the Prin- 
ces Higtineſle Court of Exchequer at Cheſter, an Office of much e- 
ſteem in this County, and by him hath been many years ſupplied 
with great ſufficiency, 

Neer tothat lies Dokkizgtor,a Lordſhip of Sir william Brereton ; 
but more Eaſterly is that ancient Sear of Egertoy, the Houſe and 
Demain that gave name tothat Noble and Honourable Family of 
the Egertons ; which Name is now worthily advanced to Titles of 
grcat Honour, bur had beginning here from one of the Sonnes of 
David of Malpas ; as Mr.Cambdez hath colle&ed, and ſonamed of 
this place of their Habitation, As alſo there, ſaieth other Gentle- 


men of the ſame race had their firnames from other places ; as, 


Cotgreue,Overton,(oddington,and Golborn, 

From thence, holding our courſe ſtill Northerly, we preſently 
enter upon the goodly Demain of Cholmondeleigh,which the vulgar 
ſpeech call contractedly Cholmeley, and is now the feat of the ho- 
nourable Baronet Sir Robert Cholmley ; who, unto that great worth 


he hath juſt Title unto from his Anceſtors , for many diſcents hath

added great honour unto his houic, by 11s Marriage with a vit- 
cuous Trnghee of the Right Honourable the Lord Stanhopes : of 
whole worthineſſe , in the governing of the great affairs of the 
Countrey, libcral Hoſpitality, and othcr Vertues, beleeming his 
noble difcent,much might worthily be added in this place. 

From the Confines ot this Lordthip,and this Hundred, on that 
part,we proceed to Bickertoa,another member thereof ;, ro which 
adjoyneth Clutter : And rieer unto the ſame, a very fine and large 
Demain,and a houſe anſwerable unto it, being the Lordſhip and 
Habitation of Johz Aaſsie Eſquire; and neer- unto it Goddizzegton 
Church ; the Patron whereoz, is the Dcan and Chapcer of (he- 
ter. 

l Next to Bickerton,lics Bulkley,the Lordſhip of the Lady (holmley, 
beforc-mentioned, as part of the Inheritance of Holforde, where 
there is a fair houſe and demains, thar belongs to the houſe of Sir 
George Calveley,late of Lea before-mentioned, and a fair new houſe 
of Thomas Braſſey Genrt.of an ancient diſcent; and neer unto this the 
Lordſhip of Chowley, belonging to the Duttoss of Hatton ; beyond 
which,we come next to Haxdley,where ſtands the Pariſh Church 
of Handley ; of which, more then that, ir appears to be of a very 
ancient Foundation, I can fay little, the Patronage whereof be- 
longeth to the ſaid Dean and Chapter. But bending thence,more 
Ealiterly,we come to thoſe Mountains, called Broxtoz Hills ; the 
name of that Lordſhip of Broxtoz, whercot the whole Hundred is 
denominate,and to which were given certain priviledges concer- 
ning Tolls and Carriages : the particulars whereot I have not yet 
attained to be informed of ; bur the chief Seats now within the 
ſame Lordſhip is, that one of David Maſsie Elquire ; and the 0- 
ther,the ancient breeding place of a great Family in this County, 
of the Dodds,which are branched into many houſes of continuance 
ro this day ; but the Seat it ſelf, now lately for want of Iflue-male, 
begins a Foundation for another name,and poſſeſſed by my worthy 
Frag Mr. Edward Tannet, who hath his diſcent from Shrop- 
ire, 

The ſaid Hundred of Broxtoz, now ſtretching out till North- 
ward,by an Ont-Angle of Edesbury Hundred, brings us next to a 
goodly Common, called Twujgz-ball-wood, whereof there are two 
parts of very ſruitful ſoyl, and large extent, appertaining now to 
Peter Egerton Eſquire, together with the Lordthip, and Church- 
rown of Tuttezhall: Of which Church and Re&ory, he is alſo 
Patron; in which, there is allo in this Town a very fair houſe 
newly erected by &:chard Boſtock Eſquire, made all of Brick, ha- 
ving a fair demain thereunto adjoyning. And not far from it, a 
fair houſe and demain of the Dattors of Hattoz,called Ruſhall; and 
necr unto it,another of the like ſcituation, called the Cleys, being 
the ſeat of a branch of thatgreat Family of the Golbornes, which 
were anciently owners of that ſpacious Demain,and great Sear of 
the Golborzes,now the Lands of the Barons of Kizderton,called fill 
by the name of Golborze Bellows,or Below, and is watered by a part 
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of that Beeitoz watcr, whereot we ſpake before;zwhich,trom hence, 
runs that way to the Lea-hall aforementioned, 

At the entrance of which Brook into Broxtoz Hundred, ſtands at 
Hurley, wherein we mayzat once, take view of two goodly De- 
mains,with ancient Scats to them both ; rhe one of which, is the 
Inhericance of the Honourable Race of the Sawages of Rockſalage, 
and hath been long in rhe holding of the Brckerheads, of Worſhip- 
ful account. 

The other is of Cl:zve of Hurley, of whom hath been a famous 
diſcent,both of Knights and Eſquires, of that name and houle:rhis 
Demain is accounted molt ferrile and ftruittul, And if I may add 
this, Il have heard ſome skiltul Husbands, in their Countrey Diſ- 
putations,hold it for truth, thar ſome of this Demean is ( om#1hw 
w1rs et modrs ) the beſt ground in Cheſhrre. 

The ſame Brook or Riverer parting it {elf neer Hurlc5, the other 
part of it divides the reſt of the whole Hundred of 37oxtoa, trom 
that of Eves-ury ; and the next Lordſhip to Harley, is a very large 
demain of Hatton, a ſcat of one branch of the great and tamous 
race of the Dattos of Dutton 3 and the houle, being a fair anctent 
Building 1n the middeſt thereof, 1s now poſlefied by Mr.Duttoz of 
Hatton. 

And trom thence you come next to paverto-,wherein ſtands the 
Parith Ciurci of that name ; bur beſides the ancientnefle, which 
manifeſterh it ſel in the fight of ir, I find no other Memoriall of 
noteinit; thegitr of the Parſonage belongerh to the Biſhop of 
Cheſter. 

' From thence leaving Saughtoz on the Hill,fo called by the high 
{cituation,on our lett hand, which hath been a Grange little lefle 
then an Abbey, belonging to the Abbey of St,yerburge ; and, it 
{cems, tome of their Religious Society had this for their Neſt, it 
now is poſlcfled by Johz Caluely Eſquire, one ſtem of thoſe Calue- 
leyes of the Lea of tamous accompt, we come preſently to Chriſtle- 
tan ample Lord(hip,divided into two Townſhips, in the prin- 
cipal wacreof ſtands tize Church, And the chiet Segniory there, 
reſting ia the Hcirs of the Harpers of Swarſoz , Knights of grear 
eſtimation in the County of Derby ; yet many other Gentlemen 
have bcen owners of fair Lands within that Precin&; as the YVe- 
nables,Snids,Eagertons,Cholmleys. 

Beneath,and Eaſtward on our right hand, lies the Cottozs, the 
chief Town of the two of that Name, called A#bot-Cotton, with a 
fair Capital Meſluage, in the holding of my good Friend Thomas 
Partington Gentleman , and other great Tenements and Lands 
there being of the Inheritance of the ſaid Baron of K:zderton 
which reaching Stazford bridge , we ſhall follow the Water 
—_— way, till it bring us to our firſt entrance into this Hun- 

red. 

Burt firſt let us keep aloot upon the high ground,and take a view 
of Hoole,which confirms upon the Liberties of the City of Cheſter, 
and contains within ita pleaſant and ſweet ſear belonging to the 
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Right Worthiptul Sir Henry Bunbury Knight , and then talling 
downwards with great Trafford ; And beholding on our lett hand 
Newtona,the Lordſhip of Johz Hurleſtoue Eſquire, which was once 
one of the {weet Mcrſcls,that the Abbot and his Covent kept for 
their own wholeſome proviſion z which #:{1am, Son of the Con- 
ſtable of Cheſter,vave them : as alſo,] ſuppoſe, that much of grear 
Trafjord ſerved them for the ſame purpole : go but through Sutton 
another far and fruittul Lordſhip, repleniſhed with good and 
commodious Tenements,you are preſcntly upon that Valc of good- 
ly rich Meddowing, which may well carry the prime name for a 
truictull Spring of Graſs ; from whence it terved much of the Gi- 
ties provition,and many other neighboring places, for their VVin- 
ters provition of Hay ; & only taking view therein,of that ancient 
Chappel of ple:iſtore,that ſtands in 1t,being a Pariſh of it ſelf, and 
a place well frequented by the Neighbours thereabouts, for the 
ſervice of God, we have here finiſhed our courſe for our Hundred 
of Broxtog, 
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The Hundred of Namptwiche. 


N a more {quare-like, or rather a Lofſengee Form, the ſharp 

Angles whereof point South-Eait,and North-weſt,lics the Hun- 

dred of Namptwiche,{o narned of the principal Town therein : in 
the Deſcription whereof, I hold itthe belt courſe to begin there, 
where the tamous Water of weever, preicntly after it hath gotten 
the name of a ſtream,enters into this Hundred, and grows by de- 
grecs,c're it part out of this Precin&zto be of a great tame, Ir en- 
tcrs this Hundred near unto {holmordley , and running along by 
Chorley and Norbury , Town-members of that great Seigniory of 
Cholmozley,the Inheritance of Sir Robert Cholz Baronet , it receives 
there a fair incrcaſe by a water that comes trom a great Meer, 
which gives name to werbury,a Pariſh with a Church in it, how- 
ſoever a Member of the great Pariſh of wh:tchurch, in the County 
of Sallop,two miles diſtant from it, the North-Weſt Angle of this 
Hundred, extending it felt ro Coz/tey, and another Lordihip called 
wyrſal,w@ hath ſomtime bin the Lands of the H:iztons, an ancient 
Family; we then turn our faces a little more Eaſterly,to paſſe by 
eMarl y,a (cat of the Pools of Marley,a fair houſe and demean with- 
in the Precinds of werbury;and by Hadley,the ſeat anciently of the 
Hulſes,a great name once in thoſc parts, now the Lands of a wor- 
thy Knight Sir Thomas Brereton, deſcended from the houſe of Shoc- 
tach, and cMalpaſi, we ſhall enter upon that fair and goodly de- 
mean of Comber-mere,which containeth, or rather is contained of 
that ſpacious and wideLordſhip of Newhal juxta werbury,and which 
in divers particular reſpe&s, we may call a moſt famous ſear ; ir 
hath been an Abbey builded by Hugh Walbazc, and of the Barons 
of Namptwiche,in eA1n0 1133, upon the Bank of a goodly Mere of 
a large length,and of breadth, and of depth above credir, What 
the Indowments were of that Abbey,I am not acquainted : &ll 1 
find concerning it , is an ancient Record which hath this, Anze 
II33. eAbbatiade Cumbermere fundata eſt, filia de SxUaneti, Anno 
tl53.

Precepts of our Saviour z and con{idering the change of all tem- 
poral things, the mulſery, and the ſhortncſle of humane lite, Iam 
wholly reſolved to change all Worldly things,and the vanities of 
tis Age,for the love of God ; and to exchange ſhadows for reali- 
tics: and to thoſe who have given themſelves wholly to the Di- 
vine Service,tothem I have beſtowed this Donation.

Mary,and the Mother of God, and the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and St. 
Michaelthe Archangel.the Wood,the Plain,the Waters, the Wa- 
tcr-courſes, and the Fiſhings, the Meadows, the Paſtures, the 
Feedings,with all other their Appurtenances, and with all other 
Commodiries,and things,which are there, or may be made there, 
as well under the Earth,as abovesfor ever ; to wit, between theſe 
Bounds : from the Riſe of HAREMUS, which is betwcen 
Marturg and Bromklawan ;, and fo following and deſcending by the 
River, unto the VVood of Rhale, and the moiety of the atoreſaid 
Wood; and then aſcending from the aforeſaid River Eaſtward 
of the Wood,toward the Water of Cumber-mere, unto the topo: 

the Mountain 3 and fo, following the head of the Mountain, 

through the middle of the VWood of Ruhale, roward the South, to 
the interiour part of the aforeſaid Mountain 3 and ftom the infe- 
riour part of the atorc{aid Mountain, dirc&ly overthwart, unto a 
certain Sichet Southward,nigh to the inferiour head of the More- 
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pole 3 and trom thence, to the interiour part of that Laad which 
is called Sychele ; and from thence to a certain way,which leaderh 
againſt the Village of wjke; and fo,tollowing the faid way North- 
ward,directly tro the Wood, which is called Greerford-ley,and lea- 
ving the ſaid Wood on your lett hand ; and fo following always 
Greenford-ley to the Metes and Bounds, berween the Land of w:{:1- 
am of Warem,and my Land, always following the ſaid Metes aud 
Bounds, untill you come to the ſaid Riſe of Haremus, Allo, I give 
co the ſaid Abbey and Monks, there ſerving God,my Mannour of 
winkaſſe,and the Village of Kubale and Lodmore, and the Land ad- 
joyning,which is called Burley,and the Village of Dodecotte, with 
the Wood of the ſaid Village,and the Mill of Cheley, with all the 
Mill-pond,and the Fiſhing on either (ide, and one hundred feet be- 
yond the Mill-pond,ot myLand ofCheval,to repair the Mill-pond, 
and Mill,as often as need requires, without ſuir or contradiction 
of mec,or my Heirs,or Aſſigns,or any of them. 

And alſo,l give the Wood, which is called Brezdewood,and rh 
Wood which 1s called L:ghtbirchwood, and the Wood called Bu- 
terlhey, with all the Appurtenances and Commodities ; as, in 
Woods and Waſts,Plains,in Paths and Ways, and in the Wa- 
ters,and the VVater-courſes,and in the Fiſhings, in the Meadows, 
in the Paſtures,in the Marſhes, in the Moors, and all other things 
which are there,or may be made there,as well under the Earth,as 


| above;for ever, between theſe Bounds ; to wit, from that place 


where the River of Burley deſcendeth into the Warer of weever ; 
and ſo, following the ſaid Rivet, aſcending to that Land which is 
called Burley, and {o always following the Bounds between Burley, 
and the Wood which 1s called Greexfordeſley,to the Wood which 
is called Eſhewood;, and from thence, 'following always the Nor- 
chern part of the VWood,to Trepewood ; and fo, following a Sicher, 
which runneth between the Wood of Dodecotte, and the aforeſaid 
Wood of Trepewood,unto the Wood which is called Morbey ; and 
from thence unto Sparthiſe, and from thence unto the Metes and 
Bounds of Soſarztoz,and fo following by a certain Sicher,to a water 
called Doulbrook to the place where it tals into the water ofyever; 
and aſcending by the water of weever, untill che Mill of Checkley 
and ſoalways aſcending, and following the ſaid River of weever, 
unto that place where the afareſaid River of Burley falleth into 
the ſaid River of weever. 

All theſe Metes and Bounds, as well on the ſaid place of Cum- 
ber-mere,as of the ſaid Mannor of w:nclefle, I Hugh Malbanc, with 
my wife Petrozel,and william my Son, and many others perambu- 
lated and compaſled, and have freely given tothe ſaid Abbey of 
Cumbermere,and to the Monks there,ferving God, and to their Suc- 
ceſlors,all things,being within the ſaid Meres and Bounds,with all 
their Appurtenances, without reſerving any thing Temporal, to 
me,my Heirs,or Affigns,for ever : And let them make of the wood 
and Plain every where what they pleaſe; by incloſing or aſſerting 
at their pleaſure, 
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Aud 1 give to tie tame Monks Common of Paiture tor all rneir 
Cartel in all my Woods and Paſtures of Cheſbzze, and that they 
may take wood to burn, and Timber to build as well withour, 
as within that Abbey at their pleaſure, in all my Woods, as free- 
ly asI tro my own ule, except my Forreſt of Cozbwll. | 

And alſo I grant tothe ſame Monks the fourth part of the Town 
of wych, and tythe of my Salt, and of the Salt-pits that are mine, 
and that belong to others , and of my money, and the ſalt of blel- 
ſed Mary the Virgin, and Salt on Friday, and Salt for the Abbots 
Table, as freely as Ihaveat my board, And let them have their 
Court diſtin& from their Towneſmen, or from their Tenants, and 
aſſize of Bread and Ale, and of all kind of meaſures, and Toll and 
blodwit, and amercements, and all manner of Fines of all forrs of 
treſpaſles of all cheir Tenants and men, as freely as I have to my 
own uſe. 

Likewiſe I grant unto the ſame Monks, and to all the Townel- 
men, and Tenants of the ſame Town, Common of Paſture in all 
Woods and.Paſtures, Meadowes and Heath grounds, Marſhes, 
Moors and Fields belonging to the {aid Town, and through all 
Raveneſmore, and the Wood of Creche, without moleſtation of 
any. And if it happen that any of cheir Burgeſles Tenants or men 
be impleaded in my Court for any treſpaſſe, I will and grant for 
me and my heirs or my aſſigns,that my forcſaid Monks have the 
Amercements and Fines without moleſtation or contradiction of 
me, or of my keirs or affigns whatſoever. | 

I givealſotothe ſame Monks a Plough-Land in the Town of 
Aon, with the Church of the ſame Town, and the Chappell of 
wich Malbarc, with all the appurtenances; and one Plough land 
in Sazdoz, and the moity of the Town of Altazefeld, with the 
Church there, and the Church of Sazdoz and common of paſture, 
with all my Cattel in the Foreſt of Sandoz. 

I grant likewiſe to the ſame Monks and their Succeſſours free 
paſſage every where thorough all my Lands, with free ingreſſe 
and egrefle to take whatſoever they want, as often as whenſoever 
they pleaſe. And let them have all and fingular the premiſles in 
free, pure and perpetual Almsas freely and abſolutely from all 
ſecular exaCtion and worldly ſervice, with as ample freedom and 
peace as any Almes may be enjoyed, and we may never challenge 
or exact anything but onely ſpiritual benefit and prayer. 

Therefore of my good will I freely grant, That my Lord Razulph 

Earl of Cheſter be principal Founder and Defender of the ſaid 
Church and Monks there ſerving of God, and that his heirs after 
him ever ſhare in all good things there. 
— Witneſſes of this Eſtabliſhment and grant are theſe my Lord 
Ranulph Earl of Cheſter, Roger Biſhop of Cheſter, cAdelia my mo- 
ther, Petrozilla my Wife, william my ſon, william Abbot of Che- 
ſter, Robert and Odo Chaplains ; william ſon of Ralph, and Arche- 
bald, and many others who both ſaw and heard.

Upon the very Brow or Bank of the Aere ts the Abby ſcituate; 
with the Park and all other parts for profit and pleaſure furpal- 
ſing,2n1 environed on all f{ides toa large Extent, with ſuch goodly 
Farms which then and yet are the holding of the Tenants to this 
Abby, as that I know none for number and largeneſſe compa- 
rablerothem in all theſe parts, thar which I make the greateſt 
ornament of it now;is, that after the change of the idle owners 
it formerly had, it hath been ftince poſſeſſed by a branch of thar 
renowned name of the (ottozs, who have becn of great accompr 
in many $hires, and of whom this Racc hath now {tucceeded here 
urzo the preſent owner thereof George Cotton Eſquire, a man of 
ſingular accompt for his wiſdome, Integrity, gentleneſſe, godli- 
= facility, andall_ generous diſpoſitions ; not to ſay much of 
Burladame the turchermiott Eaſterly part of this Lordſhip: wherein 
there is a little Chappel for che Eaſe of the fartheſt remote Te- 
nants of this Abby, this whole Trac bearing the name of Dodcot 
and wilkſley,a Brook called Combrus falling from this, a great Mear 
which alſo hath been called Comberlake, meeteth ſhortly with the 
Water of weever, about Broomhall a great Townſhip, the greateſt 
part whereof hath been the Lands of the Lord Shavington in rhe 
edge of Shropſhire, now Sir Robert Needhams, and near whereunts 
is {cituate a Demean of the whztzeys, called the Mannour of Cole 
P:late ; and another of the Cheſwi, called the Hall of cAickley, 
from whence having on our right hand the Pariſh Church and 
Townſhip of wrenbury, which hath been ſometimes a member of 
the great Church of A#oz, but is now an entire Pariſh within ir 
ſelf, and near adjoyning unto it the Hall of wrenbury, a very plea- 
ſant ſear of one of that great name of the Starkzes, and belongs ro 
the heir of a late worthy vertuous Gentleman, eArthur Starkey 
Eſquire, deceaſed. 

Ne ſtep over the ſaid Water of weever, at a Bridge called 
Stanford Bridge, where the {aid River by the augmentation as was 
{aid of the Co:nbrus, and not far off with another pretty Bropk fat- 
ling out of Shropſhzre, firſt ſaluteth a Village called eAſton, near 
which there is an ancient Sear of one houſe of the Eagertors, called 
Egerton, of Chriſt[eton, but more lately of Newhall,and then bend- 
th more Eaſterly to Auldel;ze,adorned with a fair Pariſh Chuocd, 
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and is a goodiy Lordſhip of great Extent, one Angle thereof 
ſhooting with an Inlet as it were into the County of Sallepe called 
Titteulege , and on the Southweſt 1inlargeth1t telt with a grear 
Lordſhip called Buertoz, where the Pooles of werral Hundred, a 
Race of great antiquity and worſhip have great poſlcſhons z and 
alto the Gamulls of worthy repute, the heir being Francis Gamull 
Eſquire, yer under age, hath a ſtately houſe and good poſſeſſions: 
And on the right hand of it a Townſhip called Hazkelow, wherein 
is a fair houſe, and Demain of Haſſals, Gentlemen of good worth. 
Which Lordſhip takes up ( together with another called 
Bridgemerebcing the Lands late purchaſed by Sir Roger wiltraham 
Knight,one of the Maſters of Requelts to the Kings Majeſty, and 
now, by marriage,appcrtaining tO that wilbraham that is the hope- 
full Heir of the houte of woodſey) the whole Conftine of this Hun- 
dred,upon a good part of Stafjord-ſbre, till we come to worme-hill, 
the goodly Harſion of the Egertors of that houſe 5 which houſe 
and demain, both do partake with either of the Shires, from 
whence we muſt turn our courle fall South,to take view of Checley, 
a beautiful Timber houſe, and fine Seat of the Race of the Perſalls 
of great worſhip , and ſo bend almoſt back again to two great 
Lordſhips, and ancient Seats, both of them Knights of renowned 
worth, Hatherton of the Smithes, and Dodington ot the Detvs, both 
of them at this day honoured with the owners ſingular merits, 
and high eſtimation. And the one Sir Thomas Delus being a Knighr 
lately advanced to the degree of a Baronet, The other, Sir Thomas 
Smith,for his great wiſdome, and accompliſhed ſufficiency, wor- 
thily at this time graced with the Government both of this Ho- 
nourable City,as Maiorz and of the County , as his Majeſties 
High Sheriff; in whoſe deſerved commendations, I am not wor- 
thy to ſpeak,being not able to do it as I ſhould. 
weever holding his courle toward Namptnich, hath on the other 
ſide of it Baddingtonga fair Demean, where alſo hath been an an- 
cient ſeat, being the Lands of Sir Robert Nedbam of Shavington in 
the County of Salop before-mentioned, and Arſtaftov, where he 
hath had goodly Woods that hath been the chief Store-houſe,and 


. Nurſery of that fewel they call w:chwod ; which being of twenty 


years growth,or thereabouts, is moſt fit for that ſervice, and hath 
uſually been fallen by yearly falls, as they call them, and fold to 
the Town of Namptmiche,tor the boyling of their Salt,and which is 
now worthy the recording the ingenuity and induſtry of provi- 
dence, which animated thereunto by the great charge and Jauda- 
ble encouragement of the ſaid Sir Robert Nedham, -hath in this age 
of ours, found out by the fide of the ſaid weever at Baddington, a 
Seth or pit of that Brine, whereof they make great plenty of very 
ood white Salt : as alſo upon the Bank,onthe other ſide, ſince the 
nding of this, is alſothe like within the Lordſhip of Hathertoz, 
in the Lands of Sir Thomas Smith ; In both which, they have ta- 
ken a more profitable way of boyling their Salt in Pans of Iron, to 
which the Pit-coals,which arc their ordinary fewel of that Coun- 
73 
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try ; and wiicreot riicre 1s great abundance not tar off in the'Con- 
fizcs burwceen the two Counties of Cheſter and Stafjord, 1s found a 
chcapcr and more compendious way,then that boyling in Pans of 
Leai,witi tewel onely of VVood,ulcd in all the 77ches ; which old 
wav, notwithſtanding the Boylers in the y:ches, will maintain to 
bc tie beit, and do moſt reſolutely and deſerved!y hold their Salt 
to bc unmatciable tor colour and goodneſle of anv other. 

Bur becaule peever approaching now unto Beriberton,an ancient 
ſear of the Griffius Elquires, of long continuance, and a fair Dc- 
mccain thereunto, it recetveth into the boſome tizcereot , one ſtour 
wartcr ti:at they call Betley water, of the place from whence it bc - 
gins, Lerusa little ſtep Eafterly again towards the head of the 
{ame water,and take view of y:1bbunbury,aChurch-towngand a Pa- 
r1ih Church to a great Precin&, and on every {1c to garniſhed 
and adorned with the Seats and Habitations of Baronets, Knights, 
and Gentlemen, as is {carce tobe found the like in any Couttry 
Pariſh,(o far remote from great and populous Cities : The name is 
{aid ro come from w1bba,a King : or, it I may fo gueſle,trom Hubl a 
a ercat Nobleman of the CAerciazs, 

Ti.c Vicarage hereof is in the gift of the Biſhop of Lichfield and 
Couentry, Neerunto the ſame Church, is ſcituare a fine Lordſhip 
and Town, with a decayed houſe, and demain of Sir Thomas Smith 
before-named;,called the Hough ; and next adjoyning ui:to it, rhe 
Lee, being an ancient Seat of Knights and Eſquires of that name, 
and now Sir Richard Lee,a Knight of worthy account;for wiſdom, 
an (1gular virtue; and to whom I ſtand particularly bounden 
for {pcciall favours received,which I mult ever acknowledge, 

[ thould think, that the water Lee that runneth by the skirt of 
this demain, ſhould give name to that River that is afterwards ſo 
called,and meets with the flood before they tall rogerher into the 
weever about Pool, ro which we ſhall comeanon : Bur firſt let us 
look a little more to the Weſt,where ſtands the Lordſhip of Blat- 
kerfail ; and next to that Hunſtertoz, a great part of them both,the 
Lands of Sir Thomas Delves, we come to Bartomley, a Pariſh and a 
Church; in which Townſhip we ſee an ancient handſome houſe, 
and demain,the Lands of the Caw:ons of Lawton ; and {rom a Lake 
hereabour,hath the wolwerz brook his firſt beginning, which run- 
ning by weſio,,a Lordſhip with an ancient Seat and Demain be- 
—_— to Sir Thomas Delus of Dodd:rngton afore-mentioned, run- 
nettiglong by Basford,a {ightly Habitation, ſometimes the Lands 
of the Bra-nlees, but now the Inheritance of Sir Robert Cholmende- 
ſleigh ; and ſo croſſing the Lee brook again, we may firſt on the one 
hand rake notice of Shav:zzgton,an ancient feat of the woodnothes, a 
name,(aith Mr,Cambder, deſcended from the Exgliſh Saxoxs ; the 
preſent Owner hereof, Joh woodruth Eſquire, a great Antiquary, 
and learned in the Laws; and on the other of Roppe, a Townſhip, 
which reacherh to another member thereof,called Stapley,in which 
there is anotier fair houſe and demain, anciently the ſear of Gen- 
tlemen of good eſteem of that name RKoppe, whole Iſſue-males are 
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now tailed, and the {ame come to the Polleſſions of Mr. Greez of 
Congleton by the Siſtcr of Roppe, now like to begin another name, 
but a ſtock of the ſame tree {t11]. , 

And from hence,having taken notice of one Townſhip, called 
wiliaſtoaand a little Parith calledw:laſton,which hath in it the ha- 
bitation of the althels, Gentlemen of good worth,to whom,and to 
the Pearſals,the Patronage of rhe Church there belongeth,& it had 
in it a diſcent ofGenrtlemen the Br:ndlays,now all worn our and for- 

otten. We are hereto enter upon the head rown of that Hundred, 
and of all che County,which 15 called Namptzzch vulgarly, bur in 
moſt of our ancient Deeds, and other Writings, w:cus Malbarns , 
Wich-Malhazk ; and had tae name from one william Malterge or 
Malbanc, who bad this place given him at the Normaz Conqueſt, 
and afterwards grew to be one of the Baronies of the Barons, made 
by the Earls of Cheſter , as we ſhall have occaſion hereafter to de- 
clare more at large. 

We doubt the firſt raiſing it to the greatnefle it hath, was from 
rhe goodnefle of the Salt there made: whereupon, and upon the 
whireneſle of it, the Brittazns called the Town 'Hellath-wez , the 
white Pit; which made them frequent it exceedingly, after thar 
King Henry the third had by topping up theſcPirs,and reſtraining 
all relief,which was hence gotten by the weljb-mez tor their need- 
full ſuſtenance : When all was quiet, and peace flouriſhed again, 
the Marker here began to be of great frequency ; beſides that, ir 
grew to be a ſpecial through-fair,for entertainment of all Paſlen- 
gers in the great Road from Lozdez to Cheſter ; and eſpecially 
{ince the Government of 7relazd,fell tothe Kings of Exglaxd; To 
which I may add, that ſpecial gift which God hath beſtowed on 
the ſoyl in and ncer to that place,for the excellency of the Cheeſe 
there made ; which,rotwithſtanding all the Diſputations, which 
many make to the contrary,and all the Tryals that our Ladies and 
Gentlewomen make in theirDairies,inother parts of theCountry, 
and other Countries of the Kingdome 3; yet can they never fully 
match the perte&reliſh of the right Namptnich Cheele : nor can, 
I think,that Cheeſe be equalled by any other made in Exrope, for 
pleaſantneſle of raſte,and wholeſomenefle of digeſtion, even in the 
daintieſt ſtomacks of them thar love ir. 

Whatſoever hath been the cauſes, or howſoever the Inhabitants 
there have had their invancement, ſure I am there can hardly be 
found a Town meerly uplandiſh, as we term it, neither traded 
unto by waters, nor enriched by any ſpeciall Trades or Manufa- 
Cures that hath ſuch a knot of wealthy and landed men in fo 
{mall a compaſſe, there being within the ſame 3o. or more that 
are uſually afleſſed inthe Kings Majeſtics Subſidies, to pay for 
Lands, and the greateſt part of them Gentlemen that pay with 
none of the meaneſt ranks, 

The Buildings within the ſame Town are very fair and near, 
and every ſtreet adorned with ſome peciall manſions of Gentlemen 
of good worth, the middle and the principal parts of the Town 
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being all new buildings,by reaſon of a lamentazle fire which hap- 
pened thcre in Azz0o 1533. that conſumed in one night all the 
dwellings from the River {1de, ro the other {ide of the Church, 
which Church it ſelf by the great mercy of God eicaped, and 
was left ſtanding naked without neighbours, ſaving onely the 
School-houle, in a few hours; yer ſuch were che eſtates of many 
the Inhabirants, and ſograciouſly did Queen E!;zabeth of bleſſed 
memory favour them, with her own earneſt turthering of a Col- 
Ie&ion through the whole Kingdom , and the bulineſſe ſo well 
managed by the care and induſtry of Sir Hugh Cholmly, Mr. Johz 
Maſterſon, and other the chief agents in the ſame, that the whole 
ſcite and frame of the Town ſo ſuddenly ruined, was with grear 
ſpeed re-edihed in that beautifull manner that row it is. 

The Church 1s very large, and of {o beauritull a ftruure com- 
poſed in form of a crofle, likethe great Minſtcrs or Cathedrals, 
and the Steeple creed in the middle Juncure of the Croſſe, with 
fair Iles on each {ide ; the Monuments therein few : thoſe that are 
here follow. 

That it belonged to the Abbey of Cumbermere is plain from 
hence, that indeed the ſame being claimed by the Pariſhioners of 
Afion, a great Pariſh Church within a mile of it, as it were bur 
a Chappelry of that Church; The ReQory of them both being 
appropriate to the {aid Abbot and his Covent, the one hath a Vi- 
caridge, the other a poor maintenance left by them out of that 
great commodity they reaped there, the ſame Impropriations be- 
ing now in better imployments ; though thoſe maintenances: yer 
remain towards the upholding of Gods ſervice, which I wiſh had 
means according to the great worth and dignity of the places. 

The noble Barony of wich Malbanc given by the firſt Earl Hugh 
Lupw, at the time of the Norman Conqueſt, to his kinſman william 
of Malberge, hath fince come by ſeveral branches of heires to a 
number of the great Families in the Country, and ſome others in 
remote parts, yet by continuance of time have almoſt all knir 
rog<tiier again, ſo that of more then twenty parts whereinto ir 
hath bcen diſperſed, it is at this day comeall again within two 
or t1ree portions, as I have hard, to be crtled inthe inheritance of 
Sir Rbe-t (holmley Baroner, who hath here the greateſt ſway and 
Jurit41&Rion, 

The manner of making this Salr here, and in the other wches, 
their authentique rules and cuſtomes which they have made a 
binding law unto themſclves for equall diviſion of the Brine to the 
ſevcrall owners of the w*< houſes therewith, Rooms for ſtowage 
of thcir wood, even to an inch; The limitations of the times to 
draiy the brine out of the Seith and conveying it by Troughs ut- 
ro tie ſeveral Wich-houſes, all comprehended under the term 
wailing, together with the venting the ſame into forra1gn parts, 
which is chiefly done in exchange of the beſt maylt thar the Shires 
toward the Champion do ſend.,1in Barrer for it; with many pretty 
ob{crvations from their continuall care and circumſpedtion, = 
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ricir pit thould lake, any old Rites ur autics, or cnar talt veln 
which may ſcem to accompany that water of eeves tor many 
miles rogether ſhould receive mixture or prejudice by tre(h 
Springs or other Impeachments : All theſc rhings I leave ro be 
read other where, knowing well their jealous love to be fuch to- 
wards this their beloved commodity, as I ſhould ſoon incur tome 
reprchenſion for being too buſte to look narrowly upon {uch a 
beauty. 

One happineſſe I will not forget to report, which it pleaſed our 
gracious King his moſt excellent Majeftie to adde unto them in 
Ano 1617, the 25, of eAuguſſ, who vouchſated ro make thar 
Town the lodging place for his Royal Perſon, and after he had 
for ſome hours accommodated himſelf in the houſe, then his 
Royall Ccurr, of Thomas Wilbraham Eſquire, it pleaſed him to walk 
ſo tar as to the Brinclceth, and with his cye to behold the man- 
ncr of the Well, and toobſecrve the labours of the Briners ({o they 
call the Drawers of the Brine) whoſe work it is to fetch it up in 
Lether buckets faſtned ro Ropes, and empricd into the Troughes, 
which Troughes convey it into the VVich houles, at which work 
thoſe Brincrs ſpend the coldeſt day in Froſt and Snow, without any 
cloathing more then a ſhirt with great chearfulnefle : And after 
his Majetties gracious enquiry among the poor Drawers of many 
things touching the nature of the ſame brine, and how they pro- 
ceeded to convert it into Salt, moſt Princely rewarding them 
with his own hand, his Majeſtic returned to the Court, 

The next day his Majcſtic was likewiſe pleaſed tro appoint a 
Sermon to be preached before him in the Church, and of his 
Princely graciouſneſle to ſtay whiles an Oration was pronounced 
by one of the Scholars of the School, which Sermon was then 
performed by a Divine of our own Countrey both by birth and 
dwelling, Mr.Thomas Dod, Archdeacon of Richmond, and to which 
his Majeſtie gave ſo great attention, and with the ſame was fo 
affected, as 1t pleaſed his Highnefle to grace the Preacher with 
his Princely and free cle@ion of him into the number of one of 
his Chaplains in Ordinary, which for the honour of our Country, 
and for an addition to the worth of this our eloquent and ſweet 
Preacher, I thought fit here to record. 

There hath been a little Chappel ſcituate near this Brineſeeth, 
dedicated, as ſome ſay, to St. Anze; what endowment it had, or 
what was the decay thereof, except I would report fabulous tales, 
I can make no relation. 

A ſtrong Timber-bridge over the ſtream of weever is main- 
tained by the Town, which asketh no little care and coſt, by rea- 
ſon of the boſterous carriages of the wood in Carts, which 1s thi- 
ther brought for the boyling of their Salt, | 

I might ſpeak of ſome charitable gifts that have been by well 
diſpoſed perſons given or bequeathed to charitable uſes, whereof 
to make mention, I tear me would be rather to queſtion their 
negle&, then to commend the Inhabitants that pretorm nor, for 

ought 
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oughtI know, the care that ſhould be taken in thar behalt, oncly 
che School which was tounded there by Mr. Jobz Thruſh, and Mr, 
Thomas Thruſh of Lond, \oolt-packers, 1s well and ſuſhcicotly 
upheld and maintained to the furticrance of reaching ric chil- 
dren of the poor and others; And an ancient and grave School- 
maſter of very near fifry years continuance, Mr, Xazdal/ Kent, yer 
Teachcr there with a Icarned aſhitant, a Maſter of Arts of Quecns 
Colledge in Oxoz. whole name is Mr. Shezton of Jaudable pains 
and induſiry, 

To which I muſt not omit to adde the late charitable erection 
of an Alm-houle tor {ix poor aged men, which Sir Koger w:lbra- 
bam Knight, Maſter ofthe Requelts to his Majeſtic, ( ſc:l. K. James) 
at the Towns=end, there new builded tor the ſaid fix perſons to be 
choſen our of Namptwich and of Aion Parith, allowing them cach 
one, an handſome lodging, a little garden, and five marks per az« 
zum towards their relict in the latter end of their old age, 

That worthy Knight gave other the like charitable gitrs in his 
life-time in other places, which 1 will nor hcre recice; this I 


think very pertinent to this place, becauſe here at this end of 


Namptwich he had his birth and breeding, being a younger brother 
of that Houſe formerly mentioned, where his Highneſſe was lod- 
ged, and branched frcm the houſe of w:llrahams of woodey, long 
aged, and by one of his co-hetrs like again now to return a_grear 
tribute in Augmentation to the ſame houſe from whence he 
came, 124 

It may not ſeem amiſſe though I reckon it not as a note of: An- 
tiquity, yet (out of my love) to note one luſtre ro that Town, 
That into the five entrances into the ſame which way ſoever you 
come, your eye is entertained witha fair Gentlemanly houſe ar 
the end or entry of the firſt ſtreet every way ; as namely this 
which is called the welſh Rowe, with that of Mr, w:lbrahams, that 
of Beam ſtreet,” where they hold yer weekly great market of Car- 
cc], with a fine houſeof the Maznwariags, and now belonging to 
the Right Worſhiptul and worthy ingenious Knight Sir Dudley 
Nortoz, Secretary to his Majeſties Councel in 7relayd; That of 
the Hoſpital ſtreet, with a fair Timber-houſe of Mr. Razdal Church 
a Gentleman of ſingular integrity, That of the Pillory ftrecr, 
with a very ancient houſe of the Worſhipful race of the Maſter- 
ſons ; and Barkers ſtreet, or Mills ſtreet, with a fine brick houſe 
of Mr. rights ; To ſay nothing of a great number of very fair 
houſes and neat buildings diſperſed here and there throughout the 
middle parts of the Town. Here are alfo fair and profitable Mills 
for the ſervice and uſc of the Town, which are the inheritance of 
Sir Richard Egerton Knight before mentioned, 

And fo taking only notice of a fine Common called the Croach 
belonging to this Town, and extending ir ſelf from the end of rhe 
Beam ſtreet by weever (ide to the length of a mile and a half, or 
rather more, and in breadth of abour a quarter of a mile, which 
1s an excellent Paſture, and upon which the- Inhabitants _ 

their 
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ther Cattcl tummcred there, paying a ſmall rent for it; ro the 
number of four or five hundred every year, to their great com- 
modity, and no {mall relict unto the poor. Onely ho view of 
Alveſton where the Preſtlands were fomerimes owners of grear 
Lands ; ſo take leave of Namptwich. And firſt look upon that pare 
of the Hundred , which within the compaſle of the winding 
ſiream of weever we left unviewed, 

Having firſt viewed on the South Weſt of Namptnich, a Lord- 
ſhip called Eadlaſtoz, which was anciently belonging to the Ful- 
hurts of Crew, a great name now almoſt extinguiſhed ; and an- 
other called Sound, a Town well repleniſhed with good Farmes 
we ſee Badaily with a little Church, and an ancient Seat that be- 
longs to Sir Randal Manwarring Knight, and hath been anciently 
the {car of the Preters, who were in this Countrey a Race of great 
poſſeſſions, bur are alſo long {ince utterly worn out and ſwallowed 
up of other names, 

This is a goodly Demain,and hath becn anciently a great Nur- 
ſery for Wood and Timber, as it is now for Corn and Graſfle, 
which exchange cannot be much faulred, it is an entire Pariſh of 
ir ſelf, though ſome contend that it hath been bur a member of 
Afon Pariſh z but in our memory the ReQory there by it ſelf 
hath been fully proved and confirmed. Part of this Lordſhip 
hath deſcended ro the Anceſtors of the Bruertons of Haudford of 

reat place, in which is arich Farm called Blackhurft,which hath 
enthe birth place of one Race of the Daverports. 

And now all the Towns and ſpatious extents between us and 
the ſtream of eever of this Welt fide of it, till yon come to 22 
ſhal, are all contained wirhin the Pariſh of that Mother Church 
of Afon, being to the number of 14, Townſhips. From the ve- 
ry Townes-endof the Weſt of Namptpich, begins Aon, leading 
almoſt a mile upon a fair ſtone Cauley, or pavement, up unto the 
ſaid Church, upon which as you Pa e offers it {cli ro your view 
a moſt neat and beautifull houſe of brick lately ere&ed by Ralph 
wilbraham Eſq, another younger brother of thoſe wilkrahams of 
Namptwich in the place of an ancient Capitall Meſle called Dar- 
ford, or rather Durfold, which belonged anciently to the Earls of 
Darty, 

We may well think it worth taking notice of a goodly Com- 
mon lying near unto this Church, by name Ravezſmore, but vul- 
garly Raxmore, extending it felf more then a mile in length, and 
almoſt half that breadth , a very ſweet and fruirfull piece of 
_ at which many mens teeth have watcred, but hath been 

y Gods providence (raiſing up divers noble Gentlemen to ſtand 
againſt rheencloſing of it) hitherto preſcrved for the relicf of the 
poor neighbours to1t, and others, Upon the ſide of ir Weſtward, 
we obſcrve ap ancient Gentlemans Seat called Swarley,which hath 
long belonged tothe Mamrairings of (harringham, another great 
branch of that famous name; and ſo we come to two Intertnixed 
Townfhips,the one Burland, whereof the moſt part of irharth been 
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appendant tothe Juritdiction of Baddzley,the other Briudley,where- 
in [only norte a fair Seat and demain of Mr. w:il;am Allen a Gen: 
tleman of good reſpett. 

And ſo we come to Faddrley, another member, or rather cntire 
Lordſhip of ir felt, divided betwecn the houſes of Peever and 
Iandford ; and hereunto lyeth adjoyning the Demain and Hall of | 
11004hey, which as it was the firſt place where my fcet had ſome | 
reſt after the variable courſes of my youth, fo I could here lon | 
dwell upon the remembrances of that ever worthy honoured 
owncr of ir, and of me his moſt unworthy ſervant, Thomas wilbra- 
ham Eſquire, it even here my Ink were not forced to give place 
to the tcars that fall from my cyes. But whar need I think upon 
che commending of him, the world rakes knowledge of his worth. 
The God whom he ſcrved is the God of his Seed, the blefling of 
Heaven is upon his houſe, and fo I hope and pray it may long 
continue : Much might be {aid concerning the now poſſeflour of 
his place and virtues, Sir R:chard Wilbraham Knight and Baronet ; 
but for me to fay it, it were to diſcover my own weaknefle, and 
to argue my folly,that I knew not his wiſdom,wherof all others | 
take ſo much notice, That which is nor ſo meerly perſonall in | 
him, I hope will be out of the compaſſe of Adulation ro remem- f 
ber, that beſides an hereditary wiſdom from his ſaid Father, he " 
is holden to be partaker of the like Inheritance from both his moſt 1 
worthy Grandfathers R:chard wilbraham Eſquire, Maſtcr of the \ 
Jewcl-houſe ro Queen Mary,- who Princely rewarded his worthy | 
ſervice unto her, and Sir Hugh Cholmley the elder, who was like- ; 
wiſe Grandfather to Sir Robert (holmley Baronet now, as was for- IHR 
merly noted. 

So we return Northward, and ſtepping a little back again, take 
view of Hurlſtoz, where the honourable Sir Thomas Savage hath 
worthy Lands, and by it Stoke, a fine Lordſhip, and a near Capi- 
rall houſe purchaſed trom cAſtoz of 4ſtoz, and now poſſeſled by 
Edward Minſhall Gentleman, beneath which Townſhip of Hurlſto WO OH 
lyes Hezahull, where once ſtood a fair Seat of -the Claytovs Gent: OFTEN | 
now almoſt worn out ; and the worleſtoz, wherein are Scats of * 1 64: \TORE 
Gentlemen of the :1brahams, Graftons, and Chetwoods, from which _* 
laſk mentioned houſe, the Father of an honourable and worthy | 
Knight, Sir Richard Chetwood of warkworth in the County of Oxov. 11; 
within ſome mens memorics yet living, did difcend. (Pi 
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The next to theſe are three Townſhips of the names of the 


Pooles, and in them three fair Demains, and ſcemly houſcs, the 
inherirances of the Ehocks, and the Lezceſters, where allo was an 
ancient Houſe of Boydels, a race of Gentlemen of worſhip in this 
County, now worn out; and adjoyning to thele is Afton juxtz 
Moadram, which name argues, ſome ſad, that the Parlezs of the 
Forrcſt of Delamore, have extcnded thus far ; and there 1s a Seat 
of the Aſtozs, and another of the weevers, Gentlemen, and ano- 
ther of the Brayzes, with a very large and ancient Demeſne and 
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Mill of tne wheritance of Koters Cholmley Baronet, often men- 
tioned, 

From hence we come to Cholmeſtoz, a great Precin&, which 
hath anciently been the Lands of the Lerghs of Ruſhall in St afford- 
ſhire, but now belong to the Right Honourable Earl of Bridgwater, 
who hath in the ſame a goodly Demain, with an ancient Seat cal- 
led the Hall of Cholmeſtor, but now much ruinated. 

Art the Confines of this Pariſh we {ce next Mzzſhall alittle Pa- 
riſh impropriated with a Church in the Town, and near unto ir 
the Hail of 31zſball a very ancient Seat which hath continued 
the Succeſſions of a Worſhipfull Race in its own name,and never 
could boaſt of a more ſufficient , for many Gentlemanly parts, 
then the now Lord of it, Joh 2ſhall Eſquire, yet now that Suc- 
ccſſion liketh to divert into another houſe by his only daughter 
and heir,which is by Gods own appointment now married to The- 
mas Cholmley Eſquire, brother of that ſaid Sir Robert. And near 
alſo to the Church upon the other {ide of eever a very fine houſe 
called Hoograves; the inheritance of the heirs of the beſt of rhe 
Aſtons of Aſton. 

And here we muſt again ſtep over the water of weever at Min- 
ſbll- Bridge, where another branch of the ſame Mzſhals have an 
ancient inheritance, and a fair Houſe & Demain called Erdſwrck, 
from whence we muſt go more Southerly ro Le:ghton,where you 
ſhall find a fair Seat of the Anceſtors of the Erdſwicks, no doubt 
deriving that name from the place aforementioned ; but now 
grown into a race of great worſhip, whoſe chief reſidence is at 
Sand in Stafjordſhire. 

In this Townſhip of Lezghtoz is alſo another fine Seat, which 
hath been poſleſled by a race of ancient Gentlemen the Brooks, 
from which Houſe thoſe of Nortoz lately are deſcended, but the 
ſame now alſo for want of Ifſue male is diverted another way,and 
is by purchaſe by the Lady {holmley (as 15 {aid) aſſured to the ſaid 
Thomas Cholmley her youngelt ſon, a Gentleman of much regard 
and rowardlinefle, 

From hence leaving onthe right hand a Townſhip called wool- 
ſton-wood, a place likely to have had noſmall ſtore of that com- 
modity;zwe come unto the Coppezhals, whereof one is a Church- 
Town, having the Pariſh Church in it, the — whereof 
belongeth to the Biſhop of Coventry and Lichfield, The other cal- 
led Mozks Coppenball ; but to which Society of that brood it once 
belonged, I know not; 

Church-Coppenball is and and hath been famous for the plentiful- 

nefle of Mujes, fo they call the ſoft Boggy ground from whence are 
digged thc 1quare ſtudds of ſoft looſe carth in the Summer time, 
which being well dryed in the Sun, becomes a,good and ready 
tuell, and ſerves togreat uſe, And within this Townſhip is an an- 
cient Seat of one of the Foulhwrſts, diſcended from them, late Lords 
of Crew, which is called the Hall of Shaw, now almoſt gone to de- 
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cay, and divers Lands thereot fold and ditperied. 
Eaſtward hereunto advanced to the view of many miles every 
way » lifts up it ſelf that ſtarcly Fabrick of rhe Hall of Crew, 
which for many years afotcgoing,had drooped and fallen in much 
decay, as it were lingring and longing for one that might raiſe up 
that name and Seat; for ſo Mr, Cambdez hath in theſe words, 4 
place inhabited in old time by a notable Family of that name, which ha- 
44g been the poſſeſſion, for ſome Ages, of the Falſhurſts, men of great 
Revenues in theſe parts, is now again made happy by the purchafe of Sir 
Randall Crew Xz#gbt, one of the Kings Majeſties Sergeants at Law, 


_ one of the moſt Reverend and Learned Sages of the Law in theſe 
ayes: 


The Proſpe# of Crew Hall; 
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Who hath brought intotheſe remote parts a modell of that ex- 
cellent form of building which is now grown to a degree beyond 
the building of old times for loftineſſe, fightlineſſe, and pleaſant 
habitation, as in and nearunto Loxdoz, we ſee many in this Age 
of ours. 

The next neighbour yet further Eaſtward unto this is Haſtr7g- 
ton, being an handſome freer in the Rode way, and adorned with 
a Chappel that belongs to the Pariſh of Berthomley ; but that which 
is the Fief ornament of this Lordſhip, is the Seat of that Family 
of the Yernons deſcended from thoſe Barons of the name of Ship- 

Kk 2 broke, 
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broke, which I have ſome hope to be betrcr turnithed in the due 
place ro ſpeak of more at large, and content my felf here fo give 
1r that whereof it may not a linle glory, that the ownet thereot 
now is a worthy Gentleman, George Vernon Efquire,fo well known 
for the grear eſtimation he hath tor a grear learned Lawyer, that 
I nced tay no more, | 

Another ancient Gentlemans Seat there is in this Precinct of 
the Coors, of good account ; but now I take it by the heir-gene- 
call, itis diſcended to that name of the #a/tho{s, and within the 
lame is that great Mere called Cakehanger-&fear, from whence 
begins that water which afterwards gets rhe name of Fulbyook till 
1t meets with wheleck, 

Beyond this there remains only Alſacher, the name of a Town- 
ſhip, and the race of a good Family in the ſame, and Haſſal, from 
whence great Families may ſera to have gotten their name, bur 

_trom what houſe therein 1am nor inſtructed ; and then to confine 
this Hundred, lyes Bechtor, a goodly large Scignory, the moſt 
part of which hath bcen the poſſeſhop ot the Anceſtors of the 
Dar exports of Hentury men of greax'place, bur now 1s this Betch- 
3072 _ into ſome other owners, and one great part of it the 
preſent inheritance of Thomas wilkraham of Namptwich Eſquire,for- 
merly mentioned, | 
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Northwich Hundred. 


He ſhape of the Northwich Hundred is Triangular, and of 
that Figure which the Geometricians call Am4ligonwn 
Scalenum , that is of three unequall ſides, with one blunt 
angle, and two acute Angles ; the firſt Acute Angle of 
rheſe points upon 7r77-gton Bridge beyond Northwich, almoſt at 
Marbury ; The fecond acute Angle points at Lawton gate rowards 
Adeley; and rhe blunt angle falls about Ruſhton, on the back of 
{onrerton, where the warcr of Beedulph meets with Dare. 

The point of Lawtox gate gives us good occaſion to begin there 
our view of this Hundred, as being next unto Betchtoz, where we 
ended the other. This took the name of the paſſage there, into 
Stafforajhire, and is part of the Pariſh of Lawton; which Church 
of Lawton is near urto it, and by the ſame the ancienr Seat and 
Hall of Lawton, where there have continued many diſcents of 
Eſquires of the ſame name, the Heir of the houſe now in mino- 
rity, and matcht into the noble Race of the Sreyds, a man of great 
worſhip and account, and of ample revennes in Staffordſhirezwhich 
] rather notre, becanfe = have great poſlefſions in this County; 
and this Countrey, and efpecially this Ciry of Chefter, boaſteth, 
thar hence rhey had thett Jarvrns 

From thence we turn Northward towatds Rhode, the name of a 
Town, and of a Race of Gentlemen of the ſame name, and fo by 
Keut-Green, a Hamlet near the foot of that famous Mountain cal- 
led Morle-Coppe, and from whence begins the water that after- 
wards obtainerh the name of the zhelock, making his farft paflage 
ncar unto Moreton, wherein are two very fatr Demains, and the 
rwo Honſes of worthy Gentlemen and Eſquires, of moſt ancient 
continuance ; the one of the ſame name of Moreton, and which, 
as I have heard, gave breeding to that famous Biſhop CAſoreton, 
which in the time of R:chard the Third, the Ufſnrper, contrived 
char projet of rhe marriage of the two Heirs of the Houſes of 
York and Lazcafter, from whence proceeded the happinefle that 
we enjoy at this day ; rhongh I know others derive hts birrh from 
[another place]. The other 15 of the Zellots, whoborh in thisCounty 
and ales, have been and are Efquires of great worth, the owners 
now 1:14am Moreton and John Bellot of Moreton, Eſquires, 

The phelock ſhall now lead us on declining moreto the Weſt, 
which here gives name to a Townſhips and therein ro the ancient 
Seat of Leverſage of whelock Eſquires, of fpeciall accompt, and 
now the poſſeſſions of a very worthy and wife Gentleman mill;am 
Leverſage, Eſquire, ; 

From whence we turn again a little Northerly ro view Sand- 
bach, whoſe Church and lotty Steeple drawes our eye to behold 
it, and wheretn Sandbach, is a pretry Market Town, and hath be- 


longed long to the noble race of Knights of the Ratcliffes of ak 
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(ball 1n Lancajiares and the kcaruation of this Town 1s very delight- 
ſome. The caict Seignory thereof now belongs to.the worthy 
Knight betare mentioned, Sir Razdal Crew. Mr. Cambden in his 
dclcription of Derby, took occaſion to delight his Reader with a 
diſcourſe of the nappy Ale of Darby; Let me have a little leave 
to touch upon that Subje&t ; Our Alc here at Sandbach being no 
Icfle famous then thar for a true nappe. And I have heard men of 
deep experience in that clement contend for the worth of ir, that 
for true dagger ſtuffe, ir ſhould give place ro none; and it that 
Ale got name jrom Oel, as he ſaith, the old Dazrſh word, I know 
not why this may not almoſt with as little variation come from 
Oil, beipg almoſt as ſubſtantiall in the handling, as oyl is, and 
juſtifies that 01d report of the merry Poet,

When we have looked a little behind Sandbach, and taken no- 
tice of Arcl:d,a little Townſhip,and of Smethwick ; which Town- 
ſhip and Houſe, in thar of an ancient continuance, gave name to 
the Smethwick there to this day continuing, and yet in the poſleſſi- 
on of william Smethwick Eſquire, a man much beloyed, and well 
reſpeted;we turn again to follow our whelock water,which after ir 
hath ſhewed at w:wiley, a good part thereof the Lands of George 
Vernon Eſquire,and Moulton, wego by Eltworth, in which Mr, Ra- 
ver hath a new fair houſe. 

And then holding ſtill by our River fide, wherein the Fulbrook 
water meetcth it, we ſtepover into that goodly Lotdſhip of war- 
micham,whcre lies a ſpacious Demean, large Farms, fine Rents, 
Pariſh Church, and all now belonging to Crew-Hall before-men- 
tioned; and, by purchaſe, the poſſciſion of the ſaid Sir Randal 
Crew,ot which they areall not a little glad, the ſaid Sir Randal be- 
ing Patron of the Rectory there, 

And herc again we approach to yeewer fide, upon which are 
{cituate rwo great Lordſhips ; the one,Occleſto;and the other vim- 
boldſley,in which are Freeholders of the Yer ables,and of the Kinſies; 
and neer unto theſe, lies a member of 24;»ſbal, but diſtinguithed 
by the name of 2zſhal Vernon, by fome Owner anciently of that 

ouſe of the YVernons, a goodly extent of Farms, and of Paſtures, 
and of Woods, which have been purpoſcly nouriſhed 3 for wich 
Woods,and the Poſlcſſion of that now,as I take it, belongs to one 
of the warburtozs, a Gentleman born in Cheſhire, but dwelling in 
Hampſhire, 

Bur to look a little Eaſtward again,there lics Lay a fine houſc, 
and ſpacious Demean, the Lands of wiliam Brereton of eA Jbley 
Eſquire ; and next to that Cliwe,or Cleaue, a great Precind : neer 
unto which,is {cituate a Demean, and fair old houſe, called the 
Nuzubouſe,that was anciently belonging to Sir Thomas Holcroft,and; 

now 
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now the Lands of Thomas Aarbury of Marbury Eſquire. 

From thence, we {till tollow the weever courte towards the fur- 
rhctt acute point of this Hundred, onely noting the places on the 
Bank of ir on the Eaſt fide, which are firſt warton, a fruitful vein 
of Land; and ſo we come to Ez oz,A Lordihup of Sir w:ll:am Brere- 
104,and then we {ce the Church and Parith of Davenham, or Dane- 
ham,tor it takes name of Daze the River, which now on the other 
ide of this Church,approacheth with all ſpeed, haſtening to meer 
with weever,In which Davezbam, we obſerve a good fair,and moſt 
ancient built Church, with a Spire Steeple to be ſeen farre every 
way ; and juſt by it a great Parlonage,now in the hands of the re- 
verent Dean of Cheſter ; the Patron whereof, is that Honourable 
Knight and Baronet Sir Thomas Savage, often and moſt worthy to 
be remembred, 

And not far from hence , the Seat of the Holfords of Davenham, 
Gcutlcmen of a good wotth,and a very ancient diſcent, deriving 
themſelves from Sir Gecrge Holford of Holford Knight, who were 
{cared there by marriage of one of the Daughers and Heirs o Bret, 
ancient Gentlemen of that Pariſh z whereof there is an ancienr 
Monument of eAlablafter in a Chappel of that Church : Another 
of the ſame Coheirs was marricd to Mr.w:ch of Alderley. 

Betwixt this,and the Northwich, lies the Townſhip, with a fair 
houſe and demean ; whercof the Owner Ralph Leſtwich Eſquire, 
hath continued the ſame name of the place of great antiquity 
yet now by the Heir-General of his Heir, is like to paſle into ano- 
cher name ;to wit,y/lliam Oldfreld Eſquire ; which Houſe hath al- 
fo a Chappel and burial place in the ſame Church. 

We muſt needs take a little pains to retire back again, that on 
the other fide of whelock watcr,we may proceed where we left, ro 
fetch the view of the middle parts of this Hundred on both fides 
of Dane. 

To paſle by the Lordſhips of TeFoz and Moſtor, next to Eltoz, 
where we lett, which are members of warmizcham ; we {ce next 
Bradwal,a Seat anciently of the Baringtons, and now a Poflcſſion of 
one of the Oldfields, a Gentleman, obtaining the ſame lately , by 
marrying the daughter of Barizgtonzand ſo we paſle along by thar 
famous AMere,called the Bagmere, being very large and deep ; and 
trom irruns a water called Croco , which quickly haſtens , ro en- 
creale the Daze : It here I ſhould either paſle in filence, or call in 
queſtion that common report of the Trees in the Pool, which are 
{aid to lift up themſelves into ſight above the water, before ſuch 
time as any Heir of the houſe of the Breretoxs the Owner thereof 
dierh,I ſhould be thought roonice and ſtrict, in giving way tothe 
Current of all Writcrs, and too injurious to the Vonder-tellers 
of all Agcs : ButI profcſſe a love to Truth ; and by ſuch enquiry as 
LI ave made] could never learn,that the worthy Knights and Ow- 
ners themſelves of that great Seat, have much regarded that ob- 
{crvation,but rather thought(as for my own part I do) that the ri- 
ling fometime of thoſe Trees, is for the time meecrly accidental F 
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aid tor tug tignitication nothing at all, bur cven as other the like 
bulks and bodies of VVood, or Earth, or other ſubſtance, that lie 
Hoating in deep waters, which by Winds, or other natural moti- 
ons do {tirreare diverſly raiſed or deprefled ; fo theſe , at ſome 
tirac,are ſo carrycd by ſome natural cauſe, not ſo fully appearing 
to mens underſtanding. And 1f once,or twice,in many Ages,fuch 
an accident fall out,at,or bctore the death of an Heir, as eaſily it 
may come to paſle,this hath more force togive Wings unto ſuch 
a flying Report, than ten Experiences to the contrary ſhall ever 
call in again. To ſay nothing,that Chriſtian Faith and Religion 
tcacheth,the Heirs of that, and of every other noble houſc,that as 
they want not Preditions every day and hour that they live, to 
eel] them that they ſhall die ; ſo muſt they never look tor ſuch a 
priviledge , as to havea meſlengerto tel] them the certain time 
when it thall be, 

* ButI ſtay too long upon. this :I could wiſh,thar thoſe Trees may 
lielong unſeen ; fo that we ſtill fee the worthy Owner of that 
magnificent place Sir wilzam Brereton Knight, to continue till a 
worthy Governour in his Countrey ; a man, whom the world ac- 
knowledgeth to have ſpent his ſtudy,his carehis years, even now 
toa full —_— in the upright managing of the great Aﬀairs of 
the Countrey, both for the Military Forces, and forthe Politicall 
Government,with admirable commendation,and ſingular integri- 
TY. 
: I might ſpeak of the ſtately houſe of Breretoz, being one ofthe 
fineſt compleat Buildings of Brick in this County, But to paſſe ir 
over,haſting to other places,having firſt rold you, that Breretoy be- 
ing a Pariſh the ſaid Sir william Breretos is Patron thereof. 

To paſle over thoſe great ſpacious Heaths and Commons, that 
lie every way diſperſed inthis part of the Hundred ,which as they 
have in long continuances been cropt and fnipt round about their 
Borders on every fide : fo, the induſtry of future of Ages, and po- 
pulouſneſſe of all places , if it ſhould encreaſe as 1t hathdone, 
would bring them in time to a narrower compaſle, Ve come next 
to the Pariſh of Auſtbury,a goodly Church, with a lofry Spire Stee- 
ple, and the Weſt Porch of it as high as the Porch ir (elf, 

In the Church-yard are two very ancient Monuments of ſtone, 
being theSepulchres ofKnights,whoſec vp —_—_— lye upon them. 
their Eſcuchions have barres, which may , for ought can be 
known, except the Colours were known, be aſcribed to the An- 
ceſtors of the Breretors, Venables, or Aatnwatrings, though there 
be alſo ſome others that put in claims to them, 

This Parith of Auſtbury extendeth far,and tothe Precin&s theres 
of appertain many of thoſe Houſes of Note, which we have al- 
ready, and ſhall yet mention in this view, 

The goodly Parſonage alſo we may not omit, which hath for 
Scata very ancient convenicnt houſe, even juſt at the Eaſt end of 
the Church-yard; the ReQory there having been of long time as 
1t were, buficd in other affairs, now begins to prepare her ſelf for 
che 
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the entertainment of her worthy Incumbent, Mr. Archdcacon 
Dodde, before mentioned in Namptmich Hundred, who arc like 
ſhortly to have a glad mecting to rejoyce more ſweetly together 
for evcr hcreaftcr, 

This Pariſh alſo boaſts it ſelf to be the mother of Congleton or 
Congerton, from the ancient name of Azthonins of Condate, Which 
Town of Copgertos being a fine frequented mercate, and ſcituate 
upon the River Daze; and another {maller brook there called 
Howtie, hath been long of great eſtimation, and graced with the 
dignity of a Maior and fix Aldermen for their government ; and 
they have had a handſome Chappel in the Town, though they 
acknowledge Auſtkary their Pariſh Church, 

And hence we purpoſe to take direQion at this ſtream of Daze, 
to lead us unto the view of thereſt of this Hundred. Beyond 
xalfield lyeth the Water called Daze-1uch. Stepping over to the 
North {ide of Daze, we will now bend our courſe Weſtcrly ; and 
firſt take view of Radzor, the name of a fair Lordſhip, and which 

ave name to an ancient Family now cxtin& ; and trom whence 
1t came to the wilbrahams of Woodbey, and is ſince that,diſperſcd un- 
to other Owners, 

We come next to Sommerford a fine Lordſhip, and pleaſant Sear 
of an ancient deſcent of that name ; but- now by marriage with 
the Heir-generall thereof, poſſeſled by a worthy well qualified 
Gentleman ?h:l:p Oldfeld Eiquire, the fon of Philip Oldfield, a late 
induſtrious and learned Lawyer of this County ; within this is 
alſo a fair Houſe and Demean of another ancient deſcent of Gen- 
tlemen of the Swetezhams, enjoyed now by Edm, Swetenham , 
Eſquire. | 

And theſe Gentlemen it ſeems had their names from the next 
neighbouring Pariſh called Swetezbam, which ſtands upon the 
ſame ſide of the Daze, and hath a little Church and a Rectory by 
it, being a good Benefice in thegift of Sir Joh Davezport Knight. 
And there we think good to ſtep over Daze inthe Demain of Da- 
verport, and take notice of thoſe places which lye berwixt this 
River and the Cyoco, till we come tothe meeting place of thoſe two 
Waters. The firſk whereof is the Seat and Scite of Davenport, 
vulgarly Dazport, a moſt ancient poſſeſſion of the Daverports 
Kaights and Eſquires of good account, the preſent owner where- 
of 1s Sir Joh Daverport Knight, who in eAzzo 1617, being high 
Sheriffe of the County, and performing his ſervice and duty to 
his excellent Majeſtic here in his Highneſle progrefle, at his ta- 
king leave in the confines of the County, his Majeſty not onely 
gave him thanks for his attendance, bur of his Royall benignity 
called him to come near him, and beſtowed upon him the degree 
of Knighthood, and graccd him with a pleaſant princely fare- 
well, You ſhall carry me this token to your wife z graciouſly {o meant 
by his Majeſty : but the Gentlewoman having indeed before that 
attained to a bettcr Ladiſhip, being gone to her Lord and Saviour 
in Heaven, 
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1oditcourie here, WHEUWET All THE Many great and atucTiIcnt dc- 
{ccnts of the name of Daterports ſo plentitul in this County had 
their firſt originals from this Houſe, is a Task, which I am not 
well furniſhed tor. 

Holding our courſe then full Weſt, we come next to Hoolmes 
Chappell, alias (hurch-halme, which is a member of the Parith of 
Sandbach, and a place well known by the Church in the fame,and 
alſo by the ſcituation, being a baiting-place 1n the great Road 
way out of Laxcaſhire towards Loxdon z And where allo thacr 
bridge is built by Jo. Nedham Eſquire, whoſe Heir now Sir Robert 
Nedham of Shauington in the County of Salop. Knight, hath here a 
Demean and fair Lands in this Lordſhip. 

And next tothis, we come to Cotto, a ſcat of an ancient deſcent 
of the ſame name, the Heirs thereof now in Minority, to which 
adjoyneth Sprouſtozz, a member of that great Fee ſo called of K:z- 
derton, And in this Sprouſtoz, therc is of the Trevits, and ſome other 
Free-holders,Charterers to Kizderton, And becaulc that a fair De- 
mean lies here in ſight,though on the other ſide of Dane , we will 
note it as we go,and that is B:lezgh belonging to Peter Shakketley of 
Hulme Equire z and ſo we come to the {a1d Kizdertonthar ancient 
Barony,who onely of allthe reſt of the Barons of the Earls of Che- 
ſter,{fince the Noxman Conqueſt have continued in a tucceſſiveline 
of the Heirs Males,and even lately when ir was atthe point of fai- 
ling, and even likely in all mens account to have been tranſplant- 
cd, it pleaſed God in his providence to raiſe a Succeſlour of the 
ſame ſtem : who at this preſent is a towardly young Gentleman 
Peter YVezables Eſquire, Baron of Kinderton, who though ſcarce 
out of his minority, is likely to repleniſh the ſame (if God will) 
with a fruittull increaſe of his race, having an heir male by a 
daughter of Sir Richard wilbraham of woodhey Knight and Baroner, 
To {peak of the large extent of this Fee and Barony, and how ma- 
ny Knights, Efquircs, and Gentlemen hold Lands, and do ſervice 
to the Court there holden, were now betide my purpoſe, though 
it would tend much to the dignity of that great Lordſhip. 

It is neighboured by the ſecond Town of the Hundred, another 
of the famous wches, and by reaſon of the (cituation between rhe 
other two called Middlewich, being a Market Town, and in the 
{ame two Brineſecths or Salt-pits, and great ſtore of Salt there is 
made and vended into parts both near and remotc. 

The Church there 15a very fair one, the Pariſh extending it 
{clf into many Townſhips round about ; the Chancell lately Re- 
edified by Sir william Brereton Knight,Patron of the Redtory there. 
In which Church is a fair Chappell, an4 peculiar buriall place ot 
that great Race of the Yeratles, 

And in another part thercot, the ancient name of the Buckley, 
as 15 probable by tome ancicnt glaſſe Windows yct there remain- 
ing. 

Through this Town runs the Croco, and now upon the far fide 
of it, we wlll take with us the view of V:wten. 2 Townſhip on 
the 
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the Welt fide of M:ddienich, and a member of it, And then more 
Northerly of Stanthorz, wherein 1s an ancicnt Scat and difſcent of 
the wallyes of Stanthorn ; and next to it Boſteck, ancicntly Boteſtock, 
a Seat of Knights of that name, which by a daughter came after- 
wards to a more famous name, and yet remaineth the- inheri- 

trance of the Honourable Sir Thomas Savage Knight and Baronet ; 

yer may it not be amiſſe to give you here Mr, Cambaez's note, That 

out of this Houſe of Boſtock ſprung @ goodly number of the ſame name tn 
Cheſhire, Shropſhire, Barkthire, azd elſewhere, 

Burt now we muſt again ſtep over the Croco, even there where 
mecting wirh Dare, it loſeth its name of Croco, and yer gives name 
to Croxtos,, an ancient {eat of onerace of the Mainwairings by an 
Heir-generall,oft whom it is now come to the poſleſſion of Michael 
another ſon of Philip Oldfield Eſquire, the Lawyer, whom former:- 
ly we mentioned ; and to another deſcent of Gentlemen of long 
continuance and owners of a fine Houſc and Demean called Crox- 
to: of Ravenſcreft, which place alſo hath given name to a Wor- 
ihipfull Family , who though they have ſome Lands, till their 
inheritance near hereunto, yet are planted in Fl:ntſhire, and near 
unto the City of Cheſter, being now called the Raverſcrofts of Bret- 
ton, | 

Now while we are here, it is good to take with us the view of 
Lees, a Townſhip, thar lies as a member of 3:le;gh before mentio- 
ned; Andof Crarradge, a Townſhip,that next unto the Bridge we 
ſpake of at Hulmes Chappell, extends ut {elf to that ancient ſear (the 
name ſpeaks that) called the Hermitage ; howſoever of old get- 
ting the name from the ule, that then ir was put unto, of ſome 
holy mans ſolitary retire, yet now ſerves to better purpoſe,having 
a goodly demean lying to it, and being lately the inheritance of 
Hugh winnizgton Eſquire z And is now frequently viſited, not as 
an Hermitage for ſuperfticious devotion, but as an oracle for coun- 
{ell and advice, how poor Clients may with moſt ſafety and eaſe 
compole ſuirs and troubles : wherein that Gentleman the owner, 
as well for his great experience in the pra&ique- proceedings of 
Law Cauſes, as for his ſingular humanity and gentleneſle, was 
' very famous ; his fon and heir is Lawence winnington, 

Near unto which lycs Twemlow , and thercin an ancient ſcat of 
the Boothes of Twemlow Gentlemen, And fo we paſle into thar 
{patious Precin&t of Rudbeath,a wide Common, containing a large 
circuit, and which hath in old time had a Sancuary m 1t, with 
priviledges thereunto, ſuch as howſoever intended bythofe Foun- 
ders in pity and compaſſion to poor offenders, that had caſually 
fallen into criminall fads, yet in the abuſe of them provoked to 
be encouragement to wiltull and deſperate tranſgreflours, and 
therefore juſtly demoliſhed. This Radheath 1s bordered about by 
divers great Demeans, and by Houſes of Gentlemen of great 
place z the firſt whereof towards the Eaſt part of it is Carringham, 
and Barnſhaw, two houſes and demeans of that one fruittull off- 
{pring of the Matnwarrings, EI of Carringham, 2a 

2 race 
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 xaceof very great account ; and the poſleflour thereot now Hexry 
Matywairing Eſquire, a very worthy Gentleman, 

From thence we may ſce Gotſtrie Chappell, a great Townſhip, in 
which is an ancient {cat of the Zatcrs, called Eators of Flagder, 
now poſſeſled by Jo. Eatoz Gentleman this Chappelry belongs 
to Sandbach. | 

And fo we will retire back tothe Veſt fide of Rudbeath again, 

becauſe we will not loſe the fight of our former guide the Daze, 
rill ir bring us to the furtheſt point of this Hundred, and where ir 
yields up name and ſtream and all into preevey. 
: Firſt then from bchind Ravezſcroftr, where we were even now, 
paſſing along by #retton, and by whatcreft ; where we may note 
the goodly demean of Draklowes, now in poſſeſſion of the Heires of 
the houſe of wodbhey: We leave Shurlach upon our right hand, 
wherein are ſome Freeholders and other good Farmers, we come 
nearer Dare, and take a view of Shiptrcke, which as it once gave 
rame to a Barony ot one of the Barons of the Earls of Cheſter, ſo 
Kill it boaſts no leſle at this day ro have an owner, that is, and is 
like to be of greater degree, then they were ; the Honourable Sir 
Thomas Savage formerly mentioned, ; 

And now where this Wedding 1s kept between weeter and 
Dane, the one as the Groom embracing the other in his boſome as 
his Bride, and uniting both names into that one of weever, we {ce 
Northaich, the third of thoſe Salt-making wiches, ſo renowned for 
that commodity, a very ancient Town z as the buildings and ſci- 
tuation may well teſtifie, . The chiet Lorsſhip whereof apper- * 
tains tothe Right Honourable the Ear] of Darly, a Market Town 
well frequented,gives nameto the Hundred, and ſeated ſo near 
the middeſt of the County,; and ſo well for travell every way, 
that it ſcems fir, and 1s oft allotted tro the meetings of the chick 
Governours in the County, for the great affairs. One ſtrea thcre- 
of called wyttoz,yields obedience tothe Fee and Batony of Kizder- 
toz, the chiet owner of them, and the whole Town, within the 
Chappelry , for ſo they term it, though it have a. very fair 
Church called wyttoz, the name of that Lordſhip mounted aloft 
upon a bank, that overviews .the Town of Northwich; And is 
hour Church, though a member, as1I rake it, of great Budworth 

arlih. 

There is alſo a free Grammar School endowed with good 
Lands, founded by Sir Joh» Day Prieſt, born in Shurlach, a lutle 
before mcntioned, who was Parſon of one of the St. Bartholomews 
in Lode, and amongſt other Lands gave unto this School rhe 
Saracer's Head in the City of Cheſter. , 

Let us paſſe onto #izc-ham next adjoyning, where there is a 
Scat of the Harcourts of that place, now the poſſeſſion of Richard 
Harcourt Eſquire, whoſe name of great account in many Shires 
ma _ = ancient diſcent. 

nd 10 paſſing on through the Lordſhip of Loſtock, vulgarly Lo- 
fock Gralam, we come neciodely to Holfod or lend, ond 
TIS | lately 
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lately the Sear ot the great and VV orthiptull race of the Holforas; 
whereof the laſt owner Chriſtopher Holford Eiquire, lete no Ifluc 
male, and ſo the ſame deſcended to his onely daughter and heir, 
the Lady Mary Cholmley, late Wiiteof the laſt Sir 17ugh Cholmley de- 
ceaſed, and Father now to the noble Baronet Sir Robert Cholmley ; 
a Lady of great worth, dignity, and revenue. 

Along this Lordſhip runs the River Peever Eye, which hath gi- 
ven name to two great Lordihips, Neather Peeter, the Parochiall 
Chappell whereot belonging to great Budworth, is within this 
Hundred, and part of the Townſhip is in Bucklow Hundred: And 
Over-Peever in Buck low Hundred, which we ſhall ſee more fully, 
when we come again to the ſame Warer's other fide ; and to 
caſting an eye upon the goodly Demeans, Lands, {patious Mofle, 
called Holford cMoſſe, and great Farms in Loſtock belonging to the 
ſaid Scar of Holford, we have finiſhed our Walk chrough this

Macclesfheld Huxdred. 


He Scituation of Macclesfield Hundred bordering the 
. County upon the Eaſt, and North-Eaſt, calls us now to 
enter into it ; and that we may quickly do, being near 
unto one corner of it, The whole ſhape of which Hun- 
dred, ſaving that the lines of it on each fide ſhoot in many bightrs 
and bendings, which makes it like an _ Polygon ; I would 
clſe ſay, came neareſt unto a juſt ſquare, adding, to the Angle thar 
looks Norrhweſt,that one point, which in the old reſemblance of 
the whole County by Writers, to an Eagles right wing , is the 
int of the wing's firſt feather reaching forth beyond all the reſt 
of her Fcathers, trom the place, where Merzey and the Gott Wa- 
ters mect together beyond Stockport, and ſhooting in between a 
part of -Laxcaſhire on the North, and a part of Deryſhire on the 
Eaſt, toucheth with her uttetmoſt point upon Torkſhrre in the 
North-caſt, | 

We ſtep therefore over that Water that runs through Alaftock, 
into the large Precincts of the with:ngtozs, whereof one part 1s 
called Old withingtoz ; in which there is a fair ſeat anciently de- 
rived frow his Anceſtors to Thomas Baskervile Eſquire. 

Here we hold it beſt to keep the right hand border of the Hun- 
dred,which taking Aarton in our way,a great Lordſhip of Sirfohz 
Dauenparts,and wherein there is a goodly Mere, from whence that 
water runs,which goes by the Loſtocks ro Northwich, and then going 
by Eaton and North Rhede, we enter upon the huge Precin& of Bo- 
fleigh, where Dane beguos to be very turly, and takes a pride to be 


as it were Keeper or Circler in one ſide of the ſpacious age" of 
8 AMaccles- 
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Macdlesfield,wlhnich here greatly enlargeth ur {elt into Hills and Val- 
leys,whereof the highelt is that lofty top of Shut{z,,ghaw Hill ; con- 
ccrning which, I leave tome Fables to be told by them that are 
Neighbours to 1t, And the other more Northerly towards 21ac- 
clesfield,where ſtands the Chamber in the Forrcſt,and there point- 
ing you to a Hill,where are ſet the three Shirc-ſtones,the points of 
three ſhires there meeting,we turn our courſe back again, becauſe 
ina walk or two to and fro,in the middle of the great ſquare, we 
{hall fee the bulk of this whole Hundred, Wettward from the 
Shire-ſtones,over the Forreſt,lies Razzow z and next thcreunto Sut- 
t0z,which gave name,and hath continued in thart ſeat of a Family 
of great worth and worſhip of the Suttons, which now lately, by 
marriage of one of the Siſters tothe laſt Owner thereof Kzichard 
Sutton Eſquire,untimely deceaſed, is inveſted ina greater, and 
now enjoyed by the right worthy and worthiptull great learned 
Lawyer Humphrey Davenport Elquire, now Sergeant at Law, of 
moſt reverend eſtimation,a Brother to Sir w:ll7amDaverport, of rhe 
houſe of Broomball, Of this houſe of Suttoz,was that cver famous 
Knight, and great Patron of Learning Sir Richard Sattoz,one of the 
Founders of the famous Colledge of Brazen-zoſe in Oxford, where 
by his bounty , much of our Cheſhzre youth reccive moſt worthy 
education in all good Learning,and true Religion, 

Hereabouts do meet ſeveral little Brooks that have their origt- 
nal among the Hills in the Forreſt, and now make a faix fiream 
called Bolzz,which when it hath conduged us ro Macclesfield, we 
will leave it bending its courſe Northward, till we mect with ir 
again anon, and ſhall draw help from it in our walk back again. 
Macclesfield, or Maxfield Town, may well give name ts the whole 
Hundred ; for your eye will tell you,that it muſt nceds be of great 
antiquity,if no other Argument did prove it ; as, namely, giving 
name to that famous Forreſt. The manners of Buildings 1n it, and 
the great Priviledges and Juriſdidtions , both in the Government 
of the Town, having been a Maior-Town of an ancient Foundati- 
on,and their forrein Court ; which, from the Liberties of the For- 
reſt,do maintain till a great Power and Command far off in that 
Hundred: In this Town are yet ſeen ſome ruincs of the ancient 
Mannour houſe of the renowned Duke of Buck:zzgham,who (as yet 
report gocth) kept there his Princely Reſidence about the time of 
King Edward the 4th, of whole great Hoſpitality there, much by 
tradition is reported, The Church there, is a very fair and large 
Churchbur is within the Pariſh of Preſtbury, and 1s, indeed,but a 
Chappel of the ſame Pariſh. 

The ſame Chappel, upon the South ſide of the Chancel, may 
{ecm to be there Cade of ſpecial purpoſe for the intombing of 
their noble Race by him of their own name Thomas Savage,a great 
learned Biſhop of Loxdoz,and Archbiſhop of York, who alſo built 
there a Colledge > which fince hath had his period among o- 
thers. | 

The now honourable,both in degree, and in the endowment of

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his mind Sir Thomas Savage, the her and advancer ot that great 
Race to greater Nobility hath finiſhed a ſtately and coſtly Ton:be 
for h1s Grandfather Sir Joh Savage,the laſt Kmight,bur one, of thar 
name,who lies here interred wich his Anceſtors, 

And hcre, again, I would crave a little patience of my Reader, 
be cauſe I was my iclt a Witneſle of the great griet and univerſal 
moan,ot the Countrey in general, and the Allies of that houſe in 
particular, were {urpriſed with, at the deceale of that worthy an- 
cient Knight, to recapirulate ſome remembrances out of that En- 
comium, which wasat his death offered trom the duty of a well- 
willcr to him,and his worthy Succeflors, the ſum whereof, I will 
but abbreviate : which was, Thathe was the x 1th, Knight of thar 
noble Race,and Name, Sir Johz Savage, That many ot themhad 
matched with Earls,Barons,and great Dignities. He was the eldeſk 
Kr .then living in Ezg.His diſcent, from the honourable houſe of 
Derby and worceſter, and his Match with the Lady Manzors daugh- 
ter to the Earl of Rutland, His worthy Iflue,Sir John Savage the el- 
deſt,and Edward his ſecond Son, His five daughters all beſtowed 
in great Marriages in his life-time ; His valiant and honourable 
E xploits in his youth by his Chivalry,and his ſingular eſtimation 
attcrwards,by Government,in the County,ſix times High Sheriff, 
thrice Major of this City of Cheſter, long time Deputy Lieutenanc 
for marciall matrers,unmatchable in the fame of Hoſpitaliry,cha- 
rity,and Alms; and for retinue and goodhouſe-keeping;ever right 
Noble-man like. And why ſhould not I add alſo that which even 
then the Writers Muſe was Prophetically inſpired withall, con- 
cerning the great hope and worth of his Ifſue, in the perſon of his 
Grandchild, then a young Plant , and newly fer to the Innes of 
Court, to be trained up anſwerably to his Birth and Dignity, 
which ſheſang thus : |

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There is alſo a fair free School founded long ſince, which a- 
bout the beginning ofQ.E1:zabeths happy Reign, had a School-ma- 
ſter of great ra, 5 Learning,and ſingular method of Teaching, 
who living many years , brought up moſt of the Gentry of this 
Shire 3 his name was Johz Brounſwerd, {tiled by moſt men thar 
knew him,Grammaticw,who lying buried there, had this Epitaph 
worthily inſcribed,by one Newtor,one of his own Schollars, 


eAlpha poetarum, Coryphaus Grammaticoram : 
Tleuheroudy phenix hac ſepelitur humo, 


On the South of Macclesfield, we fee firſt Rzdge, ſo called of the 
ſcituation no doubt, and is a Lordſhip, with a tair houſe and de- 
mean of the Lezghs of that houſe, now the Poſlefſion of Johz Leigh 
of Ridge Eſquire: From whence we Weſterly go to Gouſworth, 
where ſtands the Church of Gouſworth; 

And cloſe by it the ſtately Seat of the great name of Ph:ttors, 
Knights of a long continued race, and of great worth, the laſt of 
the name Sir Edward Phittoz, advanced to be a Baronet , which 
dignity he hath now left to his ſon Sir Edward Phittor, a young 
Baronet of excellent parts. 

The next goodly Lordſhip, Houſe and Demean offering it ſelf 
to our view 15 Henbary, 'an ancient continued Seat of one race of 
that name, which have been here Knights and Eſquires of greas 
account ; about theſe two laſt rehearſed Lordſhips begin pret- 
ty Brooks, which unite themſclves at Capeſthorz, a great Lordſhip 
and Demean, giving name to the ancient Seat of the pards, Gen- 
tlemen of os worth, and ſo runs down by Pephall, to Chelford, a 
Chappelry and fine Lordſhip, near which ſtands a Brick houſe 
built by one of the ancient diſcent of Fallowes : And not far off 
the like erced by one of the ſaid Houle of the wards of Capeſthorn, 
and is called zards of Monksbeath, | 

And here we turn Northward by Bzrtls, whete one or two 
Gentlemen of that name have their ancient Seats ſcituate upon a 
fine Brook, which begins in the Hills beſides 2acclesfield, and at 
Cheldford joyns with the other, that came from Henlary and Gouſ- 
worth ; And ſo they both make up the River Peever Eye, 

But now we keep us by the Confines of this Hundred, and pal- 
{ing along by Smelſtoz, we come to eAlderleigh, where we behold 
atar off both the Pariſh Church, and near to it a very gallant 
houſe and Scat of that worthy ſtem of the Standleys, derived from 
the Honourable diſcent of the Earls of Derby, late the poſſeſſion 
of Sir Tho, Stazley Knight, of much eſteem, and now of Tho. Staz- 
ley Eiquire, his heir; a man like to uphold the worthy accompr 
of his Anceſtors, Mere conſpicuous is this place, by the Beacon 
mounted upon an eminent Hill over the Town. A device, which 
1n that and other high places in all Counties in £-glazd uſed in 
times paſt, and may be again, if God be not more mercitull then 

we 
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we Ucelerve, to great purpolc, mrtime of invaſions, or inſurrecti- 
ons. 

The Parſon of that Church is to be preſented by t he ſaid Mr, 
Stanley, The ditcent of this Hill brings us preſently to Chorletgh, 
wherc one other Etquicrs Scat late of thc Datenports ot Chorlejob 
ſhews it (elf. And a little further a fair old houſc belonging = 
the T7ajjords, great Knights of Trafford 1n Laxcathire, And & we 
come to wimboldſhey, or wimſlaw, a Pariſh of large extent, the 
Church there a very fair one. 5 

Vithin this Pariſh more Eaſtward , is a fair Houſe and 
a Park, called ZBoi:z Bark, of Sir George Boothes Knight and Baro- 
net ; and on the other fide a fine new houſe built hy Jobz Lathum 
a Gentleman of Lancaſhire deceaſed, now poſicfled by Johz Mazrn- 
wairtng Gentleman, a young {on of the Houſe of Peever. And be- 
low that a very ancient Seat and Demean in the Townſhip of 
Pownehail, the poſſeſſion of the beſt race of the Newtoxs, and none 1 
rake ir of them yer in minority. 

From whence taking with us a little Chappelry called Rom- 
lezch, where our next view muſt be of Hardford, a very goodl 
Lordſhip, fair houſe and demean of the Breretons of Handford, fo 
called, for their chief abode in that Seat, whereof have been ma- 
ny famous Knights and Eſquiers, and now a young towardly Gen- 
tleman not yet of age, but of great hope, and like to prove nothing 
inferiour to his worthy Anceſtors, | 

Next to this let us fetch the view of Chedle a goodly Lordſkip, 
or rather rwo great Lordſhips,which by enter-marriages with the 
ancient Owners, came at laſt to be fit Portions to go ro two great 
names, the one of the Savages formerly mentioned, and the other 
of Buckleys, who have been of ſo great Commands and accomprt in 
Azgleſey, and have herea fair houſe of the old Timber building, 
near to which ſtands the Pariſh Church. 

We have onely in the fartheſt nook Northerly of this Hundred 
a handſome Town and Pariſh Church covered called No-iherden, 
or Norden, \{cituate upon the brink of Merſey , the moſt of whoſe 
greateſt Pariſhioners we ſhall hit upon in another Hundred , and 
10 we bend our courſe to Stockport, 

Upon one round Hill hath this Town of Stoc&port been built, the 
{ummity,or top whereof,affords the Market-place,and convenient 
room for the Church ; and for the Parſonage, which are very fair 
ones,the right of preſentation belonging to the Worthipful houſe 
of Poynton, the Skirt of the Hill beautified with many tair Buil- 
dings ; and half about the skirt of it runs Merſey, with great force 
or rather fury, under a great ſtone-bridge , which divides them 
from Lancaſhire; it is a great market, and much frequented by 
dwellers far remote,their Government by a Maior and Aldermen; 
but the Seignory rhere,chiefly belonging to the Owners of the an- 
cient Barony , here having been one of the Barons of the Earls of 
Cheſter,cailed the Baron of Stockport, which hath delcended to the 
warens of Potnton,whoſe Heir is now in minority, 
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From S:cckport, RCAT another water calicd banc, which takes 
beginning Eaſterly amongſt the Hills in and near unto Ly, Park, 
we come by Brawbal,a very fair Lordſhip,Demcan,and tair houſe, 
of the great name of Datenporis of Bramball , the owncr whereot 
now S1r william Davtezpert Knight, Mr. Serjeait Date ports eldeſt 
brothcr ; to which houſe lics a Park, and all things fit tor a wor- 
ſhiptul ſcat.But we will leave Brame on our lcft handto take with 
us a ſight of woodford,where 15 another Houſe and Dc mean of Da- 
wTerports, a branch of that of Br ambal, now william Daverports of 
yoodford Eſquire. ot 

And paſling along by Nexball,we come to that ſpacious and fer- 
till Demean of Adl:zgtoz, the chief ſeat of that Race of Lezghs of 
Adlington , which 1s one of the great Names of Gentry 1n this 
County, whereof theſe have had a very ancicnt continuance here 
from many Knights and Eſquires, down to the prefſcnt Owner Sir 
riaz Leigh Knight, who hath madeit a ſtately and commodious 
houſe of late,and hath a Park and Chappel thcreunto,being with- 
in the great Pariſh of Preſtbury ; of which worthy, and well deſer- 
ving Knight, I might ſay much for his ſufficiency, in Government 
of his Countrey,both in the Civill and Military Afairs thereof,in 
which he bath no {mall experience, being in his youth much ad- 
diced to the Vars, and fetched his Knighthood from that worthy 
and famous ſurprizing of Cadiz, by the renowred Robert Earl of 
Eſſex, the remembrance whereof, is yet freſh in Spar, and other 
places,which was in 4Azz0 1595. Inthe Precind of which Lord- 
ſhip, he bath alſo built another fine Sear, called the Mzil-houſe, 
there ſtanding by it a Mill upon a Brook,called Falzbrome,coming 
from a Lordſhip of that name, And ſo by Newtoz Chappel within 
Preſtbury Pariſh aforeſaid , we come to the ſpacious Lordſhip of 
Butleigh,the Lands alſo. of the faid Sir #riar; and fo to Bollington, 
{cituate upon the Boll:z,, on the other fide whereof, lies the fair 
houſe and demean and Jands of the heirs of Sir George Calvely 
Knight,before-mentioned,called Mottram Andrew: and next unto 
that the great Pariſh of Prefibury, which is impropriate, the an- 
cient Rent belonging to the Dean and Chapiter of Cheſter , bur 
hath a Vicarage, and the Tythes belonging to the ſaid Sir #r:az 
Leigh, Taking notice onely of a fair Brick-houſe, then ſhort of 
Macclesfield,buult of late years by Mr.Stapletor, called #ptoz Hall ; 
we turn us almoſt Northward again ; and ſtepping over the Bohz 
by T:dderton,an ancient ſeat and fair demean of the worthes, an an- 
cient Race, now Jaſper Werthes Eſquire , we may wander a while 
1n the Hills and Downs of the Forreſt,till we come to Overtoz;and 
then taking with us Potchappel and Shriggley, a great Lordſhip of 
the Downs,we come firſt to #ptoz, - and preſently to Taxal., And 
when we have caſt our eye upon whealey bridge, the utmoſt Con- 
fines and Paſlage into a part of Derlyſhire, and Diſiley, we turn us 
almoſt full Weſt again ro come to Lime ; the ſtately ſcat and ſci- 
ruation whercof, with the large and {| pacious Park, richly ſtored 
with Red and Fallow Deer, with all other fitncfle for Lordly de.

lights,may well ſhew the worthy diſcent of that great Family and 
name of the Lezghs of Lyne;of whom,though there have been ma- 
ny famous Knights, and renowned Owners, yet none more com- 
pleat and accompliſhed in generous and heroical vertues, then Sir 
Peter Eergh,now the Poſleſlour rhercof,a noble Gentleman,and of 
great reſpect. 

From thence,we follow the Brook afore-mentioned.,till wecome 
ro Pormtngton,or Pointon,a very ancient and tair old fear of rhe war- 
rens of Poznton, whom we mentioned, even'now, the Inheritors of 
the Barony of S:ockport, with a fair Park lying toir ; and next to 
it, a gallant Lordſhip and Chappelry of Norbury, and therein the 
fair {cat and demecan of the Hades, another ancient and famous diſ- 
cent,the now cnjoyer thereof, Hamnet Hyde Eſquire,tor his wiſdom 


_ and modcration,a man of much eſteem, 


. : Between this,and rhe'Gozt water, lies Torkzntoz,' giving name to 
Gentlemen that chcre have their ſeat, and have had their breed-. 
ing ; beyond which, we come next to erpool, and there the Gozt 
meets with Aerzey. 

We will > wear ol but rake a little view of a fair houſe at XMyle- 
end,the Manſion of wilUtam Davenport Eſquire, and heir to Sir il- 
Lam Davenportzand next to that of Offertox, where was an ancient 
Race of 1/19#12gtozs, Gentlemen of good worth : but now by mat- 
TIage, come unto Lawrence #right, Gent. and another part of the 
fame Lordſhip, to Hezry Bradſhaw, a Gentleman deſervedly well 


- eſteemed. And here paſſing over the Gozt to the Goit-hall, a Man- 


ſion of the Davtexports of Henbury, formerly mentioned, we take 
view next of Bredbury,the Lands now of the Arderas Eſquires. 

And now upon that water, which not far off meers with Mer- 
zey,and is called Tame,coming our originally from Yorkſhire , but 
here divides Cheſhire from Lancaſhire: We ſie firſt Pcrwoodhall, on 
the other {ide the River 5 but entring into that long inlet which 
we ſpake of, which makes the ſtrerched'out firſt fearher of our Ea- 
gles Wing, we go over at the new bridge beyond Sockport ; and 
not far thence,we ſee Hardos a fair houſc,and great demean of the 
eAraeras,men of good placc,and long continuance,now Hezry Ar- 
derns Equire : from which, leaving on our right hand, that great 
Mountain,called #herm:th Low,where the Davenports have goodly 
Poſleſſions ; and at the foot of which, towards the Merzey, lies an 
old Dearz and Deatly Chappel, ſo people call deſert places out of 
company,and reſort: called Chadchappel,where {ccms ro have been 
ſome Monkith Cell, we come by Dokkezfield, a very ancient {cat of 
Eſquires of that name,and now the ſcat of Mr.Dokkexfield,a young 
Gentleman,for his ſobriety and wiſdome, growing into much rc- 
putation, 

Near unto which, is alſo Newtoz, the ſcat of a Race ſo called, 
Gentlemen of good account ; and beyond it Adatlezgh, a Townſhip 
belonging to the Lordſhip of Stealy, wherein Sir George Booth Kr. 
and Baronet, hath a fine old Mannour houſe, called Stealey Hall : 
And hercabouts, both on this ſide the water Tame, and beyond, 
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godly Lanus,and great Poticlions, But we will bend our courle. 
Eaitward,coming next to Godle;/gh, a Townihip where Mr.Maſsie 
ot Sale hath Lands,and beyond it Hatterſley, another Townſhip of 
Sur George Booths,rcaching down to MHerzey,by fide whereof lands 
anoctcr Hall of his,called Bothwms Hall, which hath anciently had 
a Park 1n 1r. | 
Along by Merzey watcr,lies the ſtatcly Lordſhip of Mottramin 
1.0-g4erdale, andon the top of the Hill the Town, and the goodly 
fair Pariſh Church, ro which all theſe aforclaid Towns, and the 
reſt yet þchind in this Tract do belong, and neer the Churchan 
ancicnt Parlonage, being an impropriation to the Lord Biſhop of 
Cheſter. | 
' The chief Scignory and Lordſhip Paramount of the wholePa- 
riſh,bclonging to the Crown ; and by grant to Sir Richard wlbra- 
| a » Knight and Baronct,and his Heirs Males in Fee-farm for ever. 
Within che Precincts of chat lies an infeciour Lordihip,and rhere- 
in an ancient ſeat and diſcent of the fame name, with the place, 
called Holingnortbof Holl:ngworth; and within it alſo a branch or 
trwaok Genelumen of the ſame name. 
- Beyond which, lics Teachtil.or Trngetwrſſe!, which Ihave heard 
many report,hath in old time,catried the name of a Burrough, and 
hath alſo held a Lect wichan it {elf 5 bur it contents it ſelf now to 
be a priacipal membcr of the Lordſhip of Aottram in Longden- 


And all this Tract yet goeth under the name of Longdez, fetch- 
ing in within-che Bounds of it a greatCircuit of theAſooriſh Afowr- 
taras;attlc turthermoſt end whereof Weſterly, ſtands cAccle- 
bwjt,a mcmber of Tizchtill ; and further Northerly, a Chappel for 
the calc of thole remote Pariſhioners from Aottram Church, And 
chen the couheadga place wel known to the weary Travellers,that 
come over thoſe Mountains and craggy Ways in Torkſhire, And 
hcre allo we take up our reſt tor this Journey through Macclesfield = 
Hundred.

Ut ro that triangular Figure, which they call 1ſocheles Oxige- 
tum, think I firtelt to rclemble the ſhape of Buchze Hundred, 
having but=rwo equal fides, and three acute Angles; rhe firſt 
of which,points upon Chelford,in the edge of Macclesfield hun- 
dred : the ſecond,upon Stretford,on the 'rother fide Merzey in Lan- 
caſhire : And the third, whach 1s the ſharpeſt Angle, points upon 
that Water, which 1s called the great confluence of weeter and 
Merzey,ovcr againſt Trodſham about weſtos, 

And not amiſs may it feemhcre to begin our view of this Hun- 
dred at the faid weſtor fo called,no doubrof the ſciruatian,having 
relation to three other Towns near it, Sourheaſt and North, of the 
like nominations ;this Townſhip hath long belonged ro theLords 
of Dutton, And ſo we next behold the magnificent Fabrick of Reck- 
ſ, RY the Warcrs,and goodly Marſhes, round about: 
the skirts of it ; and ſo contrived in the fcituarion,thart fram the 
tower Mcadows,there is afine cafic afcent up upon the face of the 
houfe whichzas you approach neerer ſtill to ir;fills your cyc with 
more delight, as it is the nature of true beauty: and ro ſeenow 
the late additions of deleQable Gardens, Orchards, and Walky 
would make onefay ir longs to bethe abode of ſo honourable a 
Maſter,as it doth fervice to ; bur his worth is like tro have employ- 
ment,where honour her ſelf cannot give too much attendance, 

Yetnever ſince the foundation of it, was it more graced, then 
when ir pleaſed our gracious Sovcraign in Ano 1617. toaccept 
the Princely Entertainment , which there for his Majeſty , and 
whole Train was prepared by the honourable Sir Thomas Savage :* 
his Royal Majeſty taking his repaſt there, and killing a Buck: in 
Halton Park,aftcr he was that morning come from Zenſey, - where 
his Highneſſe had lien at the right worſhipful Sir Thomas Irelands 
now Vice-Chambertain of Cheſter, whom then of his free grace he 
Knighted. | 

This ſtately houſe was: built by the Grandfather Sir Job» Sa- 
vage,of whom we lately made mention,whoſe manſion betore was 
Clifton,a ſcat of great antiquity, and of noble reſort, rhe remains 
whereof ſtand yet a line difance from this in the Park, like an 
aged Matron,well-contented ro go to her grave, having ſcen in her 
lite-rime, her daughter advanced to ſuch a height of honourable 


dgny: 
ce bchold from hence, upon the height of chat high Hill, be- 
yond Reckſavage,the Town and Caſtle of Halton, which Iſuppoſe 
might firſt take name from'the Haur, or high ſciruation. 

The Caſtle is ſtill a goodly piece of Building, and was at brft 
fitted to be both the dwelling and ſafe Hold of a great Comman-"

| The 
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11.C LUUndeT 1icrcot firtt earher Hugh Lupus, ( that Kintman of 
the Conquerour William ) who was firſt Earl of Cheſter of the Nor- 
mar Linc: or elſe Nigellusor Ne:lz,to whom Lupus gave this among 
other great gifts, when he made him Conttable of Cheſter by tc- 


' nure and ſervice. By his Peſteriry, this Caſtle came atterwards 


to the houſe of Lazcaſter, and remains as yet a principal member

there was ſometime a religious houle of great receipt,and was the 
foundation of Elfeda,that roble Merczan Lady, who herc,and elſe-

And fo we ſtep to Nortos, which lics at the North skirt of Hal-

And though the Church being nor greatly accompanied with 
houſes where it ſtands ; yet at the foot of the hill it ſhews you 
Altrincham, a ſpeciall member of her Precin&, a fine little Mar- 
ker, and a Town of no meaner government then a Mator ofan an- 
cient inſtitution to her principall officer, 

Beyond which we ſee towards the right hand a Gentlemans 
Sear called the Rzddzngs, anciently poflefled by the Yawartes, a 
name of long continuance, and on the left hand Portzzgtor, where 
have becn ſeated alſo Gentlemen of that name; and along by 
Merzey {ide Carrington, giving name to one of great diſcent, and 
yet gentlemen of good accompt ſo called, We come by Aſtlor, 
and to Sale, the ancient Lands and Sear of the cMaſizes of Sale, 
who have been of great place, the Owner now Ja. Maſſie Eiq. 
Here we are at the other acute point of this Hundred, which we 
{aid, pointed at Strettoz in Lancaſhire. 

And we therefore turn as £Herzey doth, who will keepus com- 
pany til] we come almoſt to Northdez again, where we bid that 
tamous River farewell, And we look Southward again upon 
witharſhaw a goodly Lordſhip and ſtately houſe, the manſion of 

Tottoxs , men of great worſhip and dignity. A race of them 
for a diſcent or two through the variable inconſtancy of all mor- 
tall happinefſe much eclipſed. And the heir of that houſe,though 
a Gentleman of rare ſufficiency, and parts, anſwerable every way 
to the great worth of his Anceſtors, yet by troubles and encum- 
brances,whereunto greateſt cſtates are oft ſubje&, obſcured : that 
he never yet ſhined 1n his own ſphear ; and the chiefeſt hope now 
of n_ the Houſe,remains in the Grandchild of his own loyns, 
a towardly child in minority, 

Next neighbour unto this is a goodly Demean and ancient Scat 
of the Leighs of Buggaleigh, Gentleman of great worſhip, the 
Owner now Kc, Lezgh Eſquire, from which we come 1mme- 
diately to a Lordſhip, and therein a fair ancient Seat and Demean 
called 7:mpeyley, belonging to Mr. Breretoz of Aſhley, ro which 
we need bur ſtep over the Bokiz water ; though hereabouts I think 
they call it R:z-gey Brook, by reaſon of ſome other ſtream fallin 
into it to come into the chiet demean and goodly ſcat of the ſai 
wiltam Brereton of Aſhley Eſquire, a Gentleman, thar by his wor- 
chy parts of wiſdome, gravity, and all due circumſpe&ion, addes 
much honour to his name, and deſerved advancement to his own 
houſe ; and near to it upon a green fide we {ce a very neat fine late 
created Gentlemanlike houſe of Brick. 

We come thence to Mobberley, where the chict parts of that

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tamous Lordſhip t:ath belonged ro the tamous 7 alfors of Gration, 
who are now aſcended to the title of the Earldom of Shrenſbury, 
and part alſo to the Lerceſlers, of the Houſe of Tift 5 but we may 
here take view of a fair Church, and a goodly Partonage, where 
our worthy Dean of Cheſter now oiten makes his reliden ce, the 
Patronage whercof by purchale (I rake it } will come to his heirs. 
And here is alſo a finc contrived ncw houle of brick, the Owner 
whereof is Mr. Reb, Robinſon, 

So our next view lycs upon Tattoz, ſometime the Houſe, De- 
mean and Lordſhip of the Breretozs of worſley,ot an ancient diſcent 
in Laxcaſhzre, now failing through want of heirs, and inveſted in 
the right honourable the Earl of Bridgwater, 

We are here come to the principal Market Town in this Hun- 
dred, which they call Xzutsford, the name coming trom Caunutze, 
upon what occaſion I find not; indeed a fine markct,and pleaſant- 
ly ſcituate. That where the Market is kept,is called Nether Kautſ- 

ford; andthe other part of the Town ſcituate Higher, which arc 
{ſeparated by a Brook which they call the Bzckzz, called the highcr 
town 3 and ſomewhat remore from thence the Parochial Chap- 

I, which 15 within FRefthorz Pariſh, And che neather town having 
alſo a Chappel in it for Divine Service, and a Town-houſc,where 
the Juſtices and Magiſtrates of the Countrey keep their Seſſions, 
and other meetings of that nature, The market greatly frequent- 
ed,and the town extraordinarily well traded, which I have been 
induced tothink hath riſca from this, that it 1s on every {ide beſet 
and environed with Gentlemens houſes, who by ſhortning their 
own journeyes to othcr Markets, have encouraged the Tradeſmen 
there to be furniſhed with all needtul Commodities. The Seigno- 
ry hcreof belongeth to the ſaid Right Honourable Earl laſt above- 
mentioned. 

Near unto this is ſcituate that fair Scat called Booths, which 
though it may well be ſuppoſed to have given originally the name 
ro another Line of great Vorſhip, yet hath been long polleſicd by 
thoſe Lerghs, called Lergh of Booths, whereof have been many 
m—_ and Eſquires, and the owncr thereof now william Leigh 
Eſquire, 

0 from hence we will not lcave unviewed the Town, 
Ancient Hall,and Demcan of Hee, ſo called of the great Aere 
within the ſame,and rhe Gentlemen there moſt anciently continu- 
ing of the ſame name,now poſſeſled by Joþz Mere of Mere Elquipe, 
a Gentleman well eſteemed:Neer which is a place they call Butk- 
low,or Bucklew-hill ; but how the Hundred comes ro bear name 
of that place,I have not found the reafon:And coming trom thence 
by the two Tableys, whercot one of them hath the Seat, Demean, 
and Tenements of Peter Daniel Eſquire, a man defervedly tor his 
good parts of great employment in his Countrey,both in Govern- 
ment and Office ; and the other Peter Lezceſter of Tabley Eſquire, 
Betwixt which two fair houſes and demeans, ftands the Chappell 

N n in 
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1n tic 1tTccr,well known in that great Road that leads into Lawca- 
ſhere and Yorkſhire, ; 

Ve muſt here fetch a turn a pretty way again Southward , 
to rake view of Marthal, a large and fair Precinct (the moſt of ir 
belongs to Arley,and of Olerton,and then we come again to the wa- 
ter of Peever Eze,which brings us ſtraight to the two great Seigno- 
rics which it hath given names unto ofthe over and ncather Pee- 
wer, Oter-Peeter being a Parochial Chappel, within the Pariſh of 
Roſthorn, bath necr unto ir that ſtately houſe and great demean, 
which hath bcen the continued Scart of that great name of the 
HMainwarings,trom whence there is none of the great Races of thar 
name(rhough they be many)bur do defire ro derive their original. 
And well may they do fotor, fairh Mr.Cambder, here that ancient 
notable Family of Merilwarin, commonly Mainwarring, is ſeated ; 
out of which Raulf marricd the daughter of Hugh Kewehork, Earl 
of Cheſter; as appeareth by an old Charter in the cuſtody of the 
row Sir Randal Mainwaring Knight,the owner of the ſame houſe ; 
and,indecd,l have my ſelf tcen that Deedaas both ir, and orher the 
like Deeds arc exemplified in the goodlicſt Pedigree, one of chem, 
that I have ſcen,and thewed me by Sir Rardal, that was Father to 
this Sir Kardal,who is now,as I ſaid,owner of this houſe,a Knight 
tor his commendable parts,beſecming ſuch a deſcent, 

From thence we go Weſtward again,and take with us the view 
of Toft,a fair houſe and demean,a {car of another houſe of rhe Lez- 
ceſters,whercot hath been a long Race of Knights and Eſquires, the 
now Inhcritor Kawlf Leiceſter Etquire, 

From thence we go weſtward again,and take with us the view 
of Teft a fair houſe and demain, - a fear of another houle of the Ler- 
ceſters,whereof hath been a large race of Knights and Eſquires, the 
now Inheritor Ralph Leiceſter Eſquire. And not farre trom this, 
Plumleigh, a fair Lordſhip, anciently belonging to the great and 
worſhiptul houſe of Holford: and ſo ſtepping over the ſtreet-road 
again, we go by Pickmere, where Hugh Cocker Gentleman, hath a 
houſe: and fo weare cometo the ſight of that beautifull houſe of 
Arley,that doth,as it well may ſhew it {elf ro beholders a farre off, 
as a place worthy to be regarded, And the famous ſeat of war- 
burtonus , which being come by ſucccihon of many renowned 
Knights of great worth and eſtimation , to the now Owner Peter 
warterton of Arley Elquirc,a Gentleman not affecting the ſtile and 
degree of a Knight, yer one who could never avoid that Dignity, 
Authority, and worth, which everhath been defervedly thrown 
upon him for wildome and government, in his greateſt places 
wherein his experience broughthim to great maturity, and his 
wiſcand ſingular moderation preſerved him to a long expcrience, 
continuing 1n an excellent conſtitution of body,cven to a revercnd 
Age,as though Nature her ſelf were loath the world ſhould be de- 
prived of ſuch an Ornament, the People of his Government, the 
Countrey of his Hoſpicality,the poor of his Relief, and that ta- 

mous 
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mous houle of {uch a pillar, becaulc rhough rhere be ſuch a plen- 
titul increaſe of his own beautitul daughters,and of the numerous 
iſlucs of many of them : yer there wants an heir-male of his body, 
which how he will ſupply, reſts in his own wiſdometo appoint, 
and 15 a matter that becomes not me to meddle in; the name of 
warbertoazthough in it ſelf ancicnt, as taking beginning from the 
Town whereot he 1s {ti]] Lord; and that from Styerburgh, as Mr. 
Cambden deriveth it, yet originally cameto this houſe, trom the 
houſe of Da:r0z , whoaltfo vouched , that their name is Hu- 
dard, 

Bur from chis principal part of the great Pariſh of grear ty 


»#orthtaking with us,by the way,a view ot Marſton, a Town(hp, 
with the ſcite of a capital houſe and demcan of the Baron of Ken- 
dexton,ler us come to rhe ſtately Church of B«dworth,loftily advan- 
Cing her ſelf as it were roſ{ce how far her own limits do extend, we 
find ita fair and beautiful Church, And in the ſame, beſides a fair 
Chappel built by the Anceſtors of the houſe of Dutton, and Leice- 
fters of Tabley ; and ſerves eſpecially for their Sepulcures there to, 
be : in the Chancel there is an ancient Monument of fome of rhe 
worſhipfull houſe of Starkzes of Stretton that have bcen buried 
there : The parſonage is imptopriarcd in the diſpoſing of the Dean 
and Prebends of Chriſt-Church in Oxford, as is. alſo the Vicarage 
of the ſame ; the preſent Vicar whereof is Mr. obz Ley, late Stu- 
dent of the ſaid Colledge, Paſſing thence by Bromſlowexthe houſe 
of my good {ricend Mr,wil;zam Malbore,we go through the Town- 
ſhip of {omterbachall along the fide of the huge Merc,that at Mer- 
tury giveth name to that Seat, p YE. 
Burt I lead you hence by the Chappel of Ponſey , within grear 
Budworth Pariſh, ſcituate within the demean,and appertaining to 
Mr. Dutton,and by Newburrough, the ſeat of my worthy and noble 
good friend George HolfordEiquire, the Heir-male to that great 
name of Holfords of Holdford, betwixt whom, and his Neece the 
Lady cAary Cholmley,a long ſuit of almoſt fitry years continuance, 
concerning the Inheritance of thoſe great Lands of  Holford , -was 
this year finally and happily compoſed and ended,to the great joy 
and contentment of hnddreanteg che whole Countrey; avd ſo 
chrough a certain Park belonging alſs to Dutton;trom whence we 
Come next to eAſton Graunge, a Townſhip: of Sir Richard Brooks of 
Holton Knight,of whom we have ſpoken, and fo keep us neer wee- 
wer ſide.rill we come to Aſton, the ſeat of a worſhiptul Raceof 4- 
floxs, of whom have been many Knights and Efquires of: great 
place.The Heir now Thomas Aftoz Eſquire, as Itake it, yer under 
age,who hath to his ſaid houſe a fair Park, and a Chappel ncer 
the houſe of great uſe, being within the Parith of Runchorn ;. and 
next adjoyning to it is Suttoz,a fine Lordſhip, and im it anaficient 
Mannour ho and demean, the Inheritance of Mr, artartoz of 
eArdley,of whom we lately made mention. And thus we here 
lighting upon a Cauſey that conveys us throughthe fine Mar- 
Þhezes char lic along the wevers fde-til it brings us to a very ſtately 
i Nun2z : ſtone- 
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jtone-bridge, called F rudſbam bridge, built upon tour tair Arcnes 
all of ſtone,we here finiſh this our view of Bucklow Hundred, and 
over this bridge paſle into another.

Edsbary Hundred. 


He Hundred of £dsary may well prove the antiquity of it 
ſelf, and of other Hundredsz for that whenſoever they 
had their Diviſion ; this got his namefrom the place, 
which then was of no {mall accompt, and that was the 
Ciry,Town,Fort,or whatſoever other great Foundation,which had 
been built by that noble Elfledaghe Mercian Lady; for variable 
conjeures are made by Writers hereof, and that place was cal- 
led Eadsbury, giving name to this Hundred, the form and faſhion 
whercof,by reaſon that Rivers and Brooks bound it 'almoſt- round 
| aboutzis ſomething irregular, though it come neareſt to a Pexta- 
g03 of any other figure, ſaving that one of the five ſides is unequall 
tall the other four, and that is it which is extended from abour 
Thorntontowards werral Hundred to R:dley,touching neer Cholmoz- 
ley in Broxtos Hundred,which is a longer {ide then all the reſt. 
Our view ſhall begin where we come over Frodeſham Bridge, 
from whence lyes a lower VVay to Frodeſham Town, and an upper 
Way to the Pariſh Church; the Town a fair cominued: Street 
with handſome Buildings, and at the Veſt end of it a fair houſe, 
which having been: Caftle, continues fitll the name of Frod- 
ſhamCaftle,rhough long ſince uſed for a relying Seat of pleaſure to 
the honourable owner thereof,Sir Thomas Savage, and ſtands with- 
in the view of Rockſawage it (lf, | 
The Church is fair and pleaſantly ſcituated on the Hill over 
the-Town, and extends the Bounds of the Pariſh to a large Pre- 
cinG:thoſe Buildings about the Church, carries the name of Over- 
town, .in relation to another Village beneath called Nether-rown, 
ether with the VVoodhouſes a member of ir, And over them 
alla high towring|hill with a Beacon upon.it ; and between all 
theſe and Aderzey, which here is grown to be a pretty featy lyesa 
fair and fraitfull: Marſh of a large extent ; and all this and much 
more make but that one Lordthip belonging to that honqura- 
ble man laſt named, and next unto it another almoſt of the ſame 
. nature and condition, both high and low, called Helleſbey, well 
| known by that craggy high Rock Helſbytorry, at the foor whereof 
nigh Road way to Chefter. GT 
et-us here if you pleaſe take with us a fight of a goodly Vale 
cf the fertile and fruutfull Marſhes, Towns and Fields lying to. 
wards Merzey ſide, and wherein this Hundred ſhoots our one of 
her nooks into the Pariſh of Jace, -a goodly Lordſhip of _ Ro. 
| ert 
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&ert Cholmleys, tormerly 1poken of : And of Thorator, , anotticr of 
Sir George Booths, with both their Churches and their Precincts 
pleaſantly ſcituared and friendly neighbouring one another , 
whereof Thoratoz extending hcr Limirsto the Towns which you 
{ce on this fide Harpford, whcre Edward Greg a Gentleman for {pc- 
ciall imployments in his Highnefle Courr of Exchequer at Che- 
(ter, being Examiner there, hath a fair Scat, and Dunham for the 
high (cituarion called ſuper moztem, where alſo Robert whitley Gen- 
cleman, and Alderman of the City of Cheſter, hath a very pleafanr 
Houſe ſeen far off : And unto this, adde that third of Ealton, 

where hath been a long defcent of Gentlemen who derive unto 
chem from the late rehearſcd great Lordſhip, the name of Fr04- 

bam, 

But Ict us now go on, and being come to the watcr, that from 
the originall beginning of ir, we tave formerly called it the Bee- 
ſtoz water, and which will now leadus by the Bounds of this 
Hundred, till we come to the turtheſt Southern point of that,our 
courſe ſhall be as it directs us. We may fee on our left hand 
2 fair Lordſhip called Mazley, wherein is an ancient Seat and fair 
houſe belonging to the Birkenheads of Manley, whoſe owner was 
in our -remembrance Richard Birkenhead Eſqu ire, a learned 

Counſcllour at Law, and Recorder of the City of Cheſter, his eldeſt 

ſon eAdam Birkenhead Eſquire, 

And now we take with us the view of Mogldſworth, which they 
diſtinguiſh into two, the great and the little, And herein the 
goodly ancient houſe called the Pool, or the Pile, and fair De- 
means, the habitation of the Hardwares, a Race of worthy Gen- 
tlemen, the heir whereof Henry Hardware Eſquire, is now in mi- 
nority, bur the inheritance of the houſe belongeth to Sir Roberr 
Cholmley, and ſo we leave Aſcetop, a fine Townſhip behind-us ; and 
turning us 4 little to look upon Br:dge Trafford;-ſo called of the 
Bridge which giveth paſlage over rhar VVater, - and' in which a 
long continued Race of - Gentlemen of that name, have a ſeemly 
Sear, the Owner now being Mr. Trafford, we fee Barrow a fine 
Lordſhip belonging alſo to Rock Savage, and therein the Manfion 
Houſe of John Savage Eſquire, one of our City Aldermen, and a 
Magiſtrate in the Government, inthe Countrey a man in Eſtima- 
tion an{werable to his worthy name, 

We pafle on to Celſbal!, fcituare very high in the Skirt of the 
Forreſt , and 1s a Lordſhip of Sir Foh Dozes Knight :- beneath 
which,taking with us an ancient houſe of the Treveces,called Hor- 
ton,we come to the Town and Pariſh Church of Tarver; in which 
Town, beſides the fair Church and Vicaridge which 1s in the gift 
of the Lord Biſhop of {oventry and Litchfield, we ſee a very an- 
ciemt Scat now ruined, of a Branch of the Bruznes, Gentlemen of 
long continuance, But this Houſe and Demean is come to the hetr 
of a late famous Lawyer william Byoth, ia youriger houſe of the 
Bracks of Upton ; and a little way diftars from'the Town, a Jarge 
{weet Farm belonging-tg Reekſavaze called a” 
| ong 
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Jong tuMc a breeding place of tne Kacc of tne PFrallzes, Gcnricinen 
ot 'good account. The Lordſhip it {clt of Tarver, with tnany 
members thercot,all belonging to the fame Honourable Sir Thomas 
Savage, of whom we often make honourable mention, 

Not halt a mile diſtant from the ſame Church, we may ſee a 
finely ſcared comely houle called Hocken-Hall, and giving name 
ro Gentlemen that have poſleſſed the fame in tucceſſion tor a long 
continuance, carrying the ſame name, though tor the preſcnt the 
owner of it Fob» Hockeshall Eſquire, hath paſſed fome tearm in 
it, and lives not atit: Ar the one fide ot which Demcan lyes 
HockeahalPlot,a placewell known,being the paflage over oyf ſaid 
Water in our great Lozdez Road-way to (eſter, wanting nothing 
but a Bridge for Carts to paſſe that way when that Rivcr riſeth, 
which were a very neccſlary and charitable work to.be done, 
Which River now leads us by another fair and fruitful Demean 
in the middelt of a fine Lordihip, raking name from a paſſage 
over the ſame Water, called Stapleford, having been for an an- 
cicnt continuance the Seat of Gentlemen of great Eſteem in one 
well known name of the Bruines, the Owner now and long hath 
been, and long I would he might be, Johz Bruzze Eſquire 3 whe 
might it he afteQed prailc, perhaps receive from me ſome: lirtle 
Remembrance bur all he gets, it ſhall be this, to pray him to 
look for his praiſe amongſt thoſe his predeeefiors, of whom he 
may take notice in Dexterozomy the 16.1 7,18,19. 

And now we turn our face a little Eaſtward ; to take with us 
Burton, whercin there is a fait and fine conceitedly builr houſe of 
Brick,which belongeth to Mr.Johz werden, a Gentleman well de- 
{cended, and one whoſe well known deſervings, are like to adde 
great cſtimation,both to that,and to his other poſſeſſions. Next to 
this lies Duddenrwherein one branch of the Hockezhals have a pret- 
ty ſeat,and Mr,Ralph Doze,one of the deſcent of the Dones of Flax- 
zeards,another ; and more towards the Forreſt; a fair houſe and de- 
mean of a ſon of £Mr.Bruin lately mentioned,called Pricehall; and 
2 little further the Townſhip of Clottox, and a fine houſe and fair 
demean of 1denſhawxthe Haxſion houſe of John of John _ 
Eſquire , andnear unto it lics Howfield , a member of the ſame 
Townſhip of Clottor. 7 | | 

Towards this River fide , which now hath parted ir ſelf into 
that ſtream, which we have thus far followed, and thar other 
which we croſſed over at Hurley in Broxtoz Hundred, we come to 
Tenton,or Teartoz, a Lordſhip divided into many parts ; . but the 
greateſt parts of them belong wo the Davenports of Br amhall before- 
mentioned; and one houſe and demean of one deſcent of the Breſ- 
fes,which hath been a great name of Gentlemen, 

And fo we cannot here but ftay to look upon the next ſtately 
houſe and fine demean of Zeeſtoz, the name both of rhe houſe, the 
zownſhip,and that famous andfar-ſcen Caſtle, builr there by the 
laſt Ranulph,the famous Earl of Cheſter,and without queſtion was a 
place when ſuch ſixong Holds were in requeſt, of admirable and 
impr Ego 
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1mpregnable itrength ; 1r is mounted upon the top of a very ltecp 
hill of ſtone:che chict Tower whereot , 1n the very fummity of 1t, 
had a draw Well of an incredible depth to ferve it withWater.I 
have meaſured it,& notwithſtanding that by the great number of 
ttones,which from the ruinated walls thoſe that repairthither, do 
caſt in, it is ſuppolcd as the VVell in the outward to be half top- 

ped up, yet it is of true meaſure 91. yards deep, and the other 
above 80, yards deep by A. S. and from that Tower a Circular 
wall of a large compaſlc,containing a fine plat of ground, where- 
in the circuit of it, and in the muddeſt of that another VVell, 

which yet by the long deſcent of a ſtone,betore ir fall down to the 

watcr, when you ſhall hear the fall of ir of a huge depth ; and the 

toor of that whole wall ſtanding ſo deep on every fide, that ſaving 

one way up to the garcs of the Caſtle rowards the Eaſt, and thole 

very fair and ſtately men can hardly find footing to ſtand on any 

part of the ſaid Hill , Concerning which, though I have no reaſon 

ro fix my belick upon any , cither idle Prophecies, as they call 

them,or vain predictions of vulgar report z yet neither will I be 

{o ſcrupulous,as not to make mention of the common word there- 

abouts ulcd,thart Beeſtoz Caſtle (hall ſave all Ezglazd on a day;nor 

ſocnvious, as not to take notice of old Lelards bold conjecture of 
the future exalting of the head of ir in time to come, whercof I 

onely {ay this, that I with every man to look upon what grounds 

he uy credit to any old Dreams : To the place I wiſh al good, 
and to the name of Beeſtoz,I could alſo wiſh a continuance as the 

Caſtle ſtands,being now in the poſſeſſion of an ancient Knight Sir 

Hugh Beeſton, of much rc{pe& ; but now through want of Ifſue- 
male,like to paſſe into another name, the Heir being now married 

to one of the younger {ons of the honourable and often-mentioned 
Knight and Baronet Sir Thomas Savage. 

Being almoſt ar the head of this water, our guide hitherto, we 
will take with us the uttermoſt nook of this Hundred, lying Sou- 
therly upon our right hand, and then return ; Ve come next to 
Sporſiowe,a Lordſhip,with the fair houſe, demean,and the ancient 
continued Race of Gentlemen, in a direc line of the ſame name, 
the owner now George Sparſtow of Spurſtow Eſquire, for the antiqui- 
ry of whoſe Anceſtors, I could mention ſome memorable argu- 
ments from the Matches of great houſes with them , and ofthem 
in great places; as alſo from their being the firit har bore the of- 
fice of High Sheriff in this County Palatine, which I have ſcen te- 
ſtificd in a Deed of Credir among the evidences of that houſe;but 
though my duty and my love bind me to do all I can forthe eſti- 
mation of that houſe, yet my own poor alliance to ſome that have 
intereſt in that blood, makes me more {paring with that Precin& :; 
John Alderſey Gentleman,tcarmed alſo of Spurſtow, hath a fine an- 
cient and fair demean , and the Birth-place of thar moſt worthy 
to be honoured Alderſey of London,whom the Pariſh ſtands bound 
ever to remember, with praiſcs to God) for the Preachers and Mi- 
niſters great ſtipend there z as alſo the Schoolmaſters and Uſhers z 
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LUQCLK I WIEN ThC yearly gLILS Or 10.1, tO t.C Pur 1CT C\CT; BUT ON 
che Ealt {i.e of Sparſlow lies Harghion,8&thcrein an ancientRace and 
Scar of rt;c Haightens, Gentlemen of good eſteem, and another of 
the Buckleys ; and on the Weſlt fide, a ſtarcly houte and great de- 
mcan of Kiddley , rhe poſleſiton of chat honourable deſcent of the 
Everto;s,ſometime a great man of this houſe,and is now the prin- 
cipal {cat of that worchy Knight Sir Richard Egerton , formerly 
mcntioned, and of whom for worthy reſpects I could oft ſtill wil- 
lingly make mention, Here Jay that famous Pool, a ſhallow, bur a 
road water, heretofore a great Nurle for Fiſh and Fowl : Bur of 
larc ycars,and in our remembrance drained dry, and made more 
profitable in a goodly Meddow for Hay ; And true it 1s, that 
tiiough this Pool,though not beginning here,as ſome V'rirers ſup- 
poſe the head of that water of weever 1s ferched,which afterward 
t00n grows to ſo greata name 3 and upon the Northweſt fide of 
Ki«ley lies the Lordſhip of Pecferton, ſometimes belonging to the 
great name of the (vrZets in Shropſhire ; but now to Sir Hugh Beſtoz. 
And hcrein is a fine ancicut fear of one Brazch of the Caluelzes, and 
now poſleſied by my much reſpected triend Mr.Thomas Calteley,to 
whom I with as great good,as a friend can toa fricnd, 

Now we fcc the Morher Church of all theſe Townſhips , and 
many more the Churches of Buzbury, the name dcrived from that 
Biſhop that was ſaintcd by the name of Boxiface ; ( But which of 
chem, I take not upon me ro relate)ſhews, that the Church which 
was dedicated to that name,and ſtill gives name to the Townſhip 
and whole Pariſh,is of great antiquiry,the Church a fair one,and 
unto it not many years agone, was added to the South-ſide of the 
Clianccl a very tine Chappel, by one of the Egertoxs, Knights of 
Ridley, which ſcrves for a burial place to the Heir of that houſe : 
And hath ſome Monuments with Inſcriptions, in Tables of Brafle, 
ot ſome of that Family ; in which Church, in the middle of the 
Chancel,is the Vaut where the Cakeleyes are uſually buried under 
a fair Monument,adorncd with the Arms. 

Not far from the Church , we ſce the ruines of a Colledge, 
which was there founded by that famous Hugh Calulerley, or Calu- 
{ez,and molt fincly built and {urniſhed tor the maintenance of fixe 
Pricſts,who had thre their beginning,and {uch cmployments, as 
thc devotion of thoſe times required, which attcrward was among 
othcr {uch like foundations diſſolved, and turned to better uſes. 
And the ReCtory of the Pariſh being in Queen El:zabeth of noble 
memory her hands,the {ame was purchaſed by that worthy Citi- 
zen of Lozdow, Thomas Alderſey Merchant-Taylor; and a Pariſhio- 
ncr,born here of thoſe Alderſazes of Spurſtow,a little before mentio- 
ned ; and the fame by him beſtowed part amongſt his kinsfalks 
& friends, but the greateit part founded aPreachers place of 100. 
marks per 4z#um, to which healſo added a finc houſe, which he 
built for that purpoſc,with a pretty parcel of Land unto it,and 20. 
li. per aanum,tor an Aſſiſtant to the Preacher, and ro be a Curate 
there:and likewiſe built a new fair Free-School, and laid unto it 
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two convenient Dwellings,onc tor a Scaoolrna(ter with 20 /,per as, 
itipend, and one for an Uther with 10 /: per azaum tor ever, Ten 
pounds per azzum,to the Poor there, belides other charitable gitts 
to that Pariſh: All which,he ſaw actually effe&ed and pertormed 
many years in his lite,and fully cftabliſhed by A of Parliamenr 
betorc his death. And I may add,thart his godly intendments hath 
been by the ſeveral perſons, enjoying thole places ſince he foun- 
ded them, with tuch unceflant pains,laborious diligence,and grear 
learning, endcavourcd to be tully cffe&ted, as I think the Snaky 
rongue of the Fury Envy her {elf cannot bur ſpit forth the truch of 
it: and I know thcre be ſome that do and ſhall bleſſe God all the 
days of their life, that ever thcy ſaw and licard the power of the 
Miniftry of Gods yruth in that place ; and if any do complain of 
the ſmal Crop of that great Harveſt,and indetarigable pains there 
raken,lct them impure it to the barrennefſle of the Soil, and want 
of due care and attention in the Hearers,and not to the labours of 
the Workman, whoſe comforts I know lic ſtored up in the Con- 

{cionable diſcharge of the duties enjoyned them. The beſtowing 

of the Preachers place there, and the reſt, are in the diipoling of 
the Maſter, Wardens, and ſome others of the worſhiptul Cumpa- 

ny of Habcrdaſhers of Lodoz ; who arc much directed therein 

when occaſion ſerveth, by that well-diſpoſed and well-deſerving 

Gentleman Mr.Johz Alderſay of Spurſtow, the owner of that ancicne 
houſe and land from whence the worthy Founder had his deſcent: 

by the prudent and godly care of which ſaid Worſhiptull Gover- 
nours,the ſaid places have been, and yet are moſt worthily ſup-

Hence, we return us Weſtwards again, and come by Alpram, 
whercin was ancicntly a houſe and name of the Pages,now wholly 
extin& ; and here the lofty Pile of that tweet and delicate ſcat of 
the Hall of Tilton, Fearnhall,ſhews it {elf:the remembrance of the 
builder whereof, ſtops again the walk of my Pen; and I could wiſh 
I could neither think upon the happineſle of my years there ſpent, 
nor upon the unrecoverablcloſſe ] rhere {uſtained,in the departure 
of my dcar Maſter, the renowned laſt decealed Owner ot wood- 
hay. 

xv ro this we ſee the Ruines of a houſe indeed, but no decay 
of the name or the Owners tticreot, which was Flaxyards, the ati- 
cient Seat of the Dozes, who were called Dones of Flaxyards; be- 
twixt whom and thoſe Does of #itkinton, I have heard was no 
| little emulation, untill ir pleaſed God the heirs males of #:k:ng- 
to failing, were glad to knit with the heir of Flaxyards ; "That fo 
the union of both by marriage might make one greater name ; as 
now we {ce in the perſon of the worthy Knight Sir Joh» Doze of 
#thington, a Gentleman very compleat in many Exccllencies of 
Nature, Wir, and Ingenuity, which together with his diligence 
and well-plcafing ſervice to his Majeſty, who took his pleaſure 
and Repalt in his Forreſts of Delamore, Anno 1617, where this 
Gentleman being chief Forreſter and Keeper,ordercd fo wiſely and 
contentfully his Highnefles Sports, that he freely honoured him 
with Knighthood,and graced his houſe of #tk:;7gtoz near hereunto 
with his Royall preſence, making him Sir Joh Doze of Mthing.

Dzard eldeſt Son of rhe Illuſtriqus King of Ezgland: To 
the Archbiſhops,&c. Greeting. Know ye, Tnat We for 
the health of Our Soul, and of the ſouls of all Our Prede- 
ceſlours and Heirs, or other Our Succcflours, have given, 
granted, and by this Our preſent Charter, confirmed,tor Us and 
Our heirs, and all our Succeſlours, to God and the blefled 24ary, 
and to the Monaſtery of the ſaid glorious Virgin of Der-hall, of 
the Ciſterc:zan Order ; which We, being ſometime in danger at 
Sea, have founded in Our County of Chefter in the Dioceſle of

confirmed it indeed tobe a Royal Yale: where it was the joy and 
gladnefle of our hearcs to behold how grac ouſly his Highnefle 
tpent there , the King of Heaven his own day in the f{ervice of his 
God : and where he was pleaſed to hear our Reverend Dean of 


. Cheſter prcach unto him Gods truth, and could art has dinner re- 


count the heads and cuict points of his Sermon,as puncually,as if 
his Highnefle had been acquainted with the Preachers Notes:and 
where his Majeſty, the day following, had ſuch {uccefletul plea- 
{ucc inthe hunting of his ownHounds of a Stag to deathzas it plea- 
jcd him graciouſly to calculate the hours,and confer with the Kee- 
pcrs,and his honourable atrendants,of the parricular events in that 
ſport,and to queſtion them, whether they ever ſaw or heard of the 
like Expedition, and true performance of Hounds well hunting : 
at which his.Highncfle Princely contentment, we had much cauſc 
ro rcjoyce z and the rather,tor that the diligence and ſervice of Sir 
Joha Done, had 1o profperouily prepared his Majeſties Sports, 
which he alfo as graciouſly accepted : This Yale- Royal was the ſcar 
0; a noble Race ot the Holcrofts for ewo deſcents,bur of late is come 
by purchaſe,to the Lady Mary Cholmley, widdow z a Lady of grear 
Poſicfhons, whom we have had ſeveral occalions ro mention here- 
rofore ; and,who for her wi{dome,vertue,and carcful proviſion for 
her Child,and great Hoſpitality, deferverh worthy remembrance. 
We ſee, beyond this Sandy way,where hath been a Diſcent of the 
Eatous Gentlemenzand Hertford,where Mr. Themas Row hath built 
a very delicate little houſe :; and ſo we look as far as this Huxdred 
reacheth to winz2gton,where 18 a fair ſtone bridge over the River 
of xeever,who now having met with Daze, grows very haughty 
and proud, aud hath once or twice of late.fwelled and foamed roo 
imparicntly,becaulc it may not be-impl6ycd with Boats and Car- 
riages from Aesſey mouth,which ir thinks it ſelf ſuſhicient enough 
for,if it were cleared of ſome weres and ſtoppages by the way:and 
going firſt by walterſcote,a very ancient ſcar of the Litleys, Gentle- 
men of good worth,and now the poſleſſion of Ralph Littler Gentle 
man ; it haſtens to weeverham,who receives name from it, and is 2 
Pariſh,which Church and pretty Town, having been alſo a mem- 
ber of that Abbey ot Yale-Rozal, and holding ll a great Liberty, 
with a Court and Priſon,ot no mean power and juriididtion of the 
chief Lordſhip thereof, now in the hands of the worthy Thomas 
Morbury Eſquire, formerly ſpoken of ; and in this Liberty Imay

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not omit one ancient Seat, baving been one of the Abbey Granges, 
which never were any of the mcaneſt holdings , and rhis called 
Helperſlone Grange hath belohged to the wartar.ons, {ocalled of the 
Grange, and now poſlefied by Peter warburton Elquire, learned in 
the Law,whom my love will not let me paſſe in filence, rhough I 
ſay no morc, but that which is in evety mans expe&ation,thar his 
worthy parts would ſoon fir and prepare him, it his own modeſty 
kept him not backzto cotne make a ſupply ro the want; that Dearth 
and great Preferments bring upon us of our great Lawyers of our 
Countrey,though we have yet forme good ſtote oi them. TheViea- 
rage thereof,being a py Living, atrct the expiration of a Leaſe 
- in being,belongs to the Reverend Bithop of this Dio- 
ccfle 


From hence, weever ſhall bring us but to Aon bridge, where 
we muſt parc with ir,and fo turn us th6te Veſtcrly, ro look upoti 
that Townfhip of A#o-,wherein there is a houſe oft one James Rojp 
Gentleman, a Freeholder of this Precir&, and an ancient Seat of 
the Farrars,and fo we take with us Cravghton,ot Crawphton, where 
Sir Galbert Ireland knight, the heir and pofleſſour of a gteat fair 
houſe in Lazcaſhire called Hutt,hath a fair houſe and demcan. . 

And next unto this lyes Kzn;ſtey,a tzit Lordſhip,whercof mbch 
of the Lands belong to Reckſavage 5 Mr. Cambilen derives Sir Jobz 
Dones name frottt one Randal of Kingſley, ro whom the Earl of 
Cbeſter, Randdl the firſt, gave the Fotcfterſhip of this Foreſt, ahd 
te to the Dawres to hold by tight of Inheritance, which ſince fell 
to be called Doxes, and therein alſo is an ancient Seat 6f the Ret- 
ters of Kingſley, Gentlemen of long continuance; and not far off, a 
fair Brick Houle belonging to one of the Gerards, called of Crown- 
wood, 

But we paſle thence to 2ewtoz, a Lordſhip in the Edge of the 
Foreſt belonging to Sir Job Dore, and fo to Alvandley, a pretty 
Townſtnp, wherein is 4 Chappell arid a very fine houle that Be- 
longs to Hezxry Ardern Eſquire, of Harden tormerly mentioned ; 
and fo having but onely the Dee! Farm, the ancient inheritance of 
Sir Joh Doxe; and beneath it Cutrall, a very fine Seat and De- 
- mean, the Poſſeſſion of F. Nuttal Eſquire,a man of good uſficien- 
ey: Wepaſlcby Worley, where one of the Halls a Frecholder, 
hath a pretty Scat, and by Cuddizgron, whercin is divers pretty 
Farms, we fall intotte (patious Forreſt of Delamere it ſelf, having 
gone round about the ſame in the view of this Hundred : Which 
Forcſt 1s a very deleftable place for Scituation, and maintainerh 
not onely a convenient being and preſcrvation for his Majeſtics

alſo a great relicf tothe neighbouring Botders and Townſhips 
round about it; yielding plenty of paſture in the Vales, wood

Mawes; in the flaſhes, both the kinds of Turf for fewell, one 
they call fla-turf, becauſe ir is flead from rhe upper face of the

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grouu 11 voyd places z the other dep-turt, becaule it is digged 
our of pits, Whrcot there 1s abundance : Upon the higheſt hill 
of all, and about the middeſt of the Foreſt is {cen a very delicare 
houlc, ſuſhcient for the dwelling of the chict Foreſter himſelf 
whcu it pleaſcth him, and 1s called the. Chamber zz the Foreſt, there 
being likewiſe in the teverall parts diſperſed on every fide of the 
ſaid,Forreſt pretty and handſome Lodgings with Fees and Com- 
mo4ditics thereunto belonging tor the Keepers in cach diſtin 
.walk. ' s 
- » I might venture t5 wade into a long diſcourſe of thoſe two towns, 
or rather Citics, which not onely old taies, but even the Writers 
both ancient and Modern, do makereport of ; but becauſe few 
other Circumſtances do concur, and not {o much as the ruines of 
any peece of them do remain, the names onely of the Hundred 
of Eaciſbury, and a ſtately old Tree, which they call the Finny 
Oak, which are ſaid to be derived from the Townor City of Ea- 
delfled, and the Fort or Caſtle of Finborow onely except : I had 
rather leave to the credit of thoſe Reports and Writers, then 
labour farther for a thing, which if we find, we can never reco- 
ver. 

I alſo let paſſe ſome old Prophecies , ſome conceited names 
of Trees, of Moſle-pits, Pools, long ſhoors of old Archers, as 
alſo the Horſerace one or two,& the latter new found Well,;which 
I hope I may rake leave to teave untouched, becauſe I ſuppoſe 
my long Journey in this little Hundred, hath well nightired my 
Reader already. | 
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Have laboured to caſt the Hundted-of weral by the Dimen- 
| fions thereof into ſome Reſcmblance, and though Geome- 
crically conſidered, ir come neareſt to the figure of a long 
$quare, or rather a Rhomboides, yer becayle the long ſides 
are not ſtraight lines , nor the oppolice ends equall in their di- 
ance, we mult rake it as ir is irregular, and the neateſt reſem- 
blance that I can give it, is the fole ot a Ladies left foor Pantofle; 
tor the fartheſt Northweſtern end compaſſed with the Sea, falls 
ſomewhat round; Then it narrowes it {elf both waycs ; and be- 
rween Bebrngton on the Eaſt, and Oldfield on the Weſt fide, falls 
narrow of the Sole; then it widens it felt cither way to Staney 
on one ſide, and Burton on the other where it is broadeſt ; then 
narrowing again till it point with the tip of the toc upon Chefter 
Labertiesz Mir. Cambaer: fitly calls it a Languet of the Land, and

ment, that was in his Father and Anceſtors ibctore him ; from 
whence as we go,we {ee on the Welt of us Caperburſt, a fine Lord- 
ſhip,belonging to the Houles of Cholmley and Pool, and in the ſame 
one Gentlemans ſcar 'wherein, - - 

' By our Brook lyes Croughton, - amember'of the Lordſhip of Jobz 
Hurleſton Eſquire,formerly mentioned; and from thence we come 
ro Stdke, a little Pariſh Church adjoyning to that fair demean and 
ancient ſcat of the: Bunburies,of good Worlhip, called Stanny-hat, 
and which may be glad of the worthy preſent owner Sir Hezry 
Bunbury Knight, whoſe grave and well-diſpoſed courſes procure 
unto him a ſpecial good eſtimation, for his endeavours to do good 
in Publique Government,and his-more private affairs alſo, 

We turn us now towards our journcy more VVeſtwards,paſſing 
by whitbey ; and from whence it may ſeem the wh:theys derived 
cheir-name,oft whom this Gentleman,that now bears ſpeciall parr 
in the Government of this City, have advanced their names to no 
mean degree of deſerved eſtimation, 

Then holding on our courſe; we go by great Swttoz, a goodly 
Lordſhip,and where hath becn a famous Sear, called Sutton-Court, 
the Inheritance now of Sir Robert Cholmley'; and npon onr other 
hand Pool.a fair ancient Scat,with a Park;- of which,the long con- 
rinued Race of the Pools have born that name; and it is very pro- 
bable;have been the Anceſtors of ſome very great Families of that 
name in other Countreys, the preſent owner there Joh Pool Eſq 
Neer unto which, we ſee alfo Stanlow,now a Farm of the ſaid Mr, 
Pools; | | 

But where was a Monaſtery founded by the famous Lacy, Con- 
ſtable of Cheſter, about exo 1173, taking the: name from Stery 
hill ; but for the unrulyneſle of Merzey water, they miſliked their 
Seat there,and found means to be tranſlated from thence to whaley 
in Lancaſhire, - 


'Next come we to Hooton,a goodly ancient Mannour, and fair 
part,which ever fince the Raign of King Rzchard the ſecond, hath 
been-the Seat of the Stazleys of Hooton,Gentlemen of great digniry 
and worth,deriving their Pedigree fromAlaz S:Fveſter,upon whom 
Raruph the firſt, Earl of Chefter, beſtowed the Batlywick of the 
Forreſt of perral.,and delivercd-unto him a Horn; tobe the token of 
his gift : from whence we gather, that werral was holden to be a 
place of no mean accomprt in thoſe times, where have continued 
the ſame Starleys in a-diret ſucceſſion,;and was late poſſeſſed by a 
very worthy and noble-minded Knight Sir Rowland Stanley ; who 
lived there tothe age { I have heard.) of well necr an hundred 
yearsandlivedto be the cldeft Knight in this Land, which I note 
the rather,to approve the healthfulneſle of the place, and where 
his fourth Generation, his Sons'Sons Son was at the time of his de- 

| F ; ccaſc - 
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ccale ; Neer unto which ſtands Eajtham, the Parith Church and 
Lordſhip. 

Next beyondit, we leave on our lefr hand Brinſtone , and (o' 
come toPooton,or Pooltoyzot which name there is another Townthip 
from which this is diſtinguiſhed by the name of Laxcelet ; and the 
ncxt to that is Brumbrough, a pretty Town, with a Chappel; and 
therein Daniel Bavand B{quire, hath a fair Houſe, and Demcan : 
next which lics the Nether Bebb:ngton and Over Bebbington, the 
Precin&s whercof rake up in this Tra a large extent ; the one, a 
Chburch-Town, with a fait Chuch, and goodly Parſonage : the 
other,a*member of rhe Pariſh,and where Joh Mizſhal of Minſhal 
Eſquire, hath great ſtofe of fair Poſleſſions. 

Upon our Ictt hand we leave Stoortoz, a Lotdſhip, and fo go by 
Preaton, where one Race of the Haukerhals have a fine houic and 
demean,the preſent ownet theteof John Okeaball Eſquire ; beyond 
which lycth Lanran;or Landecan; a Townihip, with pretty Farms 
in ir;xhe Lands of Sir R/chard wilbrabam, Knight and Baronet, for- 
merly mentioned ; and from thence we go next to Woodchurch, 2 
' Patith Church,and neat Parſonage by. it: beneath whieh;looking 

rowards Merzey,again lyes a goodly Yale,and pleaſant Ttack ; in 
which we may ſec Xpton, a fine Lordſhip; whetein ſtands the 
houſe and demean, where a long defcent of Gentlemen have had 
continuance,ſptung from:the houſe of Beuld of Bould im-Lancaſhire; 
the now owner thereof Peter Bould Eſquite z ro whom 1 owe parrti- 
cular reſpets of love; and next unto this, Oxtoz : And then more 
near to Merzey fide the Townſhip of Trawmore 5 and near to that 
is a fine ſeat of that worthy Gentleman; whom elfewhere we rez 
membred Jobz Minſhal of Minſbal Eſquire;called Derby houſe. 

Thence, on our left hand, we fee Caughton; where Mr,Thomas 
Powel hath fair Lands; and then leaving the Ferry; whete the paſ- 
ſage lies over into Lancaſhire, unto Leauerpool; we ftep over into 
Berket Wood and whete hath been a famous Priory, the founda- 
tion whereof,I atn nor yer inſtructed for ; bur now a very goodly 
Demean,and which is come (by deſcent from the worſleyes, men of 
great Poſſeflions)now to a Gentleman of much worth Thomas Powel 
Eſquire, the heir of char ancient ſeatof Horſley, in the County of 
Flint, and one whom our County may-gladly receive, to be added 
to the number of thoſe thar deſerve better commendation, then I 
am fir to give them; though unto him I am particularly bound 
ro extend my wits to g higher reach-, then here will make tryall 
of. (ts

And-fo we come to 3idſfon,a goodly houſc, demcan; and part of 
che Right Honourable yiliamEarl of Derby ; which chough ir be 
lefle then many other ſears, which his Honour hath, --wherein to 
make his reſfidence,when he ts ſo plcafed ; yet for the pleaſant (ci- 
euation of this, and the varicty of noble delights appendanc to it, 
his Lordſhip ſeems much to afte@ the ſameczand enlargerh the con« 
veniences thercin for his pleaſure and abode many ways , which 
with craving pardon tor my bold Collc&ion,I ſuppoſe his Honour 
doth out of his Honourable love to this our Countrey ,” that we 
might have the more his preſence here, where he bears the grear 
places of his Majefties Lord Lieutenart'tn the” cauſes Military, 
and the Princes Highneſſe Chamberlain-of the County Palatine, 
2s his noble and worthy Anceſtors have done before him. 

Following the «circuit of the Shire, we come next to grear 
Afooles,which gives name and ſcar to an ancicnt Family of Moeles z 
whence to go by Mcoretor,and then by Sanghall Maſsteia very gal- 
lant Lordſhip ; and leaving Overchurch on our left hand, in which 
we paſſe by Newtoz, and ſomewhat beyond that by Graysbey, where 
we hold on nearer the ſhore, and take with us weſt-K:rby ; herein 
the utmoſt Weſtern nook of this Promontory , divided from the 
Land\lics that little barren I{land,called 1kree,or Hilbreezin which - 
it is ſaid,there was ſometime a Cell of Monks; though Itcarce be--

From whence;we come next tothe Grawnge, which 1 would ra- 
ther think to be that feat where thoſe Monks eat their Beet and 
Brewis, and which is now poſleſſed with w:llzam Glegge Eſquire; 
being deſcended to him from his Anceſtors : upon the {ide of this 
to the Eaſt,lies Fraxkley,a large Townſhip, and ſo we come to the- 
rwwo Townſhips,great and little Calsey, 

Neer unto which , lies the ſtation or landing-place, for their 
Boats and Barges,with their laden and unladenCommodity,called 
the Red-Baxk ; fo I take it from the colour of the Rock upon the 
ſhoarbrink, and necr unto this, lies rbez,another fair Lordſhip , 
wherein the Zwlls,Free-holders,have a good ſcat, And we come 
thence to Thurſtanton, the ancient Seat of the whitmores of Thax- 
ſtarton,the Owner now Whitmore Eſquire ; which Race,whe- 
ther they had their beginning from the City of Cheſter , in which 
have been many Maiors of that name;or;that from them came the

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name into Cheſter z ther own Evidence, wherewitnall I am not ac- 
quaintedzcan berter declare irzhen I can : On the Eaſt tide of 1t 
lyes Barrſtenz whence it is Jike,the Bay aftons, Gentlemen in. Broxtos: 
Hundredzhad their own name fiſt 3 and upon the ſhore fide., we 
come next tothe Old field, where we {aid the narroweſt place of 
the Hundred is ſuppoſed ; and it is like, hath given name to thoſe 
Gentlemen the Oldfelds , of whom we have made mention be+ 
tore, | 

Our next remove is ta Heſ.wal,or Heſſelwal,a Town where ſtands 
che Pariſh Church and Partonage fincly ſcituared , and there ex- 
tends to it a fair Lordfhipot Thornton Mayow,and Raty,another ve- 
ry pleaſant vein of a large Precin&. | 

Bur necr the Sca {ide,we come to Gayton, the ſcat of that gncienr 
Race of Gleggs of Gaytoz, now the poſleſſion of Edward Glegge Elq 5 
a Gentleman well reputed 3 and next unto this lyes. Zeaghroz, 1n 
which ts ſcared a very ancient houſe, and fine demean, another 
branch of the whitmores, of a very great defcent ., the owner 
now #ll;am whitmore Eſq 3 And next neighbor to this is the well= 
known TownPariſh Church,and part of great Neſton 5 and the u- 
fuall place where our paſſengers into /relazd,do ſooften lye wait- 
ing the leiſure of the winds, which makes many people berter. 
acquainred with this place then they defireto be, though. here be; 
wanting no convenient entertainment, it noorher wants be in the 
way ;and here tis the ſtatjonof the ſhips, called , The New Key , 
where they imbark and dit-imbark both Mcn,Harſcs,Kine, and all 
other Cammodiries,on the back ot this Neſtaz : to .the-Eaſk lyes a 
large Tract of Heath and Gommons, and therein a fair Lordihip, 
called Chzlter Thornton.

. But keeping ſtill our ſhore, we have. Neſſe;. And next to that 

more Landwards woolafton, a. great breagth of grounds. And 
then. have we Burton a pretty Town. And a landing placeby the 
{ideat a grear- Brow of a promontory reaching intothe $6a, they 
call it Burtoz head z and next tothis we come to that gallant lofty 
Scar of Paddington, overlooking the Sea which fo tar holds on 
her large breadth unlimiced within the mourh of Dee, wherein 
have continued the Race of rhe Mafzes, which have been a great 
name derived into many Branches trom that Hamex cAſaſfy, one 
of the Earls Barqns , and the Owner now Sir wiliam Maſſy 
Knight, who addes more luſtre to the fame of his predeceſſors x 
which Sear is alſo beautified with a fine Park, a grear ſpatious 
Common , which they yulgarly called .Motberleſje Heath, lyes 
Eaſtward bchind this a great way further, at the one fide whereof 
we fce Ledſham ; and {o we come to Shetwick , a little Pariſh 
Church, and near unto it an ancient houſe that hath belongedts' 
John. Hockenhall of Hockenhall Eſquire: and ſo.we come to thar 
gallant Park called Shorwick Park, where ſometimes. have been, 
and yer are remaining the Ruines of a fair Caſtle: chat ſtands up- 
on the Brink of Dee within the Park,in which is alſo a fine Lodge 
tor the habitation of the Keepers of the Princefſe Highnefle Decr 
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in that Park, and 1s in the holding of Sir &ibard :ll:riham whom 
we have often mentioned ; from whence we come preſently to 
great Sarghalla fair Lordſhip chictly belonging to his Highnefle ; 
and little Sanghall, another fine Townſhip, the Lands ot ſundry 
Frecholders there inhabiting ; and along by the precin&s of them 
both; lyes a place called anciently K:-gsncod , where now his 
Highneſſe Tenants have made incloſures to the great increaſe of 
Corn for the benefit of the Countrey. And next to this, lics firſt 
a goooly ancient Seat upon the Browe of Dee Banks, called Blago7 
Hall, the name of the whole Lordſhip, the Lands of Sir will:am 
Norris Knight of the Bath, whom Laicaſhire hath the moſt inte- 
reſt in making his chiet Reftidence among them, where he hath 

grcat poſleſſions; and chen adjoyncth Crabball, the Demcan cf 
william Gamull a prime Alderman of the City of Cheſter, whonr 

we have formerly,and ſhall hereafter mention z VVho therc,hath 

a moſt delicate fine houſe torerire unto at his plcafure,and-choice 

appendants both for pleaſure and profit : Round abour it we have 

nothing left, but upon our left hand the two Molzzgtors called 

Baneſier and Torrent a fair Lordſhip,: and whereof much of rhe 

Lands have belonged to the cAfordarts, great Knights of Ocley in 

Bedfordſhire, but now to ſeverall Purchaſers in thoſe parts, And 

thus we arrive again at the tip of the toc in our Deſcription,being 

ro come home preſently to our tamous City again, 


Nothing doth more illuſtrate and-dignific a Countrey, a City, 
a Natien, or a people, then a well ordered, a long continued, and 
a throughly maintained Government, togethcr with the tame, 
valour, greatneſlc, and noble vertucs of the Governours : where- 
upon next to our deſcription, which we have thus rudely.I con- 
feſle run over, of the parts and whole of the City and Countrey; 
it pertinently followes we ſhould with like Brevity deliver fome 
Remembrances of the Government and Governovrs which have 
Here born the ſway, and have left recorded to all poſterity: not 
onely the fame and high eſtimation of their perſons, bur alſo 
made the place much more renowned, which hath for ſo many 
ages next under the Sovcraign power over the whole Monarchy, 
carricd a preheminence in the particular Regiment of this Shirc, 
will appear in the recitall of che famous Perfons which have 
born Rule and Command here. 

In the profecution of this our purpoſe, though I hold Mr.Stowes 
method the beſt that could be raken, who after his gcnerall Sur- 
vey, ſpeaks diſtin&ly firſt of the Spirituall, then of the Tem poral 
Government of Loxdor ; tor ſo the order of the time of their {c- 
verall Rules gave him juſt occafion to de : yet the goverment ha- 
ving been chiefly and primarily here in the perſons of our noble 
and famous Earls, I think itmoſ fit firſt to begin with them, and 
ſo come to other: degrees, as the order of time and other Conli- 
derations ſhall lead us on, | 

Bur upon my ſetting in to begin my Relation of the __ of 

Cheſter, 
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Cheſter, I ind an excceding grear difficulty how to give ſatisfacti- 
on to the ExpeRations of the variable Readers, that may be di- 
verſly affected ro the Writers of chele matters, from whom I muſt 
ferch my grounds for what I deliver : Many Authors have wric- 
ten of {oine noble perſons, to whom they have given the Title of 
the Earls of Cheſter before the coming in of william the Norman, 
called the Conquerour ; Our late Writers, and the moſt Judi- 
cious among them, though they detract nor from the tame ot thoſe 
Werrhies which have been {ſo {tiled Earls, yet they give little 
approbarions to the Reports of the ſaid Writers touching that de- 
nomination of the Earldom of {eſter ; here is now the ſtraight I 
amin; LoathI am cither injuriouſly ro {uppreſle what the one 
fort have delivered ; or raſhly ro diſſent trom them that have 
bcen moſt ſtudious for the truth:and it I may any way wind out of 
this Brake by the Courteſie of my Reader,l think it muſt be this, E 
will chicfly report ſome few Remembrances which are made of 
four or five Earls before the Conqueſt : and then come to that 
ferrled and well known ſucceſſion of them fince the Conqueſt, lea- 
ving every one libcrty to inform themſelves, as they find means, 

. 'Fhe fir(t Earl of Cheſter we read of, is Edolf or Edol!, whom both 
Ran, Ceſtrenſis, and Fabian in his Chronicle, do record to have 
bech Earl here, though ſome call him Earl of $9locefter, which 
he might be alſo;abour the year of our Lord, 471, and in the time 
of Yortigern his Government ; and then when the treacherous con- 
tention tell out betwixt Yortzgerz and Hengeſt. 

But hear,how this Earl E T in that Cuddain treachery of Hez- 
geſt againſt the Brittazas,upon a pretence of mecting for pcace, be- 
haved himſelf,and with a Stake out of a Hedge, bcing otherwiſe 
unarmed, with main force and valour,ſlew (ſome ſay) 17. Other- 
fome ſay ,70. of his armed enemies, and how afterward he took 
Hengiſt in a battel, brought him to Conningborough, and there be- 
headed him : Being things not ſo pertinent ro my purpoſe, I omit, 
and leave to be read in thoſe Hiſtories. 

The ſecond Earl of Cheſter our VVriters tearm him diverſly;ſome, 
by the name of Curſoz ; and ſome Carſall ; and others Saurſalem, and 
he is ſaid to be one of the Knights of King Arthars round Table : 
This muſt be about Azzo Dom. 616, For the credit of whoſe ſtory, 
I know many that wiſh not to hear a more authentique Author 
then Jobz Hardings Chronicle ; who thus,Chap.the 78.verifacth : 


Theſe were Knights then of the Table reand , 
Morved the Earl, that tzme, of Glouceſter : 

Of Shrewsbury,the Earl Harald that ftownd : 
The Earl Mawren alfo of Worceſter : 

The Earl Eugence that was of Leiceſter : 
Archgale the Earl of Warwick full couragtom ; 
The Earl Curſon of Cheſter full boanteois, 


Very 
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Very tew matters arc tound to be recorded of tnis Earl ; yet 
John Stow affirmeth him to be one ſpeciall Gentleman art rhe Coro- 
nation of King Arthur; and ſo doth Galfrid the Monk of 140n- 
mouth,that Curſoz or Surſalemby which he alſo calls him, with ma- 
ny other Nobles, were lain in the batte]l, when Arthur overcame 
INK Lucius the Romane Captain, 
NNN The third Earl we find mentioned, was Leofr:cus , who was 2 
Wt great Statcs-man in this Kingdom, in the time of Carutus, the no- 
ble King of the Daniſh Race; and by the ColleCion of Holl:nſhead, 
this Leofricus bare great {way,not onely in King Cazutu's time, bur 
attcrwards was the onely man of power and greatneſle, by whoſe 
help and furtherance, Edward the Son of Egelred,was advanced to 
the Crown and chicfeſt Dignity : Of which Leofricus,we alſo read 
much in the Acts and Monuments Vol. 1.1:b.3. fol.215.and in Lan- 
guets Chron, Fol, 195, Part 3d. and in Polycron, L1h.6.Cap.22, and 
in Fabians Chron, Part 6, Chap. 210, and in Graftous Abridgment 
of Chronicles ; who, in the lite of Edward the Confeffor, ſpeaks ſo 
much of the great power of this Leofricus,that he calls him Earl of 
Aferzia,and of Cheſter ; and in one place, King of Cheſter, 

It will not be amiſleto ſct you down the uſes of Henry Bradſhaw, 
touching this Earl;becauſe therein is contained both his own and 
william Mamsburies teſtimony of him : Alſo, from the Birth of our 
bleſſed Saviour,One thouſandyfifty and ſeven years,exprefſle inthe 
time of St, Edward, King and Confeflour ; as william Malmsbury 
bearcth witneſſe;Then Leofricus, a man of great meckneſle, was 
Earl! of Cheſter,Duke of Mercians,Son of Duke Leofwin, by lincay 
deſcents ; Thoſe Writers record many great charitable works of 
his,amongſt which his buildiug of St,yarburgh,and St. John,Chur- 
ches iu Cheſter,are not the leaſt, 

He founded the Abbey of Coventry ; and to the Church thereof, 
at his death,they ſay he lefr an ineſtimable Treaſure of rich Jew- 
£ls,and Ornaments, |

The Story which they record,of obtaining the Franchiſement for

EZ This worthy Dutcheſle Godwiza,being earneſt with the Duke 
for the Freedome of this City of Coveztry, the fame was granted, 
upon condition the wouldride naked through the City ; This 
rask, her love to them, inforced her ro undettake 5; which to do, 
the made choice of the day,and commanded all the Inhabitants to 
make cloſe their doors and windows that day, & none to look our 
1n any wiſe, which they did : yet as ſhe rode with no other cove- 
ring, ſave her own goodly hair, ſpreading over het naked body , 
the horſe ſhe rode upon chanced to neigh: at the hearing of which 
noiſc, one man (unmannerly Lour that he was) flipped down a 
Window, and looked forth: How the man was puniſhed, I read 
not ; but for this cauſe, they ſay, all Freedoms elſe wete granted, 
bur horſes ; and they are not freed there unto this day. 

The fourth Earl of Cheſter,before rhe Conqueſt, 1s faid to be Al- 
garus,and he was Son to the aforenamed Leofricus: to whom, as 
Fabian bath it, King Edward the Confeſſour gave the Earldome of 
Harald, the Son of Godwin; and of this eAlgarus, the Reports are 
variable, and divers, ſome writing of his noble and valiant Ex- 
ploits,fome of his Combinations with Greffeth, the Son of Luellin, 
a Prince of wales,and of great victories, that they together atchic- 
ved againſt the Duke of Merc:a,and others : Of him you may read 
in Dautid Powel his Hiſtory of Cambria, about Pages 91, 97,and 9g; 
and in other Chtonieles. | 

As for the uncertain Repotts of one Jonas (mentioned in a Chro- 
nicle made by a Schoolmatter of St. Albans)or,one Othonel, whom 
othets report to have been an Earl of Cheſter before the Conqueſt : 
neither 15 there agreements in the times, when they ſhould be 
Earls, nor in any circumſtance of truth, to induce us to believe 
the ſame. AndI ſee not how I cangive better ſatisfa&ion here- 
in, then referring my Reader to the words of that judicious and 
learned Gentleman Sir JohzPFerz,in his Second Part of Lacies No- 
bility, which becauſe ir ſerves as well ro ſhew what may beſt be 
thought moſt probable touching the condition of theſe Earls, ſup- 
poſed to be of Cheſter before the Conqueſt ; as alfo, for a good in- 
troduction to that, both beginning and ſucceſſion of the ſaid Earls 
after the Conqueſt, whereof there can be no queſtion at all ; and 
becauſe the Readers hereof uſually cannot read the ſame in the 
Author himſclf,I will borrow his own words to that purpoſe. 

After the 7.Kingdoms of the Exgliſb Saxons;(viz.)the Kingdom 
of Mercia, which of all the reſt was the greateſt, and the beſt, as 
wcll for the goodly Citizens, as Hewite for the fruitfulneſle of 
the Soyl, the Kingdome of Northumberland, the Kingdome of Eaſt 
Anyles,of the Eaſt Saxozs, of the South Saxors, and of the Welt 
Saxons,with the —_— or Realm of Kent)were after many tem- 
peſts and troubles of Warre, reduced into one Monatchy by the 
Mighty and warlike King Alfred, ir _ to paſle,thar for the bet- 
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ict Government of the people, not onely eAlſrid, bur ail) Otiicr 
Kings {ucceeding,divided the whole Realm of Ergland into leveral 
and particular Provinces and Juriſdictions, calling thc fame divi- 
ded Provinces in their Saxon {peech,$Schires, becaute they were as 
Shares or Sec ions,of the whole Kingdom 3; tlie tearm), to the {ig- 
nification of the word,Schyraz, which fignifieth, ro cut or divide. 
Thoſe Schyres,or Portions, were called Iikewilc by ſeveral names, 
and of them there were divers under the Gover..ment of Jubz 
Earl, or Duke, who holding the ſame Countries in his obedicnce, 
as Vice-Roy, or Depugy to his Sovcraign, did likewiſc appoint 
over every Shire,or particular Province,za Deputed Governour, or 
Lieutenant,calling him a Sherreeve,or Alderman ; which Office, 
was in great honour and dignity in that time; amongſt which ſu- 
pream Governours, or V ice-Royes, the greateſt was the Earl or 
Duke of Mercia,commonly called March,iimited with the River 
Humber, and Merzey, which gave name to the whole Region, and 
the Mountain of the Peat by North ; on the Weſt,with the fiouds 
of Dee and Severs; by Eaſt,with the great Occan; and South-wett, 
by the ſtreams of Tame and Iſis : This great and large Region con- 
tained the Countries of Lincola,Nottingham,Cheſter ,Sal/op,s tafjord, 
worceſter,Glouceſter, Oxford, Buckingham, Hartford, Bedford, Hunti; g- 
ton,Northampton,Leiceſter,and warmick ;, and therefore over the(c,1o 
large and great a Province , the Kings delcending on the Saxon 
Line;ſubſtirutcd ſuch a man, as excelled in wiſdome and martiall 
proweſle for a Governour or Regent,{aluting him with the honou- 
rable name of the Earl of March: And in this Region of Mare/ 
were ſuccefſively ſundry Governours,fometimes callicd in ancient 
Records, Dukes ; and ſometime Earls of Xarchland, even from the 
year of Chriſt,886,untill the coming of Wiltam, the Baſtard Duke 
of Normandy, in England. 

The recitall of tteir names for brevity I omit, ſomic of the laſt 
onely I muſt ſpeak of, Edwin by name, Earl of Marchland,who 
Ruled there after the death of thoſe two famous Earls of March, 
cAlgarins the Son, and Leof7ick the Faxrher, which ſucceeded Edi 
cs the Traytor, juſtly guerdoned with the puniſhment of death 
by the hands of Kzure the Dazrjh King , tor the difloyall and 
treacherous murther of Edward Ironſide his Lord and Soicraign : 
but here ſome have dclivered, being led by the unskilftulncflc of 
tome Writers, That Leofrics and Alzarus his fon were Earls of 
Cheſter ; whercin they have, no doubt, itraycd trom the truth 0 
che Hiſtory : for it is not to be omitted, how within the Juri{- 
diction of March-land were {cituatcd of old , and continuing in 2 
ruinous Seat untill this day , three moſt tamous Cirics,in thar 
Age comparable with any in this Land, yea even with that of 
London, as the Ruines and other Antiquities in them extant & 
yet manifeſt no leflc, namely Liacels, Cheſter, ani Coventry; and 
theſe three Cities were trequented commonly with the Scat and 
abode of the Earl or Duke of cerca, for the time being ; and 
now becauſe that Leofricus and Algarm made their chicteſt dwcl. 
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ling and itay at Cheſter, and in che County aGjoyning, jor tlic de- 
light and {wceernefle of rhe foyl ; certain unskilfull men have 
raſhly called them Earls of Cheſter, | 

Thus far he : which probable and learned diſcourſe of this wor- 
thy Gentleman, is ſo far from diſparaging the Reputation and 
worth of our Countrey, by making it an errour, to call thoſe fa- 
mous men Earls of Cheſter , that it much advanceth aygl ex- 
rolleth the worth of: the place ,- to be one of the clyefcſt 
parts of that famous Province or Region of Marchland.and 
where the greateſt of thoſe noble Commanders: made choice, 
chiefly ro have their Seats and Reſidence : And whence it is plain, 
thoſe famous Princes Leofricus, and Algarw and others, who were 
Earls of March, and yethad their habitation and reſidence in or 
near to Cheſter, and to the Precinas thereof, were therefore cal- 
led, as well they might be, Earls of Cheſter, and of Harch- 
lard, | 

To which we may adde, That an Earl was an appellation of 

very great Honour and of Office, onely to the greatelit Comman- 
ders next to the Soveraign power, and came not to be heredita- 
ry unto any, until the time of rhe Conqueſt ; and therefore here 
we fitly fall 
whom no man need make doubt either of their perſons or their 
Succeſſions, which began with the gift of yi/l;am the Conqueror 
to his Siſters ſon, | 

This was Hugh ſirnamed Lupw, or as the Normans ſound it, 
Loup:Whether fo called, becauſe he bare the wolfes head in the 
Coat Armour ; or that, becauſe his name was fo, he bare that 
Coar; is a matter fitter for the learned Heralds, then we, cither to 
diſcourſe upon, or to determine, 


upon the Rehearſal of our noble Earls of Cheſter, of

| He firſt Earl of Cheſter then afrer the Coriqueſt being 
Hugh Lupw, you may perceive in the foregoing: deſcent, 
| that he was fiitcrs ſon, and ſo Nephew to King 9:41am the 
ſaid Conquerour ; for Arlet the ſaid williams Morhcr at- 
ter the death of Duke Robert hcr firſt husband, took to her ſecond 
Husband one Heylowin a Norman Gentleman, to whom ſhe bare 
a daughternamed Emma, who married Richard Earl of Auran- 
ches in the Province of Coxſtantize in Normandy,and theſe wete Pa- 
rents to Hugh, who was called Lupm or Loupe: which young 
Noblcman came into this Kingdom of Ezglazd with his Uncle 
william, and was ſo high in grace and favour with the ſaid Con- 
ucrour, not onely for the near affinity of blood, bur alſo for his 
,XPETIEnCe, Wiſlom, Valour, and Proweſle; thar ic pleaſed him 
to reward this his Kinſman with a dignity and place above all 
the reſt of his Kinſmen and fricuds that came with himy creating 
him Earl Palatine of Chefier, and Sword-bearer of England, grant- 
ing unto him,and that Province,moſt ample priviledges, even as 
large and great as- could be reaſonably required , paſſing in his 
Grant theſe words, Habendum et tenendum predift. Com, Ceſtre ſibs 
et beredibus (uis, ita Libers ad gladinm , ficut ipſe Rex totam tenebat 
Angliam ad Coronam. 
By the Relation of all VWriters,this Earl! was of m6ft excellent 
_ for Rulc and Government both in War and Peace, and by 
is Princely carriage obtained great honour and dignity as wcll 
in the affairs of the Kingdom in generall, as alſo in the Govern- 
ment of his own Province and Earldom:where he had power to 
create under him many Barons, whom he placed in ſeverall parts 
of his Juriſdiction, giving unto them great poſlefiions,- and be- 
ſtowing upon them large and ſpecial priviledges ; which Barons 
were of near imployment about him in matters of Councell and 
Artendances for all great fcrvices: And becauſe we will not in- 
ecrrupt the Narration of this Succeſſion of the firſt ſeven Earls of 
this _ I will leave theſe Barons to be ſpoken of ina place by 
elves, J 7 
"For the better underſtanding of the diſcents of the firſt famous 
Earls of Cheſter, and avoiding of many repetitions which may 
fall out in the deſcribing of every one in their order of ſucceſſion, 
I have thought it not amiſſero lay down this ready draught fol- 
lowing, of their Pedigree, wherein your Eye will at an inftant 
lead you to behold in what order they ſucceed one another, 


This Hagh Lupus lived in great honour and renown all the days 
of william the Conquerour,his Uncle ; and of william Rufus his (e- 
cond 
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cond Son , and lome years ot Hezry the firſt,tiie third Son ; for he 
dyed not till the year 1102, which was about the third year of the 
Raign oithe {aid Herry the firſt: He performed great {crvices for 
the Conquerour all the time of his Raign,being impl6yed both ar 
home and abroad; and in Rufus rime, he was ſent to fubduec Ax- 
eleſey,and ro ſuppreſle the high and haughty ſtomacks of thewelch- 
mcn,which he did with gtear valour ; He altered part of the Foun- 
dation of St. Ferbiurgh Chutch in Cheſter; about Ano 1093. and 
turned the ſame into an Abbcy,as ſhall be touched elſe-where. 

By his wife £rmentrude, a Norman Lady, hc had thtee Sonnes, 
wheteof Richard the eldeſt ſucceeded inthe Earldom: Ottewel;who; 
ſaith Holl:ygſhed,was Tutor ; but, indeed, was Playfellow tothe 
Children of King Hezry the firſt : and Robert; who was Abbor of 
St,Edmonesbaury. This famous Earl governed in this Earldom abour 
40, ycars,as the moſt of our Writers do agree : Burt by computa- 
tion I cannot find it to be above five or {ix and thirty ; Howbeit.

fo pertinent to the underſtanding of theſe Antiquities, thar ir 
would much adorn the Treatife,and give light ro many Inferences, 
that Gentlemen have occaſion to obſetve , in detiving their own 
Coats in ſome of theſe; but I profeſſe my ' ignorance in this 
noble skill, and I am fo jealous of my weakneſle, thar I dare not 
take upon me the Blazons : bur if I onely ſer down the Coats, as I 
find them,and may be excuſed from any other ventnre, upon the 
rcarms of art requiſit in that kind, Ihepe Imay be well ſupplyed 
with ſuch judicious Readers; as can make ule by their own skill 
and knowledge of whatſoever 1 leave defective in that behalf, 

He govetned the Earldome of Cheſter 40, years,and dyed abour 
Aano 1107, thecighth year of King Henry the firſt; the 27,0t July, 
the ninth year after the Foundation of the Abbey ot Cheſter. 

I have purpoſely omitted to fer down how this Eatl firſt wonne 
| this County by a tair Conqueſtzafter three Repulſes given him by 
the Lords and Commanders here,which valiantly withſtood him: 
all which Reporrs may be allowed probable,bur were beſides my 
argument to run into matter of ſtory z and I rheretore reter them 
that would read of theſe rhings,to Bradſhaw the Monk, foremens+ 
tioned Author,and fo come to the ſecond Earl, | 
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The Second Earl of Cheſter. 


His noble Earl Hughyleft his Son and Hcir Richard, then an 
Infant of ſeven years of age, entituled then to his Earldome 
of Cheſter,and marricd tro atilda, Daughter to Stephen Earl 
of Blois,as Bradſhaw colle&eth, and therein molt of the Hiſtories do 
agree, And this Matilda was Necce to King Henry the firſt ; by 
reaſon whereof , the faid King took into his tuition and cuſtody 
the {aid young Earl : From whence, they ſay, this of a Cuſtome 
grew to be a Law,that young Heirs in their Nonage, became Pu- 
pils, or Wards untothe King : a very tender care had this King 
over this Princely Child, and brougirt him up in the company of 
his own childrcn,with whom he ſent him intoNormazdy,and with 
- them there provided the moſt Princcly and beſt education for 
them ; inſomuch,as growing towards mans cſtate,he ſhewed forth 
all rowardlinefle and reſemblance of his noble Father, and gave 
ſingular hopes of his vertuous and valorous diſpoſitionzif God had 
lent him lite : bur it fell out fo, that King Hezry having had grear 
and good ſucceſle in his Wars in Frazce, and diſparched his af- 
fairs thereto his great contentment,came home intoEzgland to f0- 
lace himſelf ; and for the furtherance of his joy and rejoycing, he 
{ent into Normard) for his children, wikiam Duke of Normazay, 
and Robert his Brother,and cHary their Sifter,Counteſle of Pearch; 
together with this noble young Earl Richard, and Matilda his wite, 
and Ottewel his Brother, whoaltogether, accompanied with the 
Arch-Deacon of Herefora,and with many honourable and worthy 
Attendants, took ſhip at Harflew , where it pleaſed God, their | 
journey being intended for as much mirth and jollity, as could be * 
imagined, to turn the ſame into as lamentable a Tragedy, as can 
almoſt be read of in any age : For little heed or care being taken 
in the carriage of their Marriners and Saylors,who were to guide 
the ſhip;but;as in ſuch caſes it oft falls our, every one left to their 
own diſtemper,they fell ro ſuch diforder, and made themſelves fo 
drunk, that putting into the Sea, they ſplit the ſhip upon a Rock, 
and ſo caſt away all this Princely Company , not one of them 
eſcaping,nor one perſon in the ſhip, being ro the number of 120, 
or,as ſome have it, 160; except one Butcher, that catching hold 
upon a broken Maſt,ſwam unto the Land ; this happened in Anzo, 
I120, 

And thus periſhed this hopefull young Earl Richard, and his 
Brother Ottewel,8 having then left his Brother Robert, who was cn- 
tred into Orders,and made Abbot of St. Edmoxndsbury, as was ſaid, 
was by that means become uncapable of this Princely Earldome : 
the ſame was therefore transferred to the Son of Margaret his Ant, 


the Siſtcr of /ill;am Lupw, having married Joh Bobune, by _ 
calle

called Randalymiltaking he Son fur rhe Father: and thus che Earl- 
dome tell into the Collatcrall Linc,rothe Cozen-Gcrman ot chis 
Richard; and inuch impercment it 1s notgto touch alſoby the way, 
that he had once tormerly efcaped a great periil,nor of the Sca,bur 
by occaſion of Supcriticious Warer ; tor in his very Intancie, -be- 
fore his going into Normazndy, they led him a Pilgrimage tow1,t- 
ſrids Well in wales, where he was beſet and incompaſſed with a 
ercat powcr and (trength of the Rebcel)ious Rout of welch-men, to 
{urprize and take him out of the hands of his Leaccrsz but by a 
valiant reſcue of #:i:am, then Conſtable of Cheſter, ic was recove- 
red our of their Holds,and brought fate back again to the Ciry of 
Cheſter,and afterwards ſent into Normandy,as is atorciaid, and varc 
the Title of Earl of Cheſter, from the cighth year of Henry the 
ficſt,unto the year 1120,which was much about 14.years,and was 
at his deccaſ{c,hccome a fine young Gentlemanz about rwenty, of

Frer this untimely Deccaſe of the afore-mentioned Earl 
Richard, who leftno Iflue,the ſaid Earldom fell to Ranulf, 
the ſonne of John Bohune, a Noble-man of Normazdy, 
co whom the Conquerour had for his good ſervice gi- 
ven the Town of Carlile, and had likewiſe made him Earl of Cum- 
berland; He married Margaret, the Siſter of Hugh Lupus,by whom 
he had Iflue this Razulph, and they both bear the ſirname of Mece- 
##,corruptly called WMeſchines, This Ranulph, as Coen and Heir to 
Kichard,was advanced now to chis great Earldome,bcing the third 
Earl after the Coxqueſt ; and it is worthy to be memorably recor- 
ded,thart the noble Earl did fo highly eſteem this honour of his 
ri{ing to this Digniry,that he did relinquiſh rhe (oat-Armour of his 
own Fathcr, Jo. Earl of Cumberland, and did aflume the three 
Wheatr-ſheaves,Or, in a Field-Azure : By occaſjon of which ex- 
change of his (vat-Armour, ſome Writers have crroneouſly colle- 
&cd,as may be tound in Ralph Hull;agſhead,his laſt Volume, w.R. 
chat he exchanged the Earldome of Cymberlazd for rhis ; But this

in that V\ ar, whercin he rogetticr with Robert chen Earl of G/o- 
ceſter, did with noble prowefle defend the Cauſe of Meatilaz or 
Maud the Empreſle, who was. danger ro Hepry the firſt, againſt 
the forces and the fraudulent courſes which KingSteph: # practiled 
jor the Eſtabliſhing of his injurious Uturpation ; and it my in- 
ezndcd brevity would give leave, it would notably {ct forth corhis 
Earls rave courage and reſolutions, to relate that famous incou- 
ragement that he made tothe Army aſſembled then againſt the 
King at the fiege in Leacoly in Anzo 1146, where he and that 
ethcr Earl being indeed tic Son of a King,and Nephew ofa King, 
did with & Noble emulation conrend who ſhould give the pf 
onfcr of their Enemies; and where:they gave unto the King and 
ro his '/Contederates the Earl of Flanders and others a Notable 
overthrow, and brought che Caſtle of Zizcolz,a Hold in that Age 
eſtecmed unpregnable, into theobedience of the Emprefie, How- 
beir after this, under pretence of a Parliament ro be held at North- 
bampton fox the redrefle and pacification of all matters between 
the ſaid Stephez on the one party, and the Emprefle and her Son 
on the other party + This Earl Ranulph was by Policy and craft 
apprehended and commitrted to Hold, and could by no mediation 
be redeemed untill he had delivered up the City and Caſtle of 
Lincola, which he had kept to the uſe of young Henry the Em- 
preſſe's Son, whom he ever acknowledged tobe his Soveraign 
and King next unto his Mother : And about this time of his trou- 
ble, the welſbmer took advantage of his abfence, and made horri- 
ble deſtruction in the Earldom of Cheſter ; yet ar length were van- 
quithed and overthrown in a bartel near unto ich: Malbank, and 
t11at trouble appealed.

homc aid abrogd; and in Rufus tunc, he was fentto {ubduc Ar 
»!eſer,and to twpprefle the high and tanghty Nlamacks of the;, 75h 
nicr,which hc did with great valour ; He altered part of the Foun- 
dation of St, Werburgh Chutch in Cheſter; about Ano 1093. and 
turned the ſame into an Abbcy,as ſhall be touched elſe-where. 

By his wite E-mentrude, a Norman Lady, hc had three Sonnes, 
wheteot Richard the eldeſt ſucceeded inthe Earldom: Ottewel,who; 
ſaith Hollzzgſhed,was Tutor ; but, indeed, was Playfellow to the 
Children ot King Hezry the firſt; and Robert, who was Abbor of 
St,Edmone!sbary.This famous Earl governcd in this Earldom abour 
40. ycars,as the moſt of our Writers do agree : But by computa- 
tion I cannor find it to be above five or ſix and thirty ; Howbeit, 
thus Mr. Rogers helpeth well, if fo be; he lived, as he faith;to the 
can year of Henry the firſt, 


oath I am to omit the Coats of theſe noble Earls, being a thing 


ſo pertinent to the underſtanding of theſe Antiquities, that ir 
would much adorn the Treatife,and give light ro many Infercnces, 
that Gentlemen have occation to obſerve , in deriving their own 
Coats in ſome of theſe; but I profefle my ignorance in this 
noble skill, and I am fo jealous of my weakneſle, thar I dare nor 
take upon me the Blazons : bur it I onely ſer down the Coats, as 1 
find them,and may be excuſed trom any other ventare, upon the 
rcarms of art requiſit in that kind, Ihepe Imay be well ſupplyed 
with ſuch judicious Readers, as can make ule by their own skill 
and knowledge of whatſoever 1 leave defective in that behalf, 

He govetned the Earldome of Cheſter 40, years,and dyed abour 
Azno 1107, the eighth year of King Hepry the firſt; the 27.0t July, 
the ninth year after the Foundation of the Abbey ot Cheſter. 

Ihave purpoſely omitted to fer down how this Earl firſt wonne 

this County by a tair Conqueſtzafter three Repulſes given him by 
the Lords and Commanders here,which valiantly withſtood him: 
all which Reports may be allowed probable,bur were beſides my 
argument to run into matter of ſtory ; and I rheretore refer them 
that would rcad of theſe things;to Bradſhaw the Monk, foremen-+ 
tioned Author,and fo come to the ſecond Earl. 
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The Second Earl of Cheſter. 


His noble Earl Hughyleft his Son and Hcir Richard, then an 
Intant of ſeven years of age, entituled then to his Earldome 

of Cheſter,and marricd to Aatilda, Daughter to Stephez Earl 

of Blors,as Bradſhaw colle&eth, and therein molt of the Hiſtories do 
agree, And this Matilda was Necce to King Henry the firſt ; by 
reaſon whereof , the ſaid King took into his tuition and cuſtody 
the 1aid ye. neidbeg wo whence, they lay, this of a Cuſtome 
grew to be a Law,that young Heirs in their Nonage, became Pu- 
pils, cor Wards untothe King : a very tender carc had this King 
over this Princcly Child, and brought him up inthe company of 
his own childrcn,with whom he ſent him intoNormandy,and with 
- them there provided the moſt Princcly and beſt education for 
them ; 1nſomuch,as growing towards mans c{tate,he ſhewed forth 
all crowardlineſle and reſemblance of his noble Father, and gave 
ſingular hopes of his vertuous and valorous diſpoſitionzif God had 
lent him lite : but it fell out ſo, that King Hezry having had great 
and good ſuccefic in his Wars in Frazce, and diſpatched his af- 
tairs there,to his great contentment,came home intoEzglazd to (0- 
lace himſclt ; and for the turtherance of his joy and rejoycing, he 
{ent into Normazdy for his children, wikzam Duke of Normazajy, 
and Robert his Brother,and Hazy their Siſter,Counteſle of Pearch; 
together with this noble young Earl Richard, and Matilda his wite, 
and Ottewel 1s Brother, whoaltogether, accompanied with the 
Arch-Deacon of Herefora,and with many honourable and worthy 
Attendants, took ſhip at Harflew , whcre it pleaſed God, their | 
journey being intended for as much mirth and jollity, as could be ' 
imagined, to turn the ſame into as Jamentable a Tragedy, as can 
almoſt be read of in any age : For little heed or care being taken 
in the carriage of their Marriners and Saylors,who were to guide 
the ſhip;butzas in ſuch caſes it oft falls out, every one [ett to their 
own diſtemper;thcy fell to ſuch diforder, and made themſclves fo 
drunk, thar putting into the Sea, they {plic the ſhip upon a Rock, 
and ſo caſt away all this Princely Company , not one of them 
c{caping,nor one perſon in the ſhip, being to che number of 120, 
or,as ſome have it, 160; except one Butcher, that catching hold 
upon a broken Maſt,ſwam unto the Land : this happencd in Azzo,

And rhus periſhed this hopefull young Earl Richard, and his 
Brother Ottewel,& having then lett his Brother Rofert,wiho was en- 
tred into Orders,and made Abbot of St, Edmozdsbury, as was ſaid, 
was by that means become uncapabie of this Princely Earldome : 
the ſame was thereforetransferred to the Son of Margaret his Ant,

Frer this untimely Deccaſe of the afore-mentioned Earl 

Richard, wino lettno Iflueythe ſaid Earldom tcll to Kanulf, 
the fone of Johns Bohane, a Noble-man of Normawdy, 
co whom the Conquerour had for his good {crvice gi- 
ven the Town of Carlile, and had likewiſe made him Earl of Cum- 
beriand:; He married Margaret, the Salter of Hugh Lupus by whom 
he had Iflue this Ranulph, and they both bear the {firname of Mece- 
#t,corruptly called Aeſchines., This Rauwulph, as Coren and Hear ro 
Kichard,was advanced now to this great Earldome,bcing the third 
Earl after the Conqueſt ; and it is worthy to be mcmorably rccor- 
ded,that the noble Eari did fo highly eſteem this honour of his 
ri{ing to this Digaicy that he did relinquiſh rhe (oat- Armoar of his 
own *Father, 70: Earl of Camterland, and did aflume the three 
Wheat-(h eavcs,Or, in a Field-Azure : By occaſion of which ex- 
change of his Cvat- Armour, {ome V\'riters have crroneoully colle- 
cted,as may be tound in Ralph Hull;agſhead,his laſt Volume, #.R. 
chat he exchanged the Earldome of C "umberland for chis ; Butthis 
Errour 1s learuedly dilcovered,in that part of the Laczes ; Nobiliry, 
by Sir Joha Fern,form crly mentioned ; and it {cems,that his choice

Anulph the fourth Earl in this Succeſſion, and the ſe- 
cond of that name;ſon of the tormer Xaxulph, and-a man 
' tzough retemblin, his Farher in moderation and love 

of Juſtice, yer more heroicall and magnanimous in his 
diſpoſition, as appcarcd in his noble carriage in great Batrels and 
aftairs in War, wherein he ſhewed great valiancy, and alto 
Witdom in managing the fame : He was thegreat Commander 
ia tac V\ ar, whercin he rogetlicr with Rg/ert then Earl of G!o- 
ceſter, did with noble prowcfle defend the Caute of Mztiz or 
Maud the Empreſle, who was daughter ro Hezry the tirit, againſt 
the forces and the fraudulent ——_— which KingSteph: z practiled 
jor thc Eitablithiag of his injurious Uturpation ; and it my in- 
tendcd brevity would give leave, it would notably {ct forth to rhis 
Earis trave courage and reſolutions, to relare that famous incou- 
ragecinent that he made tothe Army afſembled rhen agaimſt the 
King ac the ſiege in Zeacolny in Anzo 1146, where he and that 
ethcr Earl being indeed tec Son of a King,and Nephew of a King, 
did with a Noble emulation conrend who ſhould give the firit 
onſce of their Enemies ; and where they gave unto the King and 
to his Contcderates the Earl of Flazders and others a Notable 
overthrow, and brought the Caſtle of ZLizcotn,a Hold m that Age 
eſtcemed umpregnable, into the obedience of che Emprefle. How- 
beir afcer this, under pretence of a Parliament to be held at North- 
hampton tox the redrefle and pacification of all matters between 
the ſaid Szephez on the one party, and the Emprefle and her Son 
on the other party : This Earl Razulph was by Policy and craft 
apprehended and committed to Hold, and could by no mediation 
be redeemed untill he had delivered up the City and Caſtle of 
Lircola, which he had kept to the uſe of young Henry the Em- 
preſſe's Son, whom he ever acknowledged to be his Soveraign 
and King next unto his Mother : And abour this time of his trou- 
ble, the welſhmer took advantage of his abfence, and made horri- 
ble deſtruction in the Earildom of Cheſter ; yet ar length were van- 
quithed and overthrown in a bartel near unto i<- Malbark, and 
t11at trouble appealed. 

This Earl yer nevct defiſted to defend the title of the Empreſle 
and her Son Hezxry againſt King Stepher,, and ro diſturb him by all 
the mcans he could, rcfolving upon that purpoſe of his heart ne- 
ver to ſerve other King then Duke Henry, ſaying often, The Earl 
of Cheſter thiuks ſcorn to ſerve the Earl of Bloiſe ; trom which con- 
ſtant reſolution he conld never be moved, He marricd Earl 
Aloiſia, daughter of Robert Earl of Gloceſter,laſt ſon of K. Hezry the 
firſt, by whom he had Iſſue Hugh Kevelton, ſo called of the Coun- 
try of Powrſſe where he was bom ; a as Hollizſhead and others 
$ have 
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have written, the noble and worthy Earl by fome lewd practice 
of yill:am Pewlerell Earl of Nottingham, a man of great riches and 
poſſcſhons, he was pirtifully poytoned, languiſhing ſo in his grie- 
vous {ickneſle, as it was ſuppoſed to be brought upon him by Sor- 
ccry, and devilliſh inchantments, whoſe death yonng Hezry (at- 
terwards obtaining the Crown) juſtly revenged upon the peribn 
of the {aid wicked Peverell, driving him away into Exilc, and 
forfciting all his great Eſtate into the Confiſcation of rhe Ex- 
chequer, 


He was Earl of Cheſter aboat 26, years, aud dyed 
Anno 1152, 


The Fifth Earl of Cheſter. 


#eb the fifth Earl of Cheſter of the ſirname of Bohaz,and 
ſon of the laſt mentioned Razzlph, came to the Earldom 
here, about Anzo 1152, He was a man, in #ortitude 
and valiant incouragement, not unlike to his noble Fa- 
ther, bur far inferiour unto him in wiſdom and the government 
of his own paſſions. It was without queſtion the ule of many a 
noble Gallant in Ezglazd at that time; to be carried away witn 
the ſame Rape of youth, and violence of paſſion, which tranſpor- 
ted Hezrythe young Prince to take up Arms againſt his own Fa- 
ther Herry the ſecond ;. for how far the example and power of 2 
potent young Prince, eſpecially bcing lifted up to be partaker of. 
the Diadem,& Crowned in his Fathers Lite-time,may. draw-the 
young and fiery ſpirits of the youthful Nobtlity to follow him;by 
many Enterpriſcs may catily be conceived;and this young Hez,ha- 
ving proſecuted this unnaturall Var, and born Arms in the field 
in divers wars againſt his Father, as well in Normazdy, as in the 
parts of Quzex and Br/ttatn, animated thereunto by the you 
King Lew of Frazce, and william King of Scots, he allured unto 
him many Lords out of Ezglazd, amongſt whom this Earl was 
one, and the two Roberts Earl of Derby and of. Lezceſter 'wero 
others, whoafter many confli&s, ſharp and unkind battels were 
in the end overcome by.the forces of King Herry the Father, and 
by him were led Captives.into Normardy, and kept priſoners in 
Falors, but after a years impriſonment or thereabout, :the Father 
and the Son were reconciled, and upon concluſion the King'of 
Scots and this Earl of Cheſter were put to their Ranſome, which 
the {aid Hugh paid, and got him home, being taught by his fol- 
ly to be more wiſe afterwards, and lived peaceably and proſpe- 
roully the reſt of his.dayes.z this. was about Anno 1174. - He

married Zetrice, daughter of Rich. L1ncy Chict Juſtice of England, 
whom {ome crroncouſly called Lacey, and by her he had one 
fon Kawwulph, and 4. daughters, Maud, Matel', Ages, and Aviſa, 
who were all very honourably beſtowed in Marriage : Maud to 
David Farl of Huntington, Anguiſh and Galloway ; Matell to wil- 
liam D' Albainy Earl of Aruadell ; Agnes towiliam Ferrers Earl of 
Derby; and Hatliſa to Robert Quincey,a Baron of great honour, and 
in her right Earl of L:zcolz ; Atrer, he continued Earl untill about 
- the year 1180. and then deccaſcd ; I find not the place of his 
deccale, but his Buriall place tobe the Town of Leek in Staf- 
fordſhzre,

He next famous Earl to him, and the moſt famous of all 

that went before him, was Kanulph the good, of that name 3 

but the {1xth Earl of Cheſter after the Conqueſt, whoſe ma- 
ny moſt worthy and honourable exploits were ſuch as I cannor 
within the limits of my Intended brevity make relation of them 
as they deſerve : He was Succefſour immediately unto his Fa- 
ther of the race of the Bohaxs, but firnamed Bluzdetlile, of that 
place in Powis where he was born, the Town being named Album 
Monaſterium. 

His firſt noble Enterpriſes in his youth wan him high cſtima- 
tion in his many Conflicts and battels he waged againſt that va- 
lorous Lewell;z Prince of Wales, againſt whole Forces he one time 
hazarded himſelf ſo ventrouſly, that he was in danger of an over- 
throw, and glad to retire intothe Caſtle of Rathland, where the 
{aid Lewell;z beſieged him : Then it was that Roger Lacte Conſa- 
ble of Cheſter hearing of his perill, called his friends haſtily co- 
gether, and required their company and afliſtance to go deliver 
the Earl in his extream danger, amongſt whona Ralph Dutton, a 
ſon in law to the ſaid Roger, and a brave youthtull Gentleman, 
gathered together a great company of Muſicians, and ſuch other 
people as by their means were drawn together in & about Cheſter: 
and with rheſe obtained leave of the Conftable in the firſt 
Troop, to give the Onſetupon the Earls enemies 5 and had ſuch 
{ucceſle therein, thar he raiſed the ſiege, and delivered the Earl 
out of thar great diſtreſſe : rhe Reward of which ſervice was, to 
be Commander and Raler of ſuch people, and their profeſſion,as 
were then the Soldiers of his yr preheminence over = 
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Nath COnt.ucd 1n tic heirs of Datios U.to tins May, aS DULVIC 1N 
Barklow Hundred, when I came to that ancicat Houle, is ccla- 
rd, 

This noblc Earl,as he was a great Prince,and of high c{timari- 
on; ſo he continucd to be a moſt wiſe Councellour , aid click 
Azgcnt in the tervices of four Kings, his Sovcraigns, Her,2,Rich.1, 
King Jeha,aiid Hea.the 3d, 

His noble courage and wildome chicfly approved it ſelf in his 
worthy Rctolutions, at that time that King Khard was wairing in 
eAſia againlt rhe Inftudels ; and his Brother Jobz , called Earl of 
Aſoreton, the while at home fortitying Caltles, and caſting by all 
ways and means to deprive his {aid Brother Richard of his Crown 
and Kingdotune : this valiant Ear], then in duty and loyalty to his 
Soveraign Rzchare, then withſtood the attemprs of Earl Foba, and 
maintained wat againſt him ; and with the help of ſome others of 
the Nobility,who were led by his example,they prevailed againſt 
him,winning from his poſicſhons many itrong Holds and Caſtles, 
eſpecially the goodly Caſtle of Nottzngham, and fo diſappointed 
him of his purpoſc, and brought all thoſe places into the obe- 
dicnce of Richard their Liege King, and Sovcraign. King Richard, 
deceaſing afterwards without Iſſue, much trouble there was in 
the kingdome by the violent and turbulent courſes of King Job, 
who ſtirred up againſt himſelt many enemies within ti;e Land,and 
thele exceedingly animated and heartned by the practices of 
Lewis Son tothe Frezch King, who took advantage by the diſcon- 
rentment of the Exgliſh with their King, and fought by many 
means to adde fewel to that flame that might have devoured him; 
but then did the true Chriſtian Fortitude , and Magnani- 
mous valour of this Earl, ſhew it ſelf in raking part with King 

Job, now being his lawful Soveraign, to whom tormerly in his 
unjuſt courſcs,he had been ſo ſharp an enemy ; and although he 
wiſhed Reformation in many things that were amiſle in the Com- 
mon-wealth , yet would never be drawn to take part with the 
French-men, or be fonnd an Overſcer to his King ; And when the 
ſaid King Johz, in the midtft of all his troubles,and before he had 
ſerled the itate of his kingdome free from the Ruincs and Deſola- 
tions which his infolcat and ſeditious Subje&s confederate with 
the Frexch,had brought it into, departed this life, leaving his Son 
Henry the Third, a child of {carce ten years o1d,to be King ; and , 
conſequently, increaſed the hopes of Lewis ro make a Conqueſt 
here : yet did not this noble Earl Razulph ſhew lefle true Chriſtian 
Loyalty,and untainted faithfulneſle ro his Soveraign, but took up- 
on himſelf chictly the defence of the young King ; and being afli- 
ſed by the brave Martial Earl of Pembroke, and other his noble 
Allies,encountered the ſaid Lewts, and his Confederates, in many 
ſharp Corfl:85,and eſpecially in the memorable Bartel at Lrncols, 
where he {lew and put to flight the chiefeſt part of the Frexch and 
Engliſh Rebels,and brought Lewis, maugre his head,to a compoſt 
tien,and (cnt him packing out of this Land, 

And 
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And in that famous Bartel ar Lz,cols', rhe chictelt of the Engizlts 
{onfederates,with Lenis,Wcrc taken ; hamcly,Quncez,Farl of Wiri: 
cheſter, Bobur: Ear) of Here/ord,and Gauntytl.cn newly madc Earl of 
Liacolngby the {aid Lenis, which taid Earldome, he thus quickly 
loit again, the ſame bcing juitly and detcrvedly conterred upon 
chis Earl Ranulph, as well tor thetic his high demerits in this fcr- 
vice; asallo itanding next Cozen in bloud to Remary , ro whom 
thar Earldome was hirit alotted; who was Brother to Job Earl of 
Camberland,whe Father of the firit Raxwiph,Earl of Cheſter, 

This worthy Earl, after theſe great ſervices pertormed by him 
in £-glanud, was drawn by his Heroicall Ditpotition to the Wars 
in Egypt,and $57r:a, againſt Saracens and Inhdels, which he alfo 
managed with like happy ſucceſſe ; and after his many worthy 
Vicorics, rcturned home , to folace himfelt in his Earldome of 
Cheſter ; and when the affairs of War gave him leiſure, he built 
the two famous Caltles of Chartley in Staffordſhire, now in the poſ- 
tcſſion of the Heirs of Detoreux , thole honourable and famous 
Earls of Eſſex : The othcr of Beeſtoz,now annexed to the Houle and 
Family of the ſame {trein,the Beeſtozs of Beeſton,ot great worthip,oft 
whom we have formerly ſpoken, He founded alfo the Abbey of 
De-la-Croſs ; towards which, he rauteda Toll throughout his Ceuzz- 
trees,and Juriſar164s, and was a great Benefattor tothe Protcflors 


of Religion,according to thoſe times, being of himſelt very devour; 


as appeared at a pcrillous ſtortn and tempeſt ar Sea, as he failed 
horitewards out of Syz77a,where no danger could dant his courage ; 
but heartning and encouraging his Saylors in the dark night, with 
chcartul words, and his own hahd-labour, to play the men till 
Mid-night,ſaying,7hez we ſhall be ſafe; which ſo came to paſle in- 
dced : and whereupon he faid, Now 7 perſwade my ſelf, that the Monks 
aid,indeed, ariſe at Midnight, according to their Iſtituttons, to joynin 
their prayers for us,which, together with our true endeacour,hath through 
Gods mercy freed us front this danger, 

He was a famous Detcnder of the Libcrties and Freedoms of 
his Courtrey, and drew unto him the aſſiſtance of many others, in 
the ſuppreſling and puniſhing of Hubert, a chict Juſtice of Exg- 
lad,who had cauſed King Hezry to be ſtrict, and carry a heavie 
hand towards his pcople,touching their Priviledges and Charters, 
formcrly eſtabliſhed , and he ſtoutly denied in Parliament the 
Tenths, which the K:z2g would have granted by the people for the 
maintainance of his War,againit Frederick the Emperour : neither 
would ſuffer any ot the people within his Precin&ts, to be charged 
with that Tribute, nor the Eccleſ;aſtzcal perſons therein to pay that 
Tenth, 

What ſhould I ſpeak of his Honourable Vidories in Brittazn , 
and Azjou;his winning of the Caſtles of Gomer, New-Chattel,and other 
places,his famous £xplozts in Normazay, againſt the Frexch, and 
the renown he wone hiniſelf in thole parts, being left by the K:z»g 
there to finiſh that, which himſelf could not in many years bring 
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to paſle : As allo,rhat he letr no mean glory behind him in the ex- 
cellent parrs of Learning and Knowledge that was in him, having 
compiled a Book of the Laws of the Realm with great Judgment, 
co ſhew his ſtudious inclination to all Vertues, requiſite in an ab- 
ſolure Governour. 

He was alſo tor eſtate ſuch as might well gain him the accompr 
to be the greateſt Subject in the kingdome, being poſſeſſed of five 
Earldoms cogerher : whereof, firſt, he had Cheſter by birth and inhe- 
ritance : as,alſo,that of L:colz,his due by birth,and his reward by 
ſervice : and of three other; namely, Huntington, Brittain,and Rjch- 
mond : to all which he came by right of his Wives, having been 
thrice married ; his firſt Wife was Conſtance, Daughter and Heir 
ro C004 Duke, or, as ſome have it,Earlof Brittatz and Richmond : 
The ſecond was Clemence,Daughter to Lord Ferrers, Earl of Derby: 
And the third, Margaret, Daughter to Humphrey Bohun, Earl of 
Bedford and Eſſex,and Conſtable of Exgland, having had no Iſſue 
by any of the rhree. 


Ranulph the Thrrd,berng the ſixth Earl 
of Cheſter,begar his Government 
zn Anno 1180, 


He was Earl of Cheſter about fifty one years,aud 
dyed in Anno 1232, at Wallingfofd iz 
Berkſhire, bat les buried in the Chapter- 
houſe of Cheſter, | 
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The Seventh Earl of Cheſter. 


"HE former famous Earl deceaſing without Iflue - thenext 


in ſucceſſion to this Honour was Jobz, firnamed Scot, being 

Son of Maudgldeſt Daughter of Hugh Earl of Cheſter,Grand- 
father to this Joþz ; which Maud, married Dawid Earl of Anguiſh, 
and Zuntingion,and was Lord Earl of Galloway ; and her ſaid Son 
had a great Revenue, the poſſeſſion of his ſaid Grandfarher ; and 
for a timedid worthily maintain VVar againſt Lewelzz,the Prince 
of wales z yet, at lengrh, grew into terms of peace with him;zwhich 
peacefell out to be his utter overthrow, if the moſt of Hiſtorians 
do hit the truth ; for they ſay, that having married Fare, the ſaid 
Lemwellins Daughter,and ſo made peace with his forreign enemies; 
This Boſome-encmy of his, inſtead of cherifhing and comforting 
as a faithfull Helper,ſhe divelliſhly,like a wicked Serpent,plotted 
his deſtruction ; and,by Poyſon,brought his life to an end, langui- 
ſhing upon a grievous torment, He dyed at Derzhole,irom whence 
his body was brought to Cheſter, in «A170 1237. and was there in- 
tcrred in the Chapter-houſe,by the Grave of his Uncle. Razulph, lea- 
ving (after him) no Ifluego inherit, 


John Scot, the laſt of the Earls of 
Cheſter, begaz his Govern- 
ment iz Anno 1232, 


He governed, 4 Earl,not above = 
gears, and dyed at Dernhall ix 
Anno 1237, | 
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PeErbar: it may be expeRed, that before I paſſe from this re- 
hearſal of the firftEarls of Chefter;] ſhould make ſome particu- 
lar mention of the famous Barons which in this renowned Coun- 
ty Palatine were called the Earl's Barons, which albeit I have 
not Omitted to fer down the memory of them in the {ſevcrall pla- 
ces, where, in my former deſcription, I came to their ancient 
Seats, yer I will alſo here brictly make relation of them toge- 
ther, becauſe they wcre created firſt by the firſt of thele ſeven 
Earls, namely Hugh Lupmw, of whom our Writers dcliver this 
among many the great and noble priviledges of this worthy 
Earl, he had power to create Barons under him; and therctore 
being eſtabliſhed 1n his Earldome, and minding the good govern- 
ment of the County, he ordained certain Barons, &c, VVhat the 
dignity of theſe Barons was, and in what ranck and degree of 
our men of great quality at this day to place them, I find 1t too 
diſhculta point for me ro meddle with, and do lcave it to the 
learned Antiquaries and profcflors of that worthy taculty: onely 
I find they were of great Authority, even next to the Earl him- 
iclf in rule & Goverr.ment : And Mr. Cambden himſclt affirmeth, 
that their ofhce was to aſſiſt the Earl in Counſcl], ro yield him 
durifull attendance, and oft-times to repair unto his Court to do 
him honour, &c. 

Bur fince the Earldom came unto the Crown, and the ſaid Ba- 

rons have bin worn our for the moſt part tor want of kcirs, and to 
their Lands diſperſcd unto other Familics : And the office which 
they bear,not ſo ncedfull for Government, the dignity hath nor 
been ſo eminent, and yer the name Baron hath continucd to the 
houle of their reſidence, and eſpecially where the Line of their 
{ucceſſion hath been 1n the heirs malcs, asar this day appcareth 
in the Noble Baron of X:nderton now living. 
-.- For the fignification of rhe word Baro , and how it is appro- 
priated to that degree of our Nobility, I muſt refcr you to that 
learned and skilfull work of Mr. Guill;m, who will tully ſatisfic 
you in that behalf, Bur whether thcſe Barons were,of places and 
degrees, as theſe be now; or of that place which acher. by  officc 
have bcen, andacre till intirled in matters of Government, #p/z 
Trderint, 

SureI am, the firſt of theſe Barons created by H.Lupw aforcſaid, 
Ecing Neige!, or contractedly Netl, Baron of Halltoz, arc not only 
that ofhce, but alſo was advanced to be Conſtable and Marſhall 
Sf! &&fer, whoſe place of ſervice was to lead the Vantguard of 
che Earls Army, when he made any Journcy into wales, and had 
the charge and Government of all the Army, horſc,foot, and mu- 
nition appcrtaining to the Earls Wars, which queftionlcfle was a 
place of great accompr. 

And how famous a perſon this Nrgel or Nee grew to be, may 
at large appear in that worthy work of L::2s Nobility, written 
by a lcarned Gentleman the famous Eari of Z:zcolz, deſcending 
from

from him, and how great a place it was to be Conſtable of Che- 
fter, may well be gathered for thoſe many honourable aeſcents of 
che ſeverall houſes of Conſtables, who all derive their original 
trom this Root, as I find it learnedly colle&ed by my Kiniman 
Mr, Hezry Peckham in his Compleat Gentlemaz,, Cap, the 13. in 
the practice of Blazonriez and had my fares been fuch,l had been 
as ncar unto him in place-of abode as I am in my love and in 
blood, I might have had help from him in this my rude Labour, 
chat might berrer have firted for tae Eyes and Ears of Judiciall 
Readers, | 

The ſecond, Robert, Baron of CAſorcbalt Sexeſcall of the Count 
of Cheſter, another great Officer at that time, and the laſt ot his 
Line, baving no Iflue, ordained by. his laſt Will, 7ſake{ Qucen of 
England, and John of Eltham Earl of Cornwall, his heirs. 

The third Baron was of Namptmich, called william Maldebeng, 
or CMaldebauk, whole daughter by his Nephew conveyed thacr 
Inhcrictance to the Yer-0s and Baſſets, pe 

The fourth, Richard Vernon Baron of Shipzrookt, whoſe Inhcri- 
rance for default of heirs males, came by Siſters to wrlburbams, 
Staffords, and Littleturies, 

The fitth, Kobert Fitzhugh Baron of Malpas, who as it feemed, 
dyed withour Iflue, | 

The fixth, Hamonde Maſſie, whoſe poſleſſions deſcended to 
the Fitteas,to onc branch of the Yezadles, and ſome othcrs, and fo 
to Boothes, | | 

The ſeventh, Gilbert Vezables of Kinderton, whoſe heirs males 
have continued in a dirc& line to this preſent, and great hope 
chere is, it will do ſo (till; EE 

The eighth; N:cholas, Baron of Stockport, ro whom at length the 
warrens of Pointoz, budde out of the honourable Family of the 
Earls of warrein,and Surrey in right of marriage fuccceded, 


"Theſe were all the Barons as Mr. Camdez himſelf ſaith he could 
fnd, who had their free Courts of all Pleas and Suits, and all 
plaints, except thoſe pleas which belong to the Earls Sword. 

They were bound 1n time of the Wars in ales to find for eve- 
ry Knights fee one horſe with capariſon and furniture, or cle two 
withour, within the diviſions of Cheſhire ; alſo that their Knights 
and Frecholders ſhould have Corflers and Haubirgeons , and 
ſhould detcnd their Lands and poſſeſſions by their own Bodics. 


So we return again to the Government of the ſame County Pa- 
latine, after that Xing Hezry the third took the ſame into his 
own hands. 

But firſt in this place it is not amiſſe to give you a ſhort com- 
Pen of the time of theſe ſeven Earls laſk mentioned, as fol- 
loweth :

In the time of this Hezry the Third, this Earldom of Cheſter 
came to be inthe Xings hands, who, as all our V\riters agree; 
upon the deceaſc of Joh Scott the ſeventh Earl dying wirnouc 
Iflue, becauſe the Inheritance ſhould nor be divided amongtt di- 
ſtaffes, that was the Kings term, and the pretence of annexjng ir 
ro the Crown, yet he honourably beſtowed other preterments in 
licu thereof upon the Daughters of Hugh Bchuz the fitth Earl of 
Ch:ſter, Aunts to the ſaid Joh, and now the next ticirs atter him 
to his Earldom ; which ſaid Kz7g Hexry the third,abourt the 3 9th. 
ycar of his Reign, as Stoxe in his Summarie and Hell, laſt Volume 
Chronicle do compute it, beſtowed the Princedome ot ales, and 
Earldom of Cheſter upon Prince Eaward his fon, who was after 
King Edward the firſt, aftcr which ir fell our, that the Kings <1- 
deſt fon was ſtill creared Earl of Cheſter, and Prince of wales ; and 
this began, as ſeems by the Hiſtory of Cam4ria by Doctor Porel!, 
for ſettling of peace aftcr the Wars with them of wales , was 
brought to a finall end; and the King, afrer the Earldom came 
thus into the Kings hands, ro maintain {till the honour ct the 
County Palatine continued , the ancient Rights and Palatine 
ſurifdictions and priviledges, with their Courts and Liberties ; 
likeas the K:2g of Fraxce dud in the County of Campayz : But rhe 
words of Kzag Heares Grant unto his Son are herc worth the ſer- 
ting down :

How this Edward, ſirnamcd Carnartan from the place vt his 
birth, was by his ſaid Father honourcd with the Titics of the 
Principalitics of wales, and Eatldom of Chejter, you may read 
more at large in the Polychroz/tb, 7. (ap. 40.Jobn Hard. cap. 165; 
and many others, 

Edward the Second,gave the Earldom of Cheſter to Edward his 
{on, who was called Edward of winrſor, and was after King Edi, 
the third, rogerher with the Earldoms of Potzy and Afoaſtre/', 
eAt, Monum, Vol, 1, lib. 4.tol. 465. and Grafto in Abridgment, 
tol, 78, This was in the Childhood of the ſaid Prince Edward, 
whom his Father ſummoned unto the Parliament by the Titles of 
Earl of Cheſter and of Flint, King Edward the third, inthe 17th; 
year ot his Reign, creared £dw. of woodfiork his Son, then of the 
agc of 14. years, Prince of wales, Duke of Cozzwall, and Eari of 
Cheſter ; which worthy Prince, called che Black Prince, dyed in 
his fathers life-time about the 46th, year of his age, leaving a 
ſon called Richard, born at Burdeaux, whom the ſaid Kizg Ewwar 
the third upon the 2oth. day of Novemter, in the 5oth,and almoſt 
laſt ycar of his Reign, created Prince of wales, Duke of (0,wall, 
and Earl of Cheſter ; the {aid Richard being then about the age of 
a It, years at Havering, On the Bower in the County of Eſſex, 
and upon Chriſtmas day then next following,he caulcd the aid 
Prince his Grandchild ro fit at the Table in high eſtate above all 
his Uncles the Kings ſons, as heir apparant to the Crown; and 
this Kchard being King after his Grandfathers deceaſe , by the 
name of Richard the ſecond, by authority of Parliament made the 
Earldom of Cheſter a Principality, and to the ſame annexed the 
Caſtle of Leon, with the Tcrritorics of Broxrfield and Yale , Chirk 
Caſtle with Chirkeland, Oſwaldjtreet Caſtle, rhe whole Hundred 
and 11, Towns belonging to that Caſtle,with other goodly Lands; 
and the ſaid K.&:chardallo fliled himſclt Prizce of Cheſter:bur that 
Title ſaith Mr, Camdez did not long endure; 

The next King was Hezry firnamed Bull:nghroot, Son of the no- 
ble Fohzof Gaunt Duke of Laicaſter, &c; This Hepry the 4th. by 
his Charter dated at weſtminſter the 15th. of October 1n the firit 
year of his Reign created Herry his eldeſt Son, firnamed of Muz- 
moth,Prince of wales, and inveſted him with the Princely orna- 
ments, namely the Chaplet gold Ring and Reed, or verge of 
gold ; and by Ac of Parliament the ſame year the ſtile of the 
{aid Prince is declared to be Prince of wales, Duke of Aquitazze, 
Lancaſter, and Cornwall, and Earl of Cheſter. 

King Henry the fitth had but a ſhort Reign, and left his Son and 
Heir then an Infant of half a year old, or lutle more, fo that there 
was no creation of him to this Earldom z bur imuncdiately upon 
the deceale of his Father, he was proclaimed X:zg by the name 
of Hezry the 6th, who afterwards by Parliament inthe 1 3th.year 
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ot his Reign, and by Cuarrer attcrwards bearing dare the 15th.of 
March, in the 32, ycar of his Reign, created Edw. his Son by one 
and the (elt-{ame Patent to be Prince of wales, and Earl of Cheſter: in 
manner formerly uſed, &c. 

Which noble young Prince enjoyed not long that title, but in 
thoſe horrible and bloody difſentions and civill Warres between 
the Houſes of Tork and Laxcaſter, both Father and Son lefr their 
Honours and their Lives to Edw, the 4th, that had becn Earl of 
March, and now had the laſt victory againſt Hezry the fixth, Bc- 
ing eſtabliſhed in the Throne of his Kingdom, He,by his Charter 
datcd the 26, of Juxe in the 11th, year of his Reign Created 
Ed, his Son, who was born in the Sanctuary of weſtmzſter,Prince 
of wales, and Earl of Cheſter, 

And by anothcr Charter of the ſame year, gave unto himthe 
Lands and Revenues of the ſaid Principality and Earldome : but 
this young Prince alſo, alrchough he artaincd to the title of King 
£dna;d thc Fitth, yer never attained to be Crowned ; bur by the 
tzcachcrous Ulurpation of Rzchard (his Uncle ) Duke of Glouceſter, 
was deprived of Crown,Honours,Realm,Liteand all. 

Thar bloudy Ufurper being King of E:glana, by the name of X. 
Richard the Third , although he created his Sonne Edward Prince 
of wales, and Licutenant of the Realm of 7relard 5 yer he ſhortly 
tound the revenging hand of God, depriving both him and his, of 
all Dignities, Honours,and Livcs,as he had done to others. Next 
unto whom, Hezry the Seventh,who, by a happy War, brought a 
blcſled Peace tothis miſerable and then diſtracted and diltreficd 
Kingdome,who was Father to Margaret, the great Grandmother 
of this our now E-glarad's Solomop, our gracious Soveratgn, He by 
his Lerters Pattents, created eArthur his eldeſt Sonne, Prince of 
Wales, whercin alſo then reſted included the Earldome of Che- 

(ter, 

And that Prince dcceaſing in his Fathers life-time, rhe ſaid 
King,the 18.0t Felrrary,in the 19.ycar of his Ratgn,created Her- 
7y,then his oncly Son,Prince of wales,&c.After him,the ſaid Hex-: 
7 attaining the Crown,by the name of Hezry the 8th, he held all 
theſe Dignicies in his Royall Perſon, and left the ſame to Edward 
(his Son) called Edward the Sixth, a young Joſias, a bleficd King, 
whom the God of Heaven thought too rich a Jewel for {intull 
Earth, and took him into his own Kingdome, betore he was come 
ro maturity of years, 

The next to hima raigned Queen Mary, the eldeſt Daughter of 
King Heiry the Eighth, in whom were inveſted all thoſe Royall 
Titles and Dignities,which ſhe enjoycd but a ſhort time. 

To whom lucceeded next, that ever memorable Paragon of all 
Princely maiden-Queens,Elizateth, in whoſe Roya!l Petton reſted 
all theſe Princely Dignities more then 44, ycars, cc the left 
them all in peace, and blefled Fame, to Him,ro whom all former 
truc,and indubitare Titles and Deſcents, do dire&ly bring them 
down to fall deſcrvedly ; namely,upon a gracious Soveraign Lord 
King James, | | In 
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In his Majeities Royalt Pcrion, this Earldome reſted trom tus 
coming tothe Crown of Ezgland, untill the cighth year of His 
Highncfle Raignzin Ano 1610, when 1t pleaſed him, by Ad of 
Paritament, ro create Hezry (his eldeſt Sonne) Prince of wales, 
Duke of Cor-wal,and Earl of Cheſter : which moſt hopetull young 
Prince,about two years aftcr, upon the ninth of November, 1612, 
it pleafed God to take ro an Immorcall Crown of Glory in 
Heaven, 

After whcte Deceaſe, the next in ſucceſhon ro him, being that 
illuſtrious Charles, his Majeſtics ſecond Son, ir pleaſed his High. 
ncſſe, in Anno 1610. tocteate him, in like manner, Prince of 
wales,Duke of Corawall,and Earl of Chefter ; tor whole health, hap- 
pincfle,and long continuance, in the poſlcſfion and poffibilities of 
all his juſt and Royall Titles and Dig'iitics, never had a People 
more cauſe to pray umo God than we have.

Of the Ecclefraftical Eſtate, and Go- 
vernment in this ( ounty. 


HE Method and Order which we intendcd to tollow 

in this Labour,requircth, that next we ſhould make ſome 

brict Relation ot the Spirituall Regiment here , which 

\ doth not a little illuſtrate and fer forth the Antiquity, 
Dignity,and great Eſtimation of our Countrey,which is che main 
ſcopclaimat; in which Diſcourſe, becaulc opinions arc vari- 
ablc,and becauſethe firſt beginning of the Plantation and Govern- 
ment of Chriſt;an Religion, and rhe (hurch, isa thing rather conje- 
&urally fer down, then poſitively concluded by the Hiſtories, nor 
oncly of this Countrey and City, but even of allothers alſo the 
Parts and Cities of the whole Kingdome ; I will therefore bricfly 
tollow ſuch Collc&tions as I meet withall, rouching the firſt begin- 
ning of Church-Government, Acre had been within the Bounds of 
Brittatn, faith our Stories, before the time of King Lucy, whole 
Reign began about Ano 179, Flames, and Arch-Flam;ns, who 
were Governors over others,the Prieſts of that Religion,which the 
Pcople in their Paganiſme, did profeſle, as Idolatry hath ever 
made a counterfett ſhew of the true ſcreice of God 5 and when 
Lacins was converted to rhe Chriſtian Faith, to inJarge the power 
of Chriſtian knowledge, and fertle a Government in the Church 
of Chriſt,avoliſhing thoſe Sears of Hcatheniſh Idolaters, yet took 
advantage of the Temples,and other conveniencies, wickedly ufcd 
by then, roturn them to the true ſervice of God and Chriſt ;an1 
thcrefore ordained ia Englazd three Arch-Biſhops , and twenty 
eight Biſhops ; one of which Arch-Biſhops he placed at Londen, to 


waom was ſubje& Corzwal,and the middle part of England, unto 
Humber 
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Humber, _ The 1ccond was 1cLtica at York undcr wiom was ailtiuc 
North parts of Br2ita7z, from the River of Hummer, to the tarthcli 
parts of Scotlazd.And rhe third was the Arch-biſthop of Caezl:on; 
that is,Cheſter,to which was fubje& all wales, which then alfo con- 
tained 7.Biſhops within thatCcuntrey,though now they be fewer. 
Thus far I note onely, toſhew, that when Zucizs began Chriſtian 
Religion,it may.appear,thar both Cheſter had been a place tor the 
Arch-Flamize in the time of Paganiſme, and was allo an Arch-bi- 
ſhops Sca at the firſt Plantation of the Truth, 

But much ado there was,aud it is like fo, before Church-govern- 
ment got any ſure footing, after the time of Luczus z tor the Kings 
and Rulers of the Temporal Government, as they were well or 1tl 
affced to Chriſtian Faith, ſo they incoutaged , or expoſed the 
Learned and Godly Biſhops, trom time totime : fo that I finde 
lictle certainty in the fucccthon of the Biſhops, even to the times 
of the Saxon Governmeizt, whodivided the Kingdome it {cit into 
{everal Provinces ; and about the time of Peda, thc Son of Peud 


who was King of that part which was called Mercra,and the firiy 


Prince that did foundly make profeſſion of the Chriſtian Faith in 
that Province,throwing down and deſtroyirg Idols, and erc&ing 
Churches therein : in which Province of Mercza, Cheſter was ever 
one and the moſt frequent xc{iding places of the chiet-Governours, 
both Temporal and Eccleſiaſtical of all Xercra, And then that, 
and all other Provinces began to be more expreſly, divided into 
Diocecſ(s and Pariſhes, which fell out much abou: the time of Ao 
650, | 

In Ano 657, Diuma was ordained a Bithop of Mercia, and of 
Lindesfearnas it is in Howes large Chronicle, fol.74. tor there was 
ſo tew Prieſts, that one Biſhop had the Rule over two Provinces, 
about Ano 666, Theodorws an Arch-bithop of Cazt. ordained Ced:z 
to be Biſhop of the Province of Mercia; and atrerwards, by au- 
thority of a Synod holden at Fatfield, he divided that whole Pro- 
vince into five Biſhopricks ; namely,Cheſter,,vorceſter, Litchfield, Ce- 
derna in Lindſey,and Dorcheſter, which was after tranſlated ro Z:z- 
coln,(ARs and Mon. fol. 12.) in the time of Offa, King of Xfercia, 
which was he who had been Abbot of Medamſtead, now Peterbur- 
r0ugh,was ordained Biſhop of Cheſter : at which time, alſo, (adi 
was Biſhop of Lichfield, Polychron, [;b.1. Caps 5. and thete it 1s alſo 
written,that the ſame Sexwolf ruled the whole Province of Aler- 
cr1a before that Diviſion of the Bſhopricks, and that he made then 
ſpecial choice to be Biſhop of Cheſter,the chieteſt of all the reſt,/z6.

in the ordcr of timeI may now fall upon that Government of the 
chick part of this famous = Palatine, as did moſt immedi- 
ately {ucceed in the Rule thereof ; and alſo of this the noble and 
famous Sear of the forementioned princely perſons, and moſt ho- 
nourable Earls, who here ſettled {uch a = and {ubſtantiall Go- 
vernment, as for the antiquity, order, and ſecmly port thereof, 
gives place to few Citics elſewhere ; And ſure I am, it far ex- 
cceds many of thoſe that make great boaſt of their dignity, 

For an Introduction to that Government thar ſucceeded here 
after the time of thoſe ſeven tamous Earls, it will not be amiſflc 
to turn a little back ro ſpeak of rhat great Office, that which we 
rouched before, that was Conſtable of Cheſter, who had great 
power and authority in Juriſdi&ion thereof : for as the King our 
Soveraign Commander over the whole Kingdom had one princi- 
pall Officer under him, who was called Conſtable of Exgland; fo 
the Earl who had his Jer Regal:a, as it were within the precindt, 
had alſo a Conſtable underhim, who was an Officer of great ac- 
compr, and therefore ſome derive the word from two Engliſh 
words, Contng or Cing, and Staple, which together do ſignifie the 
Kings ſtay, or the K:ngs ſtrength, becauſe this Officer had alwaics 
the chict ordering of the K7zgs Forces and Martiall affairs both at 
home and abroad.

the temporall Government, eſpecially of the City, that 
like as it fell out in our former deſcription, tha I tell up- 

on the City in the proper place according to the Scituation, fo 
in the order of time I may now fall upon that Government of the. 
chief part of this famous County Palatine, as did moſt immcdi- 
ately ſucceed in the Rule thereof ; and alſo of this the noble and 
famous Scart of the forementioned princely perſons, and moſt ho- 
nourable Earls, who here ſettled ſuch a As and ſubſtantiall Go- 
vernment, as for the antiquity, order, and feemly port thereof, 
gives place to few Citics elſewhere ; And ſure I am, it far ex- 

ceeds many of rthoſethat make great boaſt of their dignity, 

For an IntroduRion to that Government that ſucceeded here 
after the time of thoſe ſeven famous Earls, it will not be amiſfle 
to turn a little back to ſpeak of that great Office, that which we 
rouched before, that was Conſtable of Cheſter, who had great 
power and authority in Juriſdi&ion thereof : for as the King our 
Soveraign Commander over the whole Kingdom had one princi- 
pall Officer under him, who was called Conſtable of Ezgland; fo 
the Earl who had his Jura Regalza, as it were within the precinct, 
had alſo a Conſtable underhim, who was an Officer of great ac- 
compr, and therefore ſome derive the word from two Engliſh 
words, Contng or Cing, and Staple, which together do fignifie the 
K11gs ſtay, or the K2»gs ſtrength, becauſe this Officer had alwaics 
the chict ordering of the K:zgs Forces and Martiall affairs both at 
home and abroad. | | 
| Andhere for-the honour of our Countrey, let me a little further 
upon this fit opportunity,proceed in rchearſall of that famous ſuc- 
ceflion and deſcent of thoſe that were Conſtables of Cheſter from 
the firſt making ic a County-Palatine by w:t;am the Conquerour: 
the firſt of whom you heard before, to be Nezgel,or Netl, tlie chic- 
feſt of the Barons,: that Hugh Lupws, the firſt Earl, created for his 


honourable ſervice and attendance; next unto whom was william

and governed therein unto the time of King Stephen ; this wiltam 
had a daughtcr named Maud, who married Exſtace a Norman 
Gentleman, by whom ſhe had a ſon named Rchard, and firna- 
med F:itz-Euſtace, who after the deccaſe of w:iliam, was Conſta- 
ble of Cheſter ; the fame Kichard Fitz-Exſtace atter the deceale of 
the ſaid william his Grandfather was inright of his mother crea- 
red Lord of Haltos, and Conſtable of Cheſter, he married Albreda 
Siſter and heir of Robert Lacy, Lord of Pomfrat, by whom he had 
a {on named Roger, who after his Fathers deceaſe was the Con- 
{table of Cheſter; this Richard in affefion to his Wite, and for 
the great reſpe& he had of that name of Lary, did aflume the 
{ame name of Lacy to himſelf and his poſterity, and his ſaid Son 
was called Roger Lacy; and after the deceale of Robert Lacy atorc- 
mentioned Lord of Pomfraf, who dyed withour Iflue, he enjoyed 
all his poſſeſſions in the right of his ſaid Wife, fiſter and heir un- 
tro him Roger Lacze, ſon of the ſaid Richard and Albreda mentioned 
in ancient Records to be Conſtable of Chefter, when Richard the 
firſt took his Journey into Syr14 z he alſo continued Conſtable of 
Cheſter in the Reign of Kizg Johz, he wasa valiant and diſcreet 
man, and did ſervice to his X:zg and Countrey in an ambaſlage 
into Scotland; he dyed in the Reign of Xing John, leaving behind 
hima ſon named Johz Lacte, who alfo after him was Conſtable of 
Cheſter.

Earls of Cheſter, he obtained the whole Earldom of Lincoln, Anno 
1237, and dycd 1240. from whoſe Line the Laczes continued 
Earls of Z:colz many years; who had their Honours from the 
Quincies, So long the Conſtables of Cheſter; next under the Earls, 
bear the chict Sway here in the Government both of the County 
and the City, and no doubt had divers other ſubordinate Officers 
under him, which we find ſometime to be titled by the name of 
Sexeſchall, i.e, Steward of Cheſter; and afterwards the Earldome 
being come into the Kings hands, 1n the time of K:2g Hepry the 
third, he began to appoint a Fuſtice of Cheſter, one leatned in the 
Lawes, to govern the people, and order their affairs according to 
Law and Juſtice; and the City atthat time having had many 
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Fe 1pCClal Grants Made untu tem jor IPCCIall IVCCUUNLS Atid privi- 
ledges given them by the ſaid Earls in thcir times ; yer no doubt 
bur matters Military, and Law-Cauſcs were under the Govern- 
ment of thoſe great Officers in the whole County and City toge- 
ther, untill ſuch time as in the Czty a ſettled Maiorality was pla- 
ced, which for a good number of years after rhe Maiors began: 
and therefore the very order of the times and government gives 
us occaſion to touch herethe ſuccefſion of {fuch as we find to have 
born rhart title in their diſtin& times, as they ſhall fall out in the 
Table of the Mators peculiar onely to the Cty, which will not be 
ro interrupt one thing with another, but to follow the truce ſe- 
quence of things intheir order fo near as they could ; To which 
purpoſe I had indeed adefire to have made one table of ycars;and, 
in columns, to have drawn off theſe Officers both Juſtices, Cham- 
berlains, and Maiors and Sheriffs of the County in his own time ; 
but I found my Inſtructions too impertedc to give content therein, 
either to the Reader, or to ty ſclf, and therefore will hold on as 
I began; and having declared what menT find to have governed 
in the Cty of Cheſter 1n the times before Maiors, I will now come 
ro the Charters and Grants of the City, and ſo ro the Maiors and 
Sheriffs, and others, as I find them in the trucſt Relations that are 
Extant. 

And herein I can never ſufficiently and with due praiſe extoll 
the Induſtry and care of a late Worthy Citizen and Alderman, 
and twice Maior of this C:ty, Mr. william Alderſey, Merchant, who 
deccaſed in Ofob, 1617, who as amongſt all other the commenda- 
ble pains he took for the maintaining of all the Rights and pro- 
fits of this City, ſo did he condenally labour to reEifie rhe an- 
cient Records and Monuments, and to find out ſuch proofs as he 
could by any means attain unto, for the true relation of the Go- 
vernment and Governours of the ſame, as by ſome Notes of his, 
wiich for the better reporting of theſe things, have been aftorded 
me, and which I have eſpecially followed : In following the 
memorials of the City, I ſhall fer down, 


And firſt obſerve what notable priviledges the ſaid Earls at the 
firſt endowed this City withall, and which have been confirmed 
and augmented by the. ſucceeding Princes, Kings and Queens of 
this Land, wherein yet I would intreat my Reader not to expct 
that I ſhould fer forth the particular Charters and Grants at 
large; for ttiat would be both idle in me, and tedious to others, 
Neither that I ſhould meddle in any thing concerning the Citic's 
Rights andE vidences;or wade into. queſtions unfit for me to med- 
dlc inzonly to proſecute my plain intendment, to give all the luſtre 
cy to the honourable Antiquity and ſtate of the Goiernment

Ve ſay nothing of all the reports which are made of the pri- 
viledges and Cuſtoms which this City had in the Brittazss and 


Saxors time before and after the ſame was held for the priv<ip2!! 
rc(! NCC 
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retidence for the Dukes of cHſercra, wherein rough much might 
be produced out of the uncertain reports of old and late VVritcrs 
tor the proving of great authority and power aſcribed to feverall 
Governours in this City, yet I had rather content my ſclf with 
chat which hath been without controvertie truly collected of the 
{ame marrers ſince the Conqueſt, | 

It appears formerly, that the Jurifdiftion here was ſo abſolute- 
ly granted by the {aid Conquerour to his Kinſman Hugh Lup:s, 
and ſo deſcended to the Heirs and Succeſlours of the ſaid Earl; 
that the Charters made and granted from them, are of the ſame 
repute for that time; as the othet Grants have been ſince, And 
therefore their firſt Confirmations of the former Liberties and 
priviledges which the City had enjoyed in former times, proves 
not onely their own endowments beſtowed rhen upon ir, but the 
honourable condition of the Ciry before their dayes. . 

We find, thar before the faid Ciry had any Chayter, they uſed 
by Preſcription divers Libertics, and enjoyed a Guild eMertatery, 
that is, a: Btother-hood of Merchants, and that whoſocver was 
not admirred of rhat Society, he could not uſe any Trade, or Trat- 
fick within-the City; nor be'a Tradeſ-man rhercin; And the Te- 
nour of this Guild Mercatory did ever run in theſe words, Sciut 
hatenus uſi fuerint ; and was after confirmed under the Earls Scal, 
And there was appointed two Overfedrs, and thoſe were apoin- 
red our of the chicteſt of the Citizens, and were greatly reſpe&ed 
of the Citizens, as Officers that had the ſpeciall care of main- 
caining thoſe priviledges; And did receive for the City all the 
ſummes of money paid by ſtrangers for cuftome of Merchandize 
brought cicher by Sea or Land, except ir wereat the Fairs, which 
then were,as ſome ſay,rhree in the yeat, at Midfommer; Michael- 
maſle, and Martlemas. | 

A continuance of the ſame Officers, and, as many ſuppoſe,the 
{ame name of thoſe Officers remaineth to this day in the Leave- 
lookers, who then wete the Head and chict of the Citizens before 
a Maior was ordained, and {till is reputed the head or chief of 
the fourty, or the Common-Councell of the City, andare choſen 
uſually of the beſt ability of the ſame fourty, as may expend and 
and make proviſion in ſuch matrers as belong to the honour and 
dignity of the City, and to look to the profits and commodities 
of the (*ty in ſuch Cuſtoms and Duties as fall due by importati- 
ons of merchandize into the ſame. |

from thence,by the command of the Emperour Claudims tranſported 
into Britazz, under the Condu& of Awulus Plautius, in the vulgar 
jear of Chriſt,4.3. whom the Emperour himſelf followed the ve-

rempredthe Conqueſt of «Angleſey. . To accommodate this Con- 
jc&ure with further probability of truth,we find, when Galbg be- 
ivg Empcrovr,bue 8.ycars after (in the 69.ycarof Chriſt, - drew 
upa Scheme of all the 33. Legions of the Empire then in being ; 
that the 2oth, Legion , called Yaleria Vifirix, was then fixed 1n 
Brittain, it we may credit the induſtrious enquiry of Ozuphr:us, in 
his Deſcription of che Roman Empire,pag.392.Edit, Francof, They 
continued in this ſtation, when 27, Aurel. Alexander was Emperour, 
An.Chriſt: 223. and alſo when Conſtantine rhe Great had newly 
builrCorſtartinople,8& contrived the Deſcription of both the Eaſt & 
WeſtcrnEmpires. We read of thisLegion til remainingin irs old 
{cituation, in the cenſual Book of the Emperor in the vulgar year of 
Chriſt,z39.Butſouftantize laying great ftrefle on the ſcrvice of i:is 
Countreymen,tranſported a greatArmy out of Z74ttarz;8 whether 
or no all or any of this Legion, we have nor yer ccrtainly learned. 
Others alſo tranſlated many Forces our of this Province into for- 
rein Countries. Some very ecarly,as Yeſpaſia.,who had 200900. zrit- 
tains under his command at the ſacking of Jeruſalem; as Richard 
Broughton'm his Ecclef.Hiſt.p.166, Edt, at Doway,out of a Jewiſh 
Aurhor.Others,alſo,in after-ages,as Clodi Albinw, and the Cap- 
tins underTheodoſius,& Honorius;tranſlated many forces ont of this 
Province; into forein Countries. But laſt of all in the declenſion 
of the Empire, unhappy Yalentizran the 3d, carryed away all the 
Brittiſh Forces then in arms, about the time of At, his ſecond 
Conſulſhip,being thenPreſident of Gallia,in the year ofChriſt,4 37. 
So that moſt probably long before , but moſt certainly at this 
tine,all theſe valiant Souldicrs of the Garriſon of Cheſſer were ut- 
terly gone, and the place inhabited and defended by the Brittarns 
themielves, fo long as they could hold up againſt their potcnt In- 
vaders in ſucceeding Ages. Now, beſides the teſtimony of very 
ancient Authors,for this 2oth, Legions quarters,in the arches of 
wales, and particularly in this City; the Roman Coins, and Infcri- 
ptions on Stone,and Brztt:ſh Bricks, do abundantly tcſtifie, I ſup- 
pole alſo, that ſome {mall Parties might lyein othcr Towns, as 
particularly at Caezheanyz.e.the old Town,and the true Corov7m of 
the Romazs,in the County of Carzarton, where Ihave ſeen Bricks 
of a foot and half ſquare, with this Inſcription, LEG, XX, y.

Why ſhould we doubt any further, 
bur that about theſe Rocky and ſteep Promontories , Ptolomtes 
Cangant had their ſear, Nay, what it Conghill in the Hundred of 
Broxton,and Corgleton in the Hundred of Northwiche, (which was 
{or certainan old Romaz ſtation ) ſhould have ſomewhat of the 
Cangz couched in their Names. Poſhbly,they might tretch them - 
{elves through La-caſhire,and the Sourh part of weſtmerland,where 
(angdale,or Kendale,and Kangſands, now Kenſands, may in ſome 
mecaſure,tetain the rubbiſh of their memory. However,let the ju- 
dicious Antiquaries,be plcaſed to accept of my ConjeQures , to 
ſtir up their induſtry in the ſearch of their more cxact ſcituation : 
The Romaz Towns of note within this County , I find bur two; 
Cheſter,called by Ptolomy &iwe, and placed by him in the latitude 
of 5 5 degrees, Deouna or Devana,from the River Deva, or Dee, On 
which it 1s placed, eAntorire in his 1ttzerary, mentions this _

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under the name of Deva twice: Firſt, in the Journey from the 
Pitts Wall,to Richborow in Kent,whereby it ſeems the Romy high- 
ways wound about in a crooked Line, as their Fortreſſgs and Sta- 
tions lay moſt convenient for curbing their enſlaved Provinces. 
Between Coxdate and Deva (lays Antontae, where the xx. and Con- 
qucring Legion lay) there intcrcedes 20,miles; Let my Countrey- 
men judge of the diſtance whether it be not much about the ſame 
{pace;onely conſidering the difference between 7tal:an and Ergliſh 
miles. The ſecond time we read of it, is in the Journey from Se-

For the antiquity of this City , that it was extant before the 
Roman Congueſ, let the Admirers of honeſt Geffry of Monmouth, of 
Ralph Higden,and Hepry Bradſhaw,pleaſe their warm Conccits,and 
wreſtle with the Memory of ſturdy Gyants,on condition they will 
bur ſuffer others to boaſt of its Foundation by the noble Romaxs : 
The preciſe time its hard to.fix ; Bur if you will hearken to Le- 
land,in his Commentary on his Caztio Cygrea 3 and learned Selden 
in his Notes on the Tenth Song of Draytors Polyolbron, ſpeaking 
through one quill ; they will rell you, that it ſprang from the tents 
of the Romaz, Legzoris,in the times of Veſpaſiaz ( after Emperour ) 
when he came over with Claudzus into Brittarz , and performed 
moſt noble Exploits.in this Iland,and was Leader of the 2oth. Le- 
gion out of Low-Germazpy,by the tavour of Narciſſus, who had ob- 
tained thisCondud for him ofClaud:us.This fell out in the year be- 
fore-mentioned;as by comparing D:0z Caſs/us,T acitus,and Suetonius 
together, may more amply appear : So that from what I ſpake be- 
fore conccrning thisLegions encamping\tt we ſhould date the Epo- 
cha of Cheſters Nativity at the vulgar year of Chriſt,61, it wants at 
this time but five years of being a 1000. years old, which I think 
isa gallant age,cſpecially ſeeing ſhe breaks but little, and holds 
her Complexion ſo bravely. The unhappy burning of Foregate- 
ſtreet in the late uncivil Wars, and the ſhallownefle of the Rivers 
Channel, threatning the conſumption of her radicall moiſture, 
have plowed her beautifull Fore-head with a tew preſaging wrin- 
kles of Mortality; 

The Romazs refidence in great numbers and plenty, their arched 
Vaults,and ſweating houſes, their Urns,, Coins, teflellated Pave- 
ments,do abundantly witnefſe. I have heard it from a Schollar, 
reſiding in the City,when I was there,eAzz0 165 3.that there was

to his aſſiſtance ſome of rhe Naxders ; asnamely, Sir Hugh (avol!, 
Miniſter of the Goſpeland How Vicar of Kirk- Michael, perfeted 
the ſaid Work'in the ſpace of twenty and nine” years) yet he ob- 
ferved he could not have been able to have gohie through with it, 
but for the helps he found in his own Native Tongue 3 and no 
marvell, ſince that the People of 1relazd are deſcended of the Brzt- 
Fats. ; E 

Itis worth the obſerving, that many of their words are derived 
from the Latiae and Greek,and ſome are pure Engliſh; ſuch words, 
for rhe molt part, ſignific things Forraign, and which originally 
were not known to them,or in uſe amongſt them. Ir alſo may be 
obſcrved, that they put the Nourn-ſubſtantzve , always before the 
eAdjeftive ; as, Horſe-whirtc,Cow-black, &c. 

Bur it may be enquired,, how came theſe mixtures of Langua- 

es ? 
; It is more then probable, that as their ſpeech at firſt ( asofall 
other Nations) conſiſted of tew,but ſignificant words, ſuitable to 
the ſimplicity of their Manners ; ſo, in procefle of time, by their 
converlation with Strangers,alteration of Manners, Forraign Mer- 
chandize,and new Inventions, came to be introduced, which . ne- 
cefſirated rhem to an enlargment of their ſpeech ; But finding ir 
more eafie to take the words of ſuch by whom they were introdu- 
ccd,then to coyn new of their own, theſe Mixtures _ 
have in all likclyhood been produced, Few ſpeak the Engliſh 
'Longue. 

Tne Inbabitants of ancient time were, doubtleſle,-as all the 
Ncighbouring Tract, very rude and barbarous ; untill by the 
planting of Chriſtianity amongſt rbem, ( as in the next Chapter

CHAP. IV. 
Of the Civil Government. | 


His Iſland (as before is ſaid) bEing fill of all inhabired by_ 
the ancient Scots z that is to ſay, by the Iriſh or Highlanders 
of Scotland ; fo doubrlefle had they Governovrs of their own 
Nation, of whom I find mcntion tobe made onely of Two, ' 
Firſt of one Mananarn Mac Bar'a Pagan and Necromaucer, who 
by raiſing of ſtorms and miſts, is ſaid to ſecure himſelf in that Go- 
vernment from forrain invaſion ; or rather by the natural fitua- 
tion of the place, ſubjc<& to ſtorms and miſts; who took of the 
people no other acknowledgment for their land, but the bearin 
of Ruſhes to certain places call'd warefield, 'and Mame, on Mid- 
{ſummer even. : | 
The other was named Bzzle, of whom beſides his name, I find 
nothing recorded. "Y 
' This Iſland hath alſo ſometime belong'd to Br:ttazy, It is not 
extant in any Hiſtory that I have met with, that this Iſland was 
ever under the Jurifdi&tion of the Romans; for by Mona in Ceſar 
and Tacitus, 15 to be underſtood Argleſey ; but that it was under- 
che awe (whichzas their tame,was diffuſed every where) of their 
Empire, no queſtion is to be made; eſpecially {ince it lay even 
within the proſpect of Br:ttarz ; yet by the #rxs there found, the 
contrary would ſeem to be apparent ; ſome encloſed in Coffins 
of ſtone ; one Coffin containing divers of them : and in ſuch ſort 
KkKkk Dr.

P.ains of Wiltſhire are very frequent, and by the Inhabitants term- 
cd Burrowes, like as inthe Midland parts of Erglazd they call 
them. .Lowes commonly and truly held to be the Sepultures of the 
Des or Norwegas, and others of that Northern tra& invading 
and poſlcfling Brittarn) tobe opened; in which were found 14, 
rotten Urns, or carthen pots, placed with their mouths down- 
wards ; and one more neatly tuen the reſt ina bed of fine white 
ſand, containing nothing bur a few brittle bones, (as having paſs'd 
the fire) noaſhes left diſcernable : hereabours are divers ot theſe 
Hills to be ſcen ; bur in other parts of the Iſle, few and diſperſed- 
ly ; ſome of theſe being environ'd with great ſtones pitched end- 
wayes in the earth; This Countrey was poſlcfled (as preſently 
will appear) by the Norwegzars; whoſe rite of Buriall was in 
ancient time (as all the Northern people in that Tract, if eminent 
perſons) to burn the bodies of their dead ; and to preſerve with- 


in the carth in veſſels of glaſle, earth or ſtone their aſhes; and. 


this was introduc'd or eſtabliſh'd by a Law, by Othizas their King, 
and continued among them and the Swedes longer then with the 
reſt ; as Olaus wormins, publique Profeſſor of Phyſick in the Uni- 
verſity of in his Learned Dazifb Antiquities hath 
well inform'd the; by the teſtimony of good Authors, and Ex pe- 
rience it ſelt ; waole Diſcourſe giveth better light (writing but 
of his own Conntrey) e» che kuvwledge of divers ancient Monu- 
ments among us, then doth appear from our own Hiſtorians, 
evincing not onely vulgar errours of this kind ; but the Judicious 
will be hereby the better able to difference Roman Antiquities 
from $Saxor, and the like z wherein without much conſiderati- 
on, it.is caſie to miſtake ; as among us by common experience we 
find. Burt pardon this ſomewhat of digreſſion, 


Afterwards It came under the fubjection of Edzize K. of Noy- 
thumberland ; which being all that I read of it, I conceive that 
either he or his Succeſlours ſoon deſerted it ; or were expulſed 
thence. 

In tize year 1066, it came under the ſubjeAtion of the Norwe- 
81aus by Conqueſt, and fo did ſhortly after the Hebrides or We- 
ſtern Iſles of Sco:land; by which means the Kings of Han were 
ſtiled K:»gs of Ianarnd of the Iſles ; of this race there were 12 in 
number; 1, Godred,ſfirnamed Crovaz,the ſon of Harald the black 
of Izland, 2, Lagman, the eldeſt ſon of Crovan, 3.

The Coroner alſo uſually hath the broken ſacks of Corn of the 
Fellons,which are not abſolutely due to bim, as itſhouldiſcem by 
the words of the Statute : Now our of theſe goads, which: the Co- 
roner is to have, as aforeſaid,the Deemfter is to have 4 5. Md the 
Moor 4 5. and the reſt is his own ; a woman, as before is ſaid, for-

ment of any Delinquent , or the drawing up cf the Order of Ar- 
raignment, nor the entering of any Aftion at the Common-Law, 
though there be an infinite number ar every Court; nor for the 
recording of any Prefentment, brought in by the great Inqueſts of 
the Shead ings,or Juries of {lander ; or any other buſinefle whatſo- 
conhentey:

There are ſome other Conrts of Judicature alſo, which are at- 
ter the ſame Rules of the Common-Law,as aforeſaid ; and which 
are kept immediatly after the Lords Courts are ended.

The Courts for the Abbey-Lands alſo are kepr by the ſame Of- 
ficers of tie Lords ; and fo are the Courts tor the Barqnies of Ban- 
or Sabal,and St.Tremons ;the Fees to the Decmſters, from the Ab- 
bot, are 26s. 8 4, per aznum,and the like to the Controller, The 
Fees for Bangor Sabalzand St,TrV11045, are 13F, 4d. tothe Deem- 
ſters,and 13s.

The proceedings of theſe Courts, are after the ſame order, as 
thole of the Lords Courts, vzz, Firſt, the Court-Leet; before 
which, the Deemfſter gives the Charge to the 12, men ſworn up- 
on the great Inqueſt: then follows the blood-queſt ; and laſt of 
all;ct.e Court-Baron,tor matters of right betwixt party and party;

cers of this Court of Aſſeſment,or aſleaſing of the Fines,” are the 
Governour, the two Deemſters,the Controller,Receiver,VVater- 
Bayliff, and the Lords Atturney : but the Barons, as the Biſhop, 
the Abbor, and the reſt,have no voyces nor hand in the Aﬀeſmenr 


of the Fines ; no, not of the Fines of their own Courts : yet ſhall 
they have the Fines and Pcrquiſires of theis wn Conrre, after the 


are aſſeſſed by the Lords Officers, as aforeſaid, wiz, of all ſuch of 
their Tenants, as properly and ſolely aretheir own Tenants , and

The Fines out 1n Charge, 


After the end of all theſe Common-Law-Courts, the Control- 
ler colle&s and eſtreats out the Fines,of every Court, both” Lords 
and Barons,and gives them out in charge tothe Moors, which they 
are to colle&,and pay them in to the Receivet,with the Land-rent 
of the ſeveral Pariſhes, and ſuch Fines as belo ſolely ro the Ba- 


rons,he givesthem out to the Serjeants or Bayliffs of the Barons,to 
be collected for the uſc of the Baron to whoarthiy belovg,

There is another Court, which the Governour, and the Lords 
Oilicers aforcſaid,do keep as often as occaſion requires; ſomerime 
in one place,{omerime in another Circuir of the Countrey,as buſi- 
nefle falls out 5 and thar is called an Exchequer Court : Ar theſe 
Courts, ſuch Juries of Tryals betwixt parry and party, as could 
not give in their Verdicts at the Sheading-Courrs, bring them in 
then : And Jurics alſo of ſlander, Juries of Preſentment of Miſdc- 
meanours,and Juries of Indictment,cf Felony,if(any ſuch be jt ring 
in their Verdicsat theſe Courts : to thar whatſoever bulineſles 
could not be well determined at Term-times, or Sheading-courts, 
they are deliberately heard and determined at ſome of theſe E x- 
chequer-courts, which is a mighty great eaſe and conveniency ro 
the Subje&t,and not much troubleſome to the Officers, 


(hancery-Court, 


There is alſo a Court of Chancery. ( which hath not been long 
creQed-.). kept by the Governour, whereof he fits fole Judge, as 
Chancellour, repreſenting the Lords perſon ; which Court he 
may keep every week once;as occaſion ſhall require, (and eſpeci- 
ain caſes of ſtrangers; who deſire ſpeedy Tryals of their buſi- 
nefle. ); the Plaintiff may come to the Controller, and center his 
complaint for 3 d.and thereof take a Copy,and ſhew it to the Go- 
vernour;he gives him a Token, (which 1s ſome mark he uleth ro 
make) upon a Stone of blew £latc, which are plentifu], or to be 
hadevery where in the Iſland : The Plaintiff delivers this to the 
Coroner of the place where the Defendant lives (if he be an Iflan- 
der) and if the Defendant be a ſtranger , and bur a ſojourner im 
ſome part of the Iſland, then he delivers the Tokento the Warcr- 
Bayliff; and to which ſoever of them he gives this Tokenhe gives 
him alſo'but 2 4.

Then when the Defendant is brought to his appcatance; the 
matter goesto a Hearing : rhe Governour having called ro him,if 
he pleate,one or both of rhe Decmſters for their advices in matter 
of Law, or all or any of the Lords Council, as he ſhall rhink fic, 
he makes his Decree,as he ſhall find cauſe in Equity z from which 
Dectee or Order,the Defendanr,if the Decrce be againit him,may 
appcal tothe Lord of the Iſland, and have a certain rime limited 
by the Courr,for the bringing in of his Lordſhips Order,purting in 
Surety, to anſwer the Demandsas the Lord ſhall direct , or asthe 
Courr ſhall order : In the mean time, Execution which ſhould

The Deemſters are in all places in the Iſland, where they come; 
Juſtices of Peace; As'if they ſee or be informed of any force or 
battery to be committed by any manner of perſon, they may rake 
Recogniſance for the Peace in the Lord's name; and certifie them 
into the Controllers or Clerk of the Rolls Office ; or if that be de- 
nyed, of that ſufficient Bayl or Sureties for the Peace be not tende- 
rcd unto then, they may commit the Delinquent to the Coroner 
of the Sheading where they then are at that inſtant, and he is to 
bring the patty to the next Gaol ; or if he be near unto any of the 
Garriſon places of Caſtle-Ruſhen, Caſtle-Peel, or Douglas Fort, he or

The Deemſters may do IIKewlfc uwauny uilni tawſull Atts by theit 
places ; as namely, They put out Juries ex Offzczo, for furniſhin 
the Lords Tenants with ſervants every man according to his hold- 
ing: the ſons of ſervants of the Tenants of leffer rents ate to ſerve 
the Tenants of greater res in caſes of extremity, if vagrant ſer- 
vanits cannot be had ; and ſome Officers, as the Deemſters, the 
Moors and Coroners are to have their choice of ſervants. The 
Patſons alſo of Parifhes; and Vicars of thirds of Tithes of ſuch 
Pariſh ate to have the like ; which is called theit Bridge and 
Staffe. The Deemſters for a debr for Corn updn the Plaintiffs 
Oath gives his Token for Execution without hearing of the mar- 
ter : Alſo it one Beaſt kill another, he purs oura Jury preſently ro 
ery the matter; and ashe finds by the Vetdi& of that Jury, he 
gives his Execution, for the delivery of the living beaſt for the 
dead of damages, as he ſhall find cauſe; bur many times ſuch

The Receiver, by his place, is the chief Officer for the colle&- 
ing of the Lords Rents, he may commir the Moors or Bayliffs for 
their neglects in not taking them up in due time from rhe Tenants ;

The Controuller's Duty. 


The Controuller is by his place to call the Receiver ro Accompe 
Once every quarter, and may fit by and take noticc at all times 
when the Receiver takes moneys from the Moors, and take notice 
of what is paid; He is alfoto have knowledge, and give check 
or allowance of all payments and disburſements by the Receiver, 
and to keep his book thereof, and ar the end of the year th {ct the 
Detet , and perte-the Accompts betwixt the Recciver and the 
Moors, He is alfo to give out the V/ater-Bayliffe his charge ſoon 
after Midſummer, having upon the Midſ{ummer-day before re- 
ceived from the Governour his Book of Liccnces and Entries for 
Outgates and Ingates of Commodities : He isalfo by his place 
Clerk of the Market, and is to ſee to the Weights and Meaſures of 
all ſorts, and the Afſize of Bread and Ale, that it be duly kept : 
And he is alſo head-ſearcher in all the Ports, thatby his Deputies 
or under-ſearchers the Lord may not be abuſed or wronged in his 
Cuſtomes, | 


The water-Baylifſ's Duty; 


The Water-Bailiff is by his place, by himſelf and his under. 
Ofhicers, the Cuſtomes of cho Dor of Rumſey, Deg las, Derby-ha. 
wen, and Peel-Town, totake up and fairhfully to collec all the 


Cuſtoms for Ingates and Outgates of Goods: Allo it is his place 


as heis Admirall, to otder all the buſinefle for the Herring-Fiſh- 


ing} to {ce that Strangers and all others have no wrong done them 
during that Seaſop, and to Judge of and determine by way of Jury, 

which is called an Admirall-Queſt, of all matters betwixt party 

and party in matters of Seafaring buſineſle : He is allo to give. 
out Cockets of Goods that ſhall be exported : And to take notice 
and cogniſance of Cockets from other parts,of ſuch goods as ſhall 

be imported ; and thereof to make certificate at the ſuit or requeſt 

of the Merchant, All wrecks of Sea he is likewilc to take care of; 

that they be diſpoſed of for the Lord's profit; and to make return 

of his proceedings therein to the Controuler, that they may be re- 

corded, and the venditions thereof made, put out in charge; In 

this laſt particular the Lord's Atturney's care is likewiſe required,

ficer or Officers, in caſe he conccive,danger of his or their further 
mildemeanour, or departure out of che Country without his con- 
ſent, Andthis is ro the end that ſuch Officer may be forch-coming 
ro make good and an{wet according to his Lordſhips Order or 
Command, which ſhall be rerurned upon the, Certificate made 
as aforc{aid by rhe«-Governour,. 


To conclude this Chapter ; This Iſland, ever ſince the reducing 
of it by Sir wil:am AMountacute, hath been reputed, and is a 
Member of Ezglazd; and held of the Crown thereof, fomerime 
by one Tenure, and ſometime by anotherz and now at this day 
the Lord rhercof holderh it of the Common-Wealth of England 
by Fealry —_ notwithſtanding it hath Lawes and Cuſtomes 
peculiar to it ſelf; which are molt ſuitable to irs Poverty and di- 
ſtance trons England.

His Iſland is ſecured mightily by nature ; not onely in 
- thatit is an Iſland ; byt alſo for thar ic is ſituated in a very 
 boyſtetous Sea, encompaſled on all fides with high Clifts 
of ſtone, or precipices of Sand, ſaving on the North part 
abour the Point of ere ; where the ſhoar is low and beachie, ſo 
that Ships in fair weather may ride neat the Land, in all other 
parts of the Coaſt, by tcafon of the rocks that lye far into the Sea; 
there is no coming near the ſhoar with ſaterty, nor cntring their 
Roads or Harbours without a Pilot ; nor Anchoring in theit Roads 
unlefle the ſame be a Lee-ſhore. | 

The Bodies of the Inhabitants are made uſe of for its defence ; 
for every Pariſh hath a Captain,under whom are liſted diſciplin'd 
and'arm'd, ſuch as ate tneet for the War, of whom they have 
about 1500 ready upon occaſion z and in caſe of neceflity,l believe 
they _— Arm 5.ot 6000, Men; 

Ir is fottified yyith a Caſtle ar Rbez, the ſtrongeſt pile of ſtone 
thatT have ſeen; pleaſantly fiuated, rather then uſctully, in a flar 
Country, a Rivoler running beneath itz but this Caſtle ſtandeth 
at ſuch a diſtance from the ſhallow and rocky Harbour of Ruſhez, 
rar it 15of no conſequence to hinder the landing of an enemy 
thcre ; which conſidered, the late E. of Derby raiſed a Fort hard 
by at Lanquet-Point,for the ſecuring of that Harbour and Rainſway. 
Tradition faith, this Caſtle of Ruſber was built by the Norwegrazs ;
